WEDNESDAY,  June  2,  1847. 

This  being  the  day  prescribed  by  the  constitution  for  the 
legislature  of  New  Hampshire  to  assemble,  the  following 
persons,  elected  senators,  appearing,  took  and  subscribed  the 
oaths  of  ojQice,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitu- 
tion, viz :

The  Senate  was  called  to  order  by  the  clerk  of  last  year. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Vose — 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  a  chairman,  to  iNre*> 
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side  until  a  president  shall  be  chosen,  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Lane 
was  elected  and  took  the  Chair. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gage — 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  choose  a  president  by  ballot. 

Whole  number  of  ballots  cast,  8 

Hon.  Harry  Hibbard  received  7 

ballots,  and  was  declared  elected. 

Mr.  Hibbard,  upon  taking  the  chair,  addressed  the  Senate 
as  follows : — 

Senators — For  the  honor  you  have  conferred  in  selecting 
nie  to  preside  over  your  deliberations,  you  will  please  to  re- 
ceive my  most  grateful  acknowledgments,  together  with 
the  assurance  that  such  abilities  as  I  have,  shall  be  faithfully 
devoted  to  your  service.  The  spirit  of  candor  and  courtesy 
by  which  the  proceedings  of  this  body  have,  so  far  as  I  have 
known,  been  uniformly  characterised,  will  materially  lessen 
the  difficulties  which  might  otherwise  attend  the  discharge 
of  similar  duties.  The  business  devolving  upon  legislative 
bodies,  always  important  in  its  immediate  and  future  conse- 
quences, will  perhaps  be  more  than  ordinarily  so  upon  the 
present  occasion.  It  should  be  proceeded  with  with  a  cor- 
responding degree  of  care  and  attention — ^with  as  much  dis- 
patch as  may  be  consistent  with  its  due  consideration,  and 
at  the  same  time,  as  strictly  as  may  be  in  accordance  with 
those  rules  which  are  designed  at  once  for  the  guide  of  the 
majority  and  the  protection  of  the  minority ;  and  while  we 
are  ready  to  make  such  changes  in  the  laws  as  we  are  clear- 
ly satisfied  the  public  good  requires,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to 
consider  whether  our  people  have  not  in  times  past  sufiered 
more  from  an  excess,  than  from  a  deficiency  of  legislation. 
I  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  these  duties,  senators, 
with  a  deep  sense  of  your  kindness,  and  shall  hope  at  all 
times  for  the  continuance  of  your  forbearance  and  friendly 
aid.

Mr.  Lane,  from  the  committee  to  notify  Messrs.  George 
and  Chase  of  their  election  to  the  office  of  clerk  and  assist- 
ant clerk,  reported  that  Messrs.  George  and  Chase  both  sig- 
nified their  acceptance  of  their  respective  offices. 

Mr.  Lane  then  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  the  clerk 
and  assistant  clerk,  and  they  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
their  respective  offices.

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
chair,  to  nominate  a  suitable  person  for  door-keeper  of  the 
Senate  the  present  session. 

Ordered,  That  Messrs.  Page,  Lane  and  Gage,  constitute 
said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hewes — 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  of  the  Senate  for  the  year  1846, 
be  adopted  as  the  rules  for  the  present  year,  until  otherwise 
ordered. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Vose — 

Resolved,  That  the  clerk  inform  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives that  the  Senate  have  assembled,  chosen  the  Hon. 
Harry  Hibbard,  president,  John  H.  George,  clerk,  and  Fran- 
cis R.  Chase,  assistant  clerk,  and  are  now  ready  to  proceed 
to  business. 

The  Secretary  of  State  came  in  with  the  following  com- 
munication : 

"Mr.  President — ^I  am  directed  by  His  Excellency  the 
Crovernor,  to  introduce  to  the  Senate  Hon.  Noyes  Poor,  sen- 
ator for  district  No.  3,  who  has  been  duly  qualified. 

The  above  named  senator  then  took  his  seat  in  the  Sen- 
ate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Foss — 
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Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  requested  to  lay 
before  the  Senate  the  record  of  the  returns  of  the  rotes 
given  for  senators  in  the  several  senatorial  districts  in  this 
State  at  the  election  in  March  last. 

The  Secretary  of  State  came  in,  and  laid  before  the  Sen- 
ate the  returns  of  votes,  given  in  March  last,  for  senators  in 
the  several  senatorial  districts  in  this  State. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Foss — 

Resolved,  That  the  joint  rules  of  the  two  branches  of  the 
legislature  for  the. year  1846,  be  adopted  as  the  joint  rules  of 
the  two  branches  of  the  legisIatuVe  for  the  present  year,  until 
otherwise  ordered. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  ask  the  concurrence  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  therein. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Foss — 

Resolved,  That  the  returns  of  votes  in  the  several  senato- 
rial districts,  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three,  with 
instructions  to  examine  and  count  the  same,  and  report  tp 
the  Senate  whether  any  vacancies  exist,  and  if  so,  in  what 
senatorial  districts. 

Ordered,  That  said  committee  consist  of  Messrs.  Foss, 
Vose  and  Poor. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Emerson — 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
chair,  to  report  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  Benate  the  present  year. 

Ordered,  That  said  committee  consist  of  Messrs.  Emer- 
son, Hewes  and  Lane.

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Mr.  Poss,  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  was  refer- 
red the  returns  of  votes  for  Senators  in  the  several  senatorial 
districts,  reported  that  they  had  attended  to  that  duty,  and 
from  an  examination  of  the  returns  made,  in  the  Secretary's 
office,  in  compliance  with  the  regulations  of  the  constitution, 
it  appears  that  there  is  no  election  of  Senators  in  Districts 
No.  5,  No.  7  and  No.  9.  In  District  No.  6  it  appears  that 
the  whole  number  of  votes  cast,  is  5103 ;  necessary  to  a 
choice,  2552 ;  and  no  person  having  that  number,  there  is 
no  choice.  The  two  highest  candidates  are  James  Drake 
and  William  W.  Rollins.  In  District  No.  7,  the  whole  num- 
ber of  votes  cast  is  4394 ;  necessary  to  a  choice,  2198  ;  and 
no  person  having  that  number,  there  is  no  choice.  The  two 
highest  candidates  are  Ralph  E.  Tenney  and  Timothy  Ab- 
bot. In  District  No.  9,  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  is 
4378 ;  necessary  to  a  choice,  2190 ;  and  no  person  having 
that  number,  there  is  no  choice.  Frederick  Boyden  and 
Nathaniel  Kingsbury  are  the  two  highest  candidates. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Page — 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  report  be  accepted.

The  committee  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  returns  were 
received  from  every  town  in  the  State,  made  out  with  re- 
markable accuracy,  and  from  all  the  towns.except  three,  Al- 
ton, Seabrook,  and  Pittsburg,  according  to  the  certificate  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  they  were  received  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  law. 

The  committee  have  included  the  votes  of  these  towns  in 
the  above  estimate,  and  as  the  law  provides  a  proper  remedy 
for  neglect  of  duty  by  returning  officers,  it  is  deemed  unne- 
cessary to  allude  to  the  subject  further  in  this  place.

The  Hon.  James ^Drake,  and  the  Hon.  Frederick  Boyden, 
having  been  duly  elecied  in  convention  as  Senators  for  Sen- 
atorial Districts  Nos.  5,  and  No.  9,  and  having  been  duly 
qualified,  were  introduced  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
took  their  seats — 

Mr.  Emerson,  from  the  select  committee  appointed  to  pre- 
pare and  report  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  Senate  the  present  year,  reported  for  consideration  the 
following 
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RULES  FOR  THE  SENATE. 

L  The  PresideDt  having  taken  Che  chair,  and  a  quoram 
being  present,  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read, 
and  any  erroneous  entry  shall  be  coitrected. 

2.  No  member  shall  hold  conversation  with  another  dur* 
ing  the  reading  of  the  journal  or  while  a  member  is  speak- 
ing  in  debate. 

3.  Every  member  rising  to  speak,  shall  address  the  Pres« 
ident,  and  when  he  has  finished,  shall  sit  down. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  thaii  twice  on  the  same 
question  on  the  same  day,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

5.  More  than  one  member  rising  to  speak  at  the  same 
time,  the  President  shall  decide  who  shall  speak  first. 

6.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the 
President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order,  in 
which  case  the  d^ember  so  called  to  order  shall  sit  down,  and 
the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  in  the  case ;  but  if 
there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  President  shall  M 
conclusive. 

7*  ^^  member  shall  absent  himself  without  permis^on 
from  the  Senate. 

8.  A  motion  shall  be  seconded  before  it  is  debated,  and 
if  required  by  the  President  or  any  member,  it  shall  be  re* 
duced  to  writing. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  lay  on 

^  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  to 
amend,  which  several  motions  shall  take  precedence  in  the 
same  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.  And  no  motion  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  or  to  com- 
mit, being  decided,  shall  be  in  order  at  the  same  stage  of  the 
bill  or  proposition  until  after  an  adjournment. 

10.  If  the  question  under  debate  will  admit  of  division, 
any  member  may  have  it  divided,  and  in  filling  blanks,  the 
lojagest  time  and  the  largest  sutn  shall  be  put  first. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the 
same  is  objected  to,  it  shall  be  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  Sen* 
ate  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  are  required,  each  member 
shall  deolare  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question,  unless  for 
special  reasons  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate. 
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13.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  shut  the  doors  of  the  Sen- 
ate on  the  discussion  of  any  business,  which  in  the  opinion 
of  any  member  may  require  secrecy,  the  President  shall  de- 
sire the  gallery  to  be  closed,  and  the  doors  shall  remain  closed 
until  the  subject  is  disposed  of. 

14.  After  a  motion  has  been  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order 
for  any  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  or  if  the  Sen- 
ate be  equally  divided,  any  member  voting  on  the  sidd  pre- 
vailing, to  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  unless  the  bill, 
resolution,  report,  amendment  or  motion,  on  which  the  vote 
was  taken,  has  gone  from  the  possession  of  the  Senate :  but 
no  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  in  order,  unless  mme  the 
same  day  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  oi*  the  next  day  af- 
ter on  which  the  Senate  shall  be  in  session ;  but  no  vote 
shall  be  reconsidered  when  a  less  number  of  members  is  pres- 
ent than  when  it  passed. 

15.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial,  addressed  to  the 
Senate,  shall  be  received  and  read,  a  brief  statement  of  the 
contents  thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  member  introducing 
the  same. 

16.  At  least  one  day's  notice  shall  be  given,  before  a  mo- 
tion for  leave  to  bring  in  a,  bill  shall  be  in  order. 

17.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  three  times  before  its  pas- 
sage ;  and  the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each  time  wheth- 
er it  be  the  first,  second  dr  third  reading  ;  and  no  bill,  after 
it  has  been  read  a  second  time,  shall  have  a  third  reading  be- 
fore an  adjournment. 

18.  All  resolutions  which  may  require  the  signature  of 
the  Governor,  shall  be  treated  in.  the  same  manner  as  bills. 

19.  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  read  a  first  time  and  or- 
dered to  a  second  reading,  it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  sec- 
ond time  by  its  title,  and  by  the  President  referred  to  the  ap- 
propriate standing  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Senate. 

20.  The  Senate  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole  at  any  time,  on  motion  made  for  that  purpose ;  and 
in  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole,  the  President  shall 
leave  the  chair  and  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside  in  commit- 
tee :  the  President  may  at  any  time  name  any  member  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution  shall 
not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

21.  The  last  question  upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill 
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or  resolution  shall  always  be ;  shall  it  be  read  a  third  time  ? 
and  no  amendment  shall  be  received  or  discussed  oa  the  third 
reading  of  any  bill  or  resolution,  unless  by  consent  of  eight 
members  present ;  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order  before 
the  final  passage  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  to  move  its  commit- 
ment, and  should  such  commitment  take  {dace,  and  an 
amendment  be  reported,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again  be 
read  a  second  time  and  considered  as  in  committee  of  the 
whole. 

22.  The  titles  of  bills  and  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be 
affected  by  proposed  amendments,  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journlils. 

23.  All  bills,  resolutions  and  addresses,  after  passing  the 
Senate,  shall  be  signed  by  the  President ;  and  all  warrants 
and  other  processes  issued  by  order  of  the  Senate,  shall  be 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  clerk. 

24.  The  following  standing  committees,  to  ccmsist  of 
three  members  each,  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commence- 
ment of  any  session,  with  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  other- 
wise :  a  committee  onthe  Judiciary  ;  a  committee  on  Incer- 
porations ;  a  committee  on  Military  Affairs ;  a  committee  on 
Roads,  Bridges  and  Canals ;  a  committee  on  claims ;  a  com- 
mittee on  Agriculture  and  Manufactures ;  a  committee  on 
Banks ;  a  committee  on  Elections  ,*  a  committee  on  Educa- 
tion ;  a  committee  on  Unfinished  Bvsiness ;  and  a  committee 
on  Printers'  Accounts. 

25.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  a  member  requests  that  the  iq)pointment  shall  be  by 
ballot,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  so  done. 

26.  When  the  Senate  shall  concur  with  the  House  of 
.  Representatives  in  the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee,  con- 
sisting of  not  more  than  five  members  of  the  House,  one 
member  shall  be  added  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  ;  but  when 
more  than  five,  two  members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  added. 

27.  Messages  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate. 

28.  Messages  from  the  Governor  or  House  of  Represent- 
atives,  may  be  received  at  all  times,  except  when  the  Sen- 
ate is  engaged  in  putting  a  question,  in  calling  the  ayes  and 
noes,  in  counting  ballots,  or  in  reading  the  journal. 

29.  All  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  President,  and  each 
member  of  the  Senate  shall  signify  his  assent  or  dissenti  by 
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answering  aye  or  fto.  ff  the  President  doubts,  or  a  division 
is  called  for,  the  Senate  shall  divide  ;  those  in  the  affirmative 
of  the  question  shall  first  rise  in  their  seats,  and  stand  till 
they  be  counted,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative  shall 
rise  and  stand  till  they  be  counted.  The  President  shall 
tfaen  rise  and  state  the  decision  of  the  Senate. 

30.  No  person  except  the  members  of  the  Executive,  or 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  their  offi- 
cersy  shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  except 
by  invitation  of  the  President^  or  some  member  with  his 
consent. 

31.  The  Senate  shall  adjourn  to  meet  at  ten  o'clock  in 
die  morning  and  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day, 
unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  order. 

32.  Motions  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gage — 

Besohed,  That  the  report  be  accepted,  and  that  the  fore- 
going rules  be  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  the 
present  year. 

Mr.  F^e,  from  the  select  committee  appointed  to  wait  on 
Hon.  Jared  W.  Williams,  Governor  elect,  and  inform  him  of 
his  election  to  the  office  of  Governor  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  for  the  ensuing  political  year,  and  that  the  legis* 
latnre  will  be  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may 
be  pleased  to  make,  reported  that  they  had  attended  to  that 
daty,  and  that  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  reply  that  he 
wiMikl  meet  the  legislature  in  the  Representatives'  Hall,  pre* 
eiiety  at  half  past  three  o'clock  this  afternoon,  accept  the 
office,  and  take  and  subscribe  the  oaths  prescribed  by  the 
eonstitntton.

IN  CONVENTION. 

The  Senate  and  Hoiise  of  Representatives  being  assem- 
bled in  convention,  in  the  Representatives'  Hall,  for  the. 
purpose  of  proceeding  in  the  electionSi  agreeably  to  the  pro** 
visions  of  the  constitution,  the  Hob.  Jared  W.  WilUaiiis, 
Governor  electa  came  in  attended  by  His  Bzcelteney  Aalho^ 
ay  Oolby  and  the  Honorable  Ck>uDcil. 

His  Excellency  Anthony  Colby  then  addressed  the  con- 
vention as  follows : 
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One  year  since  I  was  called  to  the  place  where"  I  now 
stand,  to  take  upon  myself  the  responsibilities  of  a  high  and 
honorable  office,  the  duties  of  which  I  felt  inadequate  to 
perform.  The  year  has  passed  away,  and  with  it  the  deep 
feeling  of  anxiety  with  which  it  comnfenced.  Whether  the 
duties  of  the  office  have  been  performed  well  or  ill,  is  not  a 
question  for  me  to  settle  ;  but  this  I  can  truly  say,  that  I 
meet  the  close  with  a  cheerful  heart,  and  what  is  better, 
with  an  approving  conscience  before  God. 

The  principles  I  have  advanced  are  now  a  matter  of  re- 
cord. If  I  had  opportunity,  I  would  not  change  or  oblite- 
rate a  single  sentence.  What  is  written,  is  written ;  there 
let  it  remain  for  all  time  to  come. 

In  performing  the  last  duty  of  the  office,  I  have  the  hon- 
or to  introduce  the  Hon.  Jared  W.  Williams,  Govem<Mr  elect, 
whose  superior  talents,  early  education,  and  professional  life, 
will  doubtless  enable  him  to  sustain  the  high  dignity  of  the 
office,  better  than  any  man  with  ordinary  advantages. 

Hon.  Jared  W.  Williams,  Governor  elect,  then  took  and 
subscribed  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  the  oath  of  office, 
whereupon  Hon.  Harry  Hibbard,  President  of  the  Senate, 
made  proclamation  as  follows  : 

"  Jared  W.  Williams  having  been  duly  elected  Governor 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office,  and 
taken  the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  I  do,  there- 
fore, declare  that  His  Excellency  Jared  W.  Williams  is  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  to  hold  the  office 
during  the  ensuing  political  year. 

And  I  here  present  your  Excellency  with  a  copy  of  the 
constitution  of  this  State,  as  your  guide  in  the  discharge  of 
your  official  duties," 

His  Excellency  then  made  the  following 

ADDRESS : 

PMmo  eiUzena  of  the  Senate  and 

House  of  Representatives : 
Oalled  upon  by  the  kind  partiality  of  the  people  to  nnder^ 
dertake  the  duties  of  chief  magistrate  of  the  State,  I  avail 
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myself  of  the  occasion  now  presented,  to  express  my  grate- 
ful thanks  for  this  flattering  expression  of  their  confidence. 
So  distinguished  a  token  of  regard,  would,  under  any  cir- 
ciunstances,  command  my  gratitude  and  devotion  ;  and  ettt- 
anating  as  it  does  from  the  suffrages  of  a  free  and  virtuous 
people,  under  circumstances  of  peculiar  interest,  the  honor 
apd  responsibility  allotted  n\e  is  very  much  enhanced.  An- 
other political  year  has  closed,  and  we  are  assembled  at  a 
period  of  profound  interest  to  every  patriot,  to  deliberate 
and  act  upon  the  common  and  important  interests  of  the 
State.  During  this  period,  a  kind  and  benevolent  Provi- 
dence has  extended  its  guardian  care  over  us ;  and  never,  at 
any  former  period  in  our  history,  have  we  had  greater  reason 
to  offer  up  the  tribute  of  fervent  and  grateful  hearts,  for  the 
condition,  prospects  and  general  prosperity  of  our  land,  to 
Him  who  ruieth  over  all.  The  productions  of  the  soil,  the 
Qzchanges  of  commerce,  and  the  invigorating  influence  of 
industry,  have  combined  to  confer  on  the  people  a  degree  of 
prosperity  and  happiness  not  before  enjoyed.  Differences  of 
opinion  may  exist  among  us  as  to  the  best  mode  of  appro- 
priating these  benefits  to  the  improvement  of  our  common 
condition,  but  animated  alike  with  patriotic  spirits,  the 
bounties  of  Providence  should  be  received  with  grateful 
hearts,  and  honestly  applied  to  the  advancement  of  the  com- 
mon good. 

The  diversified  and  increasing  interests  of  the  State  will 
furnish  many  subjects  requiring  your  attention  and  delibe* 
rate  action.  The  position  assigned  me,  however,  will  fur- 
nish me  with  no  lights  which  you  do  not  possess,  to  guide 
and  direct  your  legislative  course.  And  my  duty  will  be 
bfttter  discharged  by  a  few  general  suggestions,  relating  to 
prominent  measures  of  legislation,  than  by  any  particulai 
and  definite  recommendations,  pertainiiig  to  yonr  public  acts 
and  duties. 

The  right  of  suffrage  in  a  republican  form  of  government 
is  of  vital  importance,  and  should  be  the  first  object  of  atten- 
tion. Encroachments  on  this  sacred  right  affect,  in  no  small 
degree,  the  character  and  perpetuity  of  our  free  institutions, 
and  demand  such  legislative  enactments  as  will  remo^  idl 
opportunities  for  political  corruption — ^for  intercepting  a  free 
expression  of  the  will  of  the  people,  and  preserve  the  eleet- 
ive  franchise  in  its  parity. 
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Oar  commoQ  school  S3rstem  is  defective  in  a  degree  which 
should  arouse  the  friends  of  letters  and  popular  education  te 
the  adoption  of  measures  for  elevating  its  character  to  that 
prominent  position  to  which  it  is  entitled.  An  investigation 
of  the  condition  and  capacities  of  our  primary  schools/aided 
by  the  experience  and  enlightened  efforts  of  those  who  have 
devoted  themselves  to  their  interests,  would  give  them. a 
prominent  position  in  the  public  estimation,  and  a  mueh 
higher  degree  of  usefulness.  It  is  in  our  free  and  primary 
schools  that  the  people  first  learn  to  distinguish  between  op- 
pression and  the  necessary  exercise  of  lawful  authority,  aad 
derive  a  knowledge  of  their  rights  and  the  best  modes  of 
maintaining  them.  Legislators  are  under  a  sacred  obligation 
to  encourage,  by  all  proper  means,  the  cause  of  popular  ed- 
ucation, as  well  as  to  inculcate  the  principles  of  morality 
and  religion.  And  the  proper  discharge  of  these  duties  cott* 
stitutes  the  surest  basis  of  private  and  public  happiness,  and 
the  best  security  of  free  government. 

In  thb  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  bespeak  your  far 
vorable  consideration  of  the  claims  of  those  who  unfortun- 
ately are  deprived  of  the  power  of  seeing,  or  of  hearing  and 
speech,  and  are  worthy  recipients  of  the  State's  bounty.  In 
an  age  so  distinguished  for  its  private  and  public  charities, 
you  will  not  fail  to  make  such  appropriations  for  their  relief 
as  will  be  honorable  to  your  sympathies,  and  consistent 
with  enlightened  legislation. 

Neither  will  you  be  insensible  of  the  importance  of  ac- 
celerating industry  by  suitable  encouragement  in  agriculture 
and  in  such  primary  pursuits  of  society  as  are  the  founda* 
tion  of  our  prosperity. 

However  pacific  the  general  policy  of  nations  may  be, 
while  the  human  passions  remain  the  same,  we  can  never 
expect  exemption  from  war — and  the  best  means  of  averting 
this  calamity  and  of  securiug  the  desirable  blessing  of  peace, 
are  found  in  that  (ireparation  for  war  which  a  well  regulated 
militia  affords.  When,  then,  our  country  is  actually  involv- 
ed in  a  war,  in  which  the  heroic  triumphs  of  the  citizen  sol- 
diery have  conferred  imperishable  glory  on  the  character  of 
our  country,  the  improvement  of  our  militia  system  should 
become  a  cardinal  object  of  legislation.  A  well  regulated 
militia,  in  the  language  of  our  constitution,  '^  is  the  proper, 
natural  and  sure  defence  of  a  State."     And  the  spirit  is  re- 
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creant  to  that  sacred  instrument,  and  to  the  reqaireinentd  of 
the  constitation  of  the  Union,  which  seeks  to  disband  our 
militia,  or  derogate  from  an  institution  identified  with  the 
honor  and  liberties  of  our  country.  In  a  republic,  a  well 
organized  and  disciplined  militia  infuses  a  necessary  military 
spirit  among  the  people,  gives  systematic  and  efficient  direc- 
tion to  their  physical  force,  and  makes  their  citizen  soldiers 
capable  of  resisting  tyranny  and  oppression,  and  of  repelling 
invasion. 

In  all  legislation  there  is,  perhaps,  an  improper  tendency 
in  favor  of  capital  rather  than  labor ;  to  benefit  the  few 
rather  than  tl^  many  ;  and  the  cause  of  this  tendency  must 
be  found  in  the  controling  influences  of  this  capital  in  our 
legislative  hall.  While  the  capitalist  successfully  asks  pro* 
tection  by  special  legislation,  the  laborer,  who  gives  capital 
its  value,  is  contented  with  that  equal  protection  which  the 
constitution  guarantees,  and  asks  no  privileges  which  just 
and  equal  laws  do  not  afford.  Corporations  should  never  be 
granted  for  private  speculation,  or  for  the  exclusive  benefit 
of  the  corporators.  .  Capitalists  associated  by  an  act  of  in- 
corporation, have  a  common  right  to  the  protection  of  the 
law,  but  they  have  no  better  right  than  the  agriculturalist, 
the  mechanic,  or  any  individual  transanting  business  with* 
out  corporate  powers.  The  legislature  of  this  State,  for 
more  than  twelve  years  preceding  the  last,  reserved  the  pow- 
er to  any  subsequent  legislature  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  any 
act  creating  a  corporation,  whenever  the  public  good  re- 
quired. This  reservation  of  power,  it  is  believed,  has  proved 
satisfactory,  and  highly  beneficial  to  the  corporators  wad  the 
people.  In  your  laws  regulating  corporations,  therefore,  il 
is  recommended  to  establish  this  power,^  maintaining  the 
principle  which  places  legislative  acts  creating  corporations, 
on  the  same  basis  with  other  legislative  acts — under  the  an* 
thority  and  control  of  the  people.  The  genius  of  our  gov- 
ernment and  the  policy  of  our  laws  are  not  carried  out  by 
granting  exclusive  rights  and  privileges,  but  by  extending  the 
same  rights  and  equal  privileges  to  all.  Wherever  profitable 
investments  can  be  made,  there  will  be  an  abundance  of 
meatis.  Our  acts  of  incorporation,  as  formerly  granted  for 
railroads,  banking,^  manufacturing,  and  other  purposes,  are 
found  to  contain  privileges  sufficient  to  encourage  the  in- 
dustry and  enterprise  of  the  corporators  and  the  investment 
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of  tbeir  anemployed  capital,  while  the  abases  to  which  all 
experience  has  shown  them  liable,  were  ejSiciently  guarded 
against  by  salutary  regulations  and  restraints,  efficiently 
protecting  individual  rights,  and  securing  the  public  confi- 
dence in  the  utility  and  safety  of  these  corporations.  Over 
corporations,  a  wise  policy  gives  the  State  only  a  supervi- 
sory care  and  authority,  leaving  their  objects  and  operations 
entirely  to  individual  enterprise  and  private  capital.  In  the 
magnificent  enterprise,  however,  of  connecting  the  lakes 
with  the  Atlantic  by  a  continuous  line  of  railroads,  extend- 
ing through  our  State,  opening  new  communications  and 
avenues  of  improvement,  reducing  the  burdens  and  ex- 
penses of  transportation,  and  increasing  the  facilities  for 
public  travel — all  are  deeply  interested,  and  will  rejoice  in 
the  adoption  of  proper  measures  to  insure  its  success. 

The  condition  of  the  treasury  of  the  State,  and  of  its  banks 
and  State  Prison,  will  soon  appear  in  official  reports,  and  be 
submitted  for  your  inspection  and  deliberate  action. 

Having  thus  hastily  adverted  to  some  of  the  subjects  de- 
serving attention,  they  are  submitted  to  your  deliberation^ 
with  a  recommendation  that  your  legislative  duties  be  dis- 
charged in  as  brief  a  period  as  is  compatible  with  the  public 
interest,  and  in  a  manner  which  shall  reduce  the  expenses  to 
what  is  necessary  for  the  useful  purposes  of  the  State.  You 
will  not,  I  trust,  incur  the  hazard  of  hasty  legislation,  by 
permitting  changes,  in  the  law,  of  doubtful  utility,  or  innova- 
tions on  well  settled  and  useful  systems,  dangerous  to  a  just 
and  harmonious  action  of  government. 

A  devoted  attachment  to  the  characteristic  rights  of  free- 
men, -should,  notwithstanding,  urge  at  all  times  the  adoption 
of  such  constitutional  measures  as  in  your  judgment  are  cal- 
culated to  promote  individual  happiness,  the  cause  of  free- 
dom, and  the  public  welfare.  It  cannot  be  expected  that 
the  important  duties  with  which  we  are  entrusted,  can  be 
discharged  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  all.  In  all  disinter- 
ested, honest  efforts,  however,  having  for  their  object  the 
maintenance  of  peace,  order  and  obedience  to  the  laws,  and 
to  establish  principles  and  practices  of  administration  favora- 
ble to  security  of  life  and  property,  liberty  and  huipan  rights, 
may  we  not  reasonably  expect  the  cordial  approval  of  the 
great  body  of  the  people  ?  In  such  efforts,  and  in  all  mea- 
Mres  within  the  pale  of  our  constitutional  powers,  tending 
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to  adirance  the  interests  of  the  State,  I  desire  to  pledge  yQ\i 
my  cordial  concurrence. 

It  is  desirable  to  avoid  mingling  unnecessarily  with  your 
legislative  duties,  which  are  principally  limited  to  the  sphere 
of  your  own  State,  those  exciting  subjects  which  ar^ 
more  properly  committed  to  the  care  of  our  national  govern- 
ment. Such,  however,  is  the  relation  which  the  States  Id 
this  great  confederacy  hold  to  each  other  and  to  the  Uniou, 
that  we  are  intimately  connected  with  and  vitally  interested 
in  the  acts  of  the  national  administration.  These  are  now 
justly  regarded  by  American  statesmen  as  wise  and  patriotic, 
and  greatly  contributing  to  the  prosperity  and  great  interesti^ 
of  our  country.  Its  great  financial  measure,  so  far  from  de- 
stroying the  currency  and  banking  institutions,  as  was  pre- 
dicted, has,  by  separating  these  institutions  from  the  .trans- 
actions of  government,  restored  the  treasury  to  a  constitu- 
tional  administration,  and  established  a  sound  currency. 

The  government  has  no  constitutional  right  to  make  gen- 
eral deposits  in  banks,  or  to  receive  bank  paper  in  payment 
of  public  dues.  The  receivability  of  bank  bills  for  goveru- 
ment  dues,  imparts  to  the  bills  the  influence  and  credit  of 
the  government,  and  thus  adds  the  mos{  powerful  stimulus 
to  excessive  issues  of  bank  paper.  By  making  a  requisition 
on  the  banks  for  specie,  gradually  approaching  to  the  amount 
of  moneys  collected  and  distributed  by  the  government, 
they  will  be  admonished  of  the  necessity  of  confining  their 
issues  within  reasonable  limits,  and  a  specie  basis  is  furnish- 
ed, on  which  the  banks  and  the  people  rest  secure  from 
those  ruinous  revulsions  which  follow  the  alternate  expan- 
sions and  contractions  of  paper  issues  ;  for  such  are  the  uni- 
form laws  of  trade,  that  great  depression  must  follow  great 
excitement  or  excessive  speculation.  As  much  as  business 
is  increased  by  unnatural  excitement  beyond  a  healthy  ac- 
tion, in  the  same  ratio  will  be  its  depression  when  the  over- 
action  ceases. 

The  soundness  and  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  the  adminis- 
tration are  no  less  conspicuous  in  its  refusal  to  tax  one  por- 
tion of  the  people  for  the  benefit  of  another,  and  to  impose 
a  tariff  for  the  purpose  of  protection  merely,  or  for  any  pur* 
pose  beyond  what  is  necessary  to  discharge  the  expenses  of 
an  economical  administration  of  the  government.  A  reve- 
nue raised  for  these  expenses — levied   on  foreign  imports 
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wfaicb  oome  in  coiii|]ietitioh  witb  the  growth  of  oor  own 
products  and  manufactures — is  found  to  afford  such  inciden- 
tal protection  as  is  amply  sufficient  for  all  the  great  intereste 
of  our  country. 

Under  this  administration  our  rights  have  been  manfully 
asserted  and  maintained— our  resources  and  means  of  nat 
tional  security  and  defence  augmented,  and  the  area  of  thia 
great  republic  and  the  blessings  of  Christianity  and  frea 
government,  greatly  extended. 

True,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  republic  of  Mexico 
should  have  refused  the  just  and  conciliatory  terms  proffered 
her  by  our  government,  for  an  amicable  adjustment  of  ditkf 
culties,  and  that  misguided  counsels  should  have  instigated 
her  citizens  to  invade  our  soil,  slay  our  innocent  citizens^ 
and  involve  our  country  in  war*  It  is,  however,  consolali»» 
ry  to  know  that  inability  to  resist  could  alona  have  justified 
our  government  in  longer  forbearing  to  protect  our  rights 
against  Mexican  barbarity  and  outrage.  Any  further  bum* 
render  wonld  have  furnished  proof  that  there  was  no  limit 
in  degradation  and  disgrace  to  which  we  might  not  be  cax* 
ried,  and  that  we  were  unworthy  to  enjoy  the  liberty  puit 
chased  by  the  blood  of  our  fathers.  Our  country,  fortu- 
nately, under  the  smiles  of  heaven,  has  her  destiny  in  her 
own  h^nds.  Though  strongly  attached  to  peace,  when  du* 
ty  requires  her  to  relinquish  it,  danger  has  no  terrors  to  de* 
ter  her  from  the  performance  of  her  saered  obligations. 

These  obligations  have  been  clearly  delineated  in  the  «p* 
peal  made  by  our  patriotic  President  to  the  people,  and  with 
heartfelt  and  patriotic  feeling  they  nobly  responded  to  the 
appeal.  Shielded  by  the  justice  of  their  cause,  they  gid- 
lantly  rushed  to  the  battle-field,  and  by  deeds  of  invincible 
valor,  vanquished  greatly  superior  forces  of  the  ei^emy,  and 
vindicated  the  rights  and  honor  of  our  country. 

So  strong,  however,  is  the  disposition  of  some  to  detract 
from  the  justice  of  the  war  and  the  imperishable  fame  a&« 
quired  by  its  brave  officers  and  soldiers,  that  they  would 
gladly  connect  its  objects  with  the  extension  of  slavery. 

The  great  moral,  political  and  social  evils  resulting  from 
the  institutions  of  slavery,  should  be  removed  as  far  as  pos^ 
sible,  without  violating  the  principles  of  the  constitution. 
At  the  same  time  it  is  our  imperious  duty  to  abide  faithfully 
by  the  compromises  of  that  sacred  instrument  and  to  cher- 
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ish  the  Union,  on  irhieh  our  destiny,  hopes  and  prosperity 
rests,  with  fraternal  affection  as  the  only  rock  of  safety. — 
^Slavery  is  indeed  opposed  to  our  free  institutions,  and  inju- 
rious to  the  highest  interests  of  the  nation,  and  our  duty  to 
our  republican  institutions  and  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  the 
<:ountry  requires  us  to  use  all  honorable  and  lawful  means 
to  prevent  its  further  extension.  The  members  of  our  last 
Congress,  from  the  free  States  of  our  confederacy,  have  well 
declared  by  their  votes  for  what  is  termed  the  Wilmot  pro* 
Tiso,  their  fixed  and  unalterable  purpose  to  oppose  the  fur- 
Cher  extension  of  slavery  and  the  admission  of  any  more 
dave  territory  to  the  Union.  This  vote  has  given  form  and 
substance  to  the  united  desires  of  the  people  of  these  States 
— has  made  a  deep  lodgment  in  their  hearts,  and  justly  re- 
ceived through  their  primary  assemblies,  their  cordial  res- 
ponse and  appioval.  The  proposition  contained  in  this  pro- 
viso, embodying  as  it  does  the  determined  will  and  true 
principles  of  the  American  people,  affords  a  pledge  that 
these  principles  will  be  faithftilly  carried  out  in  our  national 
legislation,  which  must  give  joy  to  every  friend  of  the  Un- 
ion and  rational  freedom. 

The  war,  then,  in  which  we  are  engaged,  may  be  reviled 
for  the  purpose  of  rendering  it  odious,  by  those  disseminat- 
ing doctrines  in  derogation  of  the  constitution,  and  tending 
to  dissolve  the  Union  ;  but  there  is  nothing  connected  with 
its  prosecution  which  can  deprive  us  of  the  inestimable  sat* 
is&ctiou  of  believing,  that  it  is  not  a  war  of  ambition,  waged 
in  violation  of  the  rights  of  others,  but  in  maintenance  of 
our  own  rights,  and  that  if  prosecuted  with  united  counsels,  it 
will  speedily  be  followod  with  an  honorable  peace. 

With  the  exception  of  hostilities  with  Mexico,  our  coun- 
try is  at  peace  with  the  world,  in  full  possession  of  all  the 
elements  of  individual  and  national  prosperity,  and  in  the 
quiet  enjoyment  of  civil  and  religious  liberty.  These  privi- 
leges are  now  peculiarly  ours,  and  can  be  maintained  only 
by  a  strict  adherence  to  justice  and  the  sacred  principles  of 
the  constitution. 

In  conclusion,  be  assured  that  in  the  discharge  of  the  ilu- 
ties  assigned  us,  I  have  the  cheering  hope  that  we  shall  en- 
tertain a  due  sense  of  our  obligations  and  high  responsibili- 
ties to  that  Infinite  Power,  on  whos6  agency  all  human  efforts 
depend  for  success.

resolve  of  the  two  houses,  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate,  giving  notice  when 
the  House  will  meet  the  Senate  in  convention.  As  soon 
thereafter  as  the  convenience  of  the  Senate  will  permit,  they 
will  attend  in  the  House.  The  Speaker  of  the  Honse  ^aU 
be  chairman  of  the  convention,  and  shall  state  the  reason  for 
forming  the  convention.  When  the  House  and  Senate  are 
thus  formed  in  convention,  the  rules  adopted  as  the  rules  of 
the  House,  shall  be  considered  the  rules  of  the  convention, 
so  far  as  they  may  be  deemed  applicable,  and  the  convention 
sbali  accordingly  be  governed  thereby. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  persons  as  a 
sense  of  propriety,  in  each  house,  may  determine  to  be  prop- 
er. 

3.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  house  to 
the  other,  it  shall  be  announced,  at  the  door  of  the  house  to 
which  it  may  be  sent,  by  the  doorkeeper. 

4  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
houses,  they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  clerk  of  each 
house  respectively. 

5.  There  shall  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
grossing bills,  consisting  of  two  members  of  each  house. 
AH  bills  tnat  pass  both  houses  shall  be  delivered  to  said  com* 
nouttee,  be  by  them  engrossed,  carefully  examined,  and  re- 
ported to  the  respective  houses ;  and  shall  be  signed,  first  by 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  then  by 
the  President  of  the  Senate. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  committee  to  consist  of  three  inem- 
bers  of  the  .House  and  one  pf  the  Senate,  on  each  of  the 
following  subjects,  to  wit :— On  all  matters  relative  to  the 
State  Library,  and  on  all  matters  relative  to  the  State  House 
and  State  House  Yard. 

7.  When  a  bill  or  resolve  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
house,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

8.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  founded.

securing  forever  to  us  the  markets  of,  and  carrying  trade 
with,  Japan,  the  vast  empire  of  China,  of  all  India,  and  of  all 
the  islands  of  the  Pacific,  and  Indian  oceai^s,  would  connect 
us  with  and  bind  us  to  Oregon  and  the  Pacific  ocean,  wouM 
rapidly  and  profitably  develope  our  inexhaustible  agricultu- 
ral, mineral,  and  manufacturing  resources,  would  be  of  im- 
mense political  importance  tending  to  consolidate  and  bind 
together  our  Union,  would  increase  our  commerce,  and  by 
bringing  into  the  market  and  making  useful  and  acceptable 
for  agricultural  purposes,  land  hitherto  too  remote  to  be  of 
value,  must  necessarily  give  a  vast  increase  to  the  wealth, 
power,  and  financial  resources  of  our  country  ;  therefore.

Mr.  Lane,  of  the  Senate,  chairman  of  the  committee  of 
arrangements  appointed  for  that  purpose,  then  announced 
and  introduced  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, who  was  chairman  of  the  convention,  JAMES  K. 
POLK,  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  chairman  of  the  convention  then  addressed  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  as  follows : 

Mr.  President — We  are  glad  to  see  you,  and  especially  to 
meet  and  receive  you  here  in  the  Hall  of  our  State  capitd, 
amidst  the  Representatives  of  our  people.  These  crowded 
galleries  and  hall,  the  thronged  streets  and  avenues  of  this 
utoally  quiet  town,  bespeak  the  ardent  feelings  of  the  peo- 
ple to  see  you,  and  to  exchange  salutations,  as  American  cit* 
izens,  with  the  chief  executive  magistrate  of  our  great  and 
flourishing  Union.  This  proclaims  your  welcome  more  for- 
cibly than  any  words  that  I  can  utter. 

Though  in  New  England,  and  especially  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, we  have  a  climate  of  frosts  and  snows  for  a  large  part 
of  the  year — a  country  of  rugged,  though  at  this  season  of 
beautiful  and  charming  aspect,  yet  we  have  a  population  not 
only  patriotic,  energetic,  bold,  ready  at  all  times  to  defend 
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the  country  and  its  institutions,  but  of  warm  hearts  and  hos- 
pitable feelings. 

We  are  glad  to  see  you  here  as  the  honored  representative 
of  the  whole  people,  and  of  every  section  of  our  broad  re- 
public, that  you  may  witness  our  prosperity  in  agriculture,  in 
commerce  and  manufactures,  our  progress  in  the  arts,  and 
above  all,  the  industrial  habits  and  general  intelligence  of 
our  citizens  so  essential  to  the  prosperity  and  permanency  of 
our  free  institutions,  and  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the 
people  of  our  common  country. 

Sir,  in  beh^edf  of  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  and  of 
the  legislature  here  assembled,  I  bid  you  a  welcome,  a  most 
hearty  welcome  among  them.  In  their  behalf,  I  extend  to 
you,  not  as  the  president  of  a  party,  but  as  the  president  of 
the  whole  people,  their  kindest  hospitalities,  so  long  as  you 
can  remain  with  them. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  then  replied,  as  fol- 
lows : 

I  am  deeply  sensible,  sir,  of  the  high  honor  done  me  by 
the  distinguished  reception  you  give  me  to  the  capital  of 
New  Hampshire.  To  the  legislature,  the  executive  of  the 
State,  and  to  yourself,  sir,  as  the  organ  through  whom  I  am 
welcomed  to  your  capital,  I  return  to  you  all  that  I  have  to 
give,  my  grateful  acknowledgments.  My  first  visit  to  New 
Hampshire  is  full  of  interest,  sir.  She  is  one  of  the  hon- 
ored old  thirteen.  Her  ancestors,  sir,  participated  in  that 
bold  and  astounding  declaration  to  an  astonished  world,  that 
man  was  capable  of  self-government.  They  erected  a  sys- 
tem under  which  the  freest,  happiest  and  greatest  people  of 
the  earth  now  live. 

Sir,  after  the  lapse  of  more  than  half  a  century,  one  who 
was  not  then  in  being,  in  the  providence  of  God,  and  by  the 
favor  of  his  country,  is  called  to  preside  over  the  destinies  of 
our  great  and  growing  people.  In  my  humble  person,  sir, 
this  great  trust  has  been  confided ;  and  in  my  progress  to 
this  region  of  the  country,  in  witnessing  its  robust  popula- 
tion, its  intelligent  people,  industrious  habits,  and  their  vast 
interests,  I  feel,  sir,  more  than  ever,  the  high  responsibility 
of  my  station,  and  the  deep  anxiety  I  have  ever  felt  for  the 
prosperity  of  my  country.  I  rejoice,  sir,  to  find  it  as  pros- 
perous as  it  is.     Sir,  the  intelligence  and  virtue  of  this  peo- 
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pie  is  confided  in  as  the  last  hope  of  roan  for  a  regulated 
self-government  upon  earth.  If  our  system  shall  fail,  we 
may  in  vain  expect  another  system  to  be  established  for  a 
free  government.  With  what  tenacity,  therefore,  should  we 
bow  to  the  altars  of  our  country,  and  remember  the  gallant 
deeds  of  our  fathers  in  the  cabinet  and  in  the  field.  New 
Hampshire  can  boast  of  her  patriots  in  the  field,  her  gallant 
soldiers  and  more  gallant  leaders;  their  monuments  are 
among  you.  Passing  near  one  of  them  this  morning,  I  was 
reminded,  sir,  that  New  Hampshire  is  to-day  what  she  was 
then,  because  I  know,  sir,  that  her  sons  are  now  in  the  tent- 
ed field,  maintaining  the  sacred  principles  that  their  fathers 
transmitted  to  them.  Sir,  they  are  worthy  sons  of  Avorthy 
sires. 

In  the  humble  agency  which  I  have  had  in  the  manage- 
ment of  public  affairs,  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  that  I  have 
been  thrown  upon  eventful  times.  Great  questions,  foreign 
and  domestic,  have  arisen  in  my  day.  I  have  attempted  to 
perform  ray  duty,  always  relying  for  support  upon  the  provi- 
dence of  Him  who  holds  in  His  hand  the  destinies  of  na- 
tions. I  trust,  sir,  that  I  shall  retire  from  this  place  to  yield 
up  the  station  confided  to  me,  to  my  successor,  leaving  my 
country  in  the  happy  and  prosperous  condition  to  which  you 
have  alluded. 

My  heart  is  full  of  gratitude  to  the  authorities  of  New  ' 
Hampshire,  to  her  legislature,  governor,  and  to  her  citizens, 
for  your  favor  from  the  moment  that  I  crossed  your  borders, 
to-day,  sir.  1  only  regret,  sir,  that  my  official  duties  call  me 
back  at  an  early  day,  and  that  in  making  this  excursion,  I 
must  make  it  very  brief  It  would  give  me  hearty  pleasure 
to  take  by  the  hand  all  classes  of  your  citizens,  the  represen- 
tatives and  their  constituents,  without  distinction  of  party. 
I  am  happy  to  say  that  in  my  visit  to  the  north  I  have  known 
no  party,  but  have  met  with  kindness  and  favor  from  all. 

I  thank  you,  sir,  most  cordially;  I  thank  you,  gentlemen 
of  the  legislature,  of  this  patriotic  State,  the  executive  and 
council,  and  my  fellow-citizens,  for  what  I  must  regard  as  a 
most  honorable  and  distinguished  reception. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  was  then  introduced 
to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council, 
to  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  to  the  Honorable  Senate, 
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to  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  to  the 

officers  of  the  State  Government. 

The    President  and  suite  then  left  the   Representatives' 

Hall,  accompanied  by  the  committee  of  arrangements.

IN  CONVENTION. 


The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  being  assem- 
bled in  convention,  in  the  Representatives'  Hall,  foiHhe  pur- 
pose of  proceeding  in  the  elections,  agreeably  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  constitution,  His  Excellency  Governor  Colby, 
and  the  Hon.  Jared  W.  Williams,  the  governor  elect,  came 
in,  attended  by  the  Honorable  Council,  and  escorted  by  the 
committees  of  both  branches  of  the  legislature. 

His  Excellency  Qovemor  Colby,  then  addressed  the  con- 
vention, as  follows : 

Mr.  PreMetUj  Mr.  Speaker^ 

and  gentlemen  of  the  Conventions^ 

One  year  since,  I  was  called  to  the  place  where  I  now 
stand,  to  take  upon  me  the  responsibilities  of  a  high  and 
honorable  office,  the  duties  of  which  I  felt  inadequate  to  per- 
form. The  year  has  passed  away,  and  with  it  the  deep  feel- 
ing of  anxiety  with  which  it  commenced.  Whether  the 
duties  of  the  office  have  been  performed  well  or  ill,  is  not  a 
question  for  me  to  settle ;  but  I  can  truly  say  that  I  meet 
the  close  with  a  cheerful  heart,  and  what  is  better,  with  an 
approving  conscience  before  God. 

The  sentiments  or  principles  advanced  are  now  a  matter 
of  record.  If  I  had  opportunity,  I  would  not  change  or  ob- 
literate a  single  sentence.  What  is  written  is  written,  and 
there  let  it  remain  for  all  time  to  come. 

.In  performing  the  last  duty  of  the  office,  I  have  the  honor 
to  introduce  the  Hon.  Jared  W.  Williams,  governor  elect, 
whose  superior  talents,  early  education,  and  professional  life, 
wiU  enable  him  to  sustain  the  high  dignity  of  the  office  bet- 
ter than  any  man  with  ordinary  advantages. 

The  Hon.  Jared  W.  Williams  then  manifested  his  ac- 
ceptance of  the  office  of  Governor  of  this  State,  and  took 
and  subscribed  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  oath  of  office  be* 
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fore  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  in  presence  of  both 
branches  of  the  legislature,  when  the  Hon.  Harry  Hibbard, 
President  of  the  Senate,  declared  His  Excellency,  Jared  W. 
Williams,  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the 
ensuing  political  year,  and  presented  him  with  a  copy  of  the 
constitution  as  a  guide  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 
His  Excellency  the  Governor  then  made  to  the  legislature 
the  following 

ADDRESS : 

Fellow  citizens  of  the  Senate  and 

House  of  Representatives : 

Called  upon  by  the  kind  partiality  of  the  people  to  under- 
dertake  the  duties  of  chief  magistrate  of  the  State,  I  avail 
myself  of  the  occasion  now  presented,  to  express  my  grate- 
ful thanks  for  this  flattering  expression  of  their  confidence. 
So  distinguished  a  token  of  regard,  would,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, command  my  gratitude  and  devotion  ;  and  em- 
anating as  it  does  from  the  suffrages  of  a  free  and  virtuous 
people,  under  circumstances  of  peculiar-  interest,  the  honor 
and  responsibility  allotted  me  is  very  much  enhanced.  An- 
other political  year  has  closed,  and  we  are  assembled  at  a 
period  of  profound  interest  td  every  patriot,  to  deliberate 
and  act  upon  the  common  and  important  interests  of  the 
State.  During  this  period,  a  kiud  and  benevolent  Provi- 
dence has  extended  its  guardian  care  over  us ;  and  never,  at 
any  former  period  in  our  history,  have  we  had  greater  reason 
to  offer  up  the  tribute  of  fervent  and  grateful  hearts,  for  the 
condition,  prospects  and  general  prosperity  of  our  land,  to 
Him  who  ruleth  over  all.  The  productions  of  the  soil,  the 
exchanges  of  commerce,  and  the  invigorating  influence  of 
industry,  have  combined  to  confer  on  the  people  a  degree  of 
prosperity  and  happiness  not  before  enjoyed.  Differences  of 
opinion  may  exist  among  us  as  to  the  best  mode  of  appro- 
priating these  benefits  to  the  improvement  of  our  common 
condition,  but  animated  alike  with  patriotic  spirits,  the 
bounties  of  Providence  should  be  received  with  grateful 
hearts,  and  honestly  applied  to  the  advancement  of  the  com- 
mon good. 

The  diversified  and  increasing  interests  of  the  State  will 

furnish  many  subjects  requiring  your  attention  and  delibe- 

o 
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rate  action.  The  position  assigned  me,  however,  will  fur- 
nish me  with  no  lights  which  you  do  not  possess,  to  guide 
and  direct  your  legislative  course.  And  my  duty  will  be 
better  discharged  by  a  few  general  suggestions,  relating  to 
prominent  measures  of  legislation,  than  by  any  particular 
and  definite  recommendations,  pertaining  to  your  public  acts 
and  duties. 

The  right  of  suffrage  in  a  republican  form  of  government, 
is  of  vital  importance,  and  should  be  the  first  object  of  atten- 
tion. Encroachments  on  this  sacred  right  affect,  in  no  small 
degree,  the  character  and  perpetuity  of  our  free  institutions, 
and  demand  such  legislative  enactments  as  will  remove  all 
opportunities  for  political  corruption — ^for  intercepting  a  free 
expression  of  the  will  of  the  people,  and  preserve  the  elect- 
ive franchise  in  its  purity. 

Our  common  school  system  is  defective  in  a  degree  which 
should  arouse  the  firiends  of  letters  and  popular  education  to 
the  adoption  of  measures  for  elevating  its  character  to  that 
prominent  position  to  which  it  is  entitled.  An  investigation 
of  the  condition  and  capacities  of  our  primary  schools,  aided 
by  the  experience  and  enlightened  efforts  of  those  who  have 
devoted  themselves  to  their  interests,  would  give  them  a 
prominent  position  in  the  public  estimation,  and  a  much 
higher  degree  of  usefulness.  It  is  in  our  free  and  primary 
schools  that  the  people  first  learn  to  distinguish  between  op- 
pression and  the  necessary  exercise  of  lawful  authority,  and 
derive  a  knowledge  of  their  rights  and  the  best  modes  of 
maintaining  them.  Legislators  are  under  a  sacred  obligation 
to  encourage,  by  all  proper  means,  the  cause  of  popular  ed- 
ucation, as  well  as  to  inculcate  the  principles  ■  of  morality 
and  religion.  And  the  proper  discharge  of  these  duties  con- 
stitutes the  surest  basis  of  private  and  public  happiness,  and 
the  best  security  of  free  government. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  bespeak  your  fa- 
vorable consideration  of  the  claims  of  those  who  unfortun- 
ately are  deprived  of  the  power  of  seeing,  or  of  hearing  and 
speech,  and  are  worthy  recipients  of  the  State's  bounty.  In 
an  age  so  distinguished  for  its  private  and  public  charities, 
you  will  not  fail  to  make  such  appropriations  for  their  relief 
as  will  be  honorable  to  your  sympathies,  and  consistent 
with  enlightened  legislation. 

Neither  will  you  be  insensible  of  the  importance  of  ac- 
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celerating  industry  by  suitable  encouragement  in  agriculture 
and  in  such  primary  pursuits  of  society  as  are  the  founda^ 
tion  of  our  prosperity. 

However  pacific  the  general  policy  of  nations  may  be, 
while  the  human  passions  remain  the  same,  we  can  never 
expect  exemption  from  war — and  the  best  means  of  averting 
this  calamity  and  of  securing  the  desirable  blessing  of  peace, 
are  found  in  that  preparation  for  war  which  a  well  regulated 
militia  affords.  When,  then,  our^country  is  actually  involv- 
ed in  a  war,  in  which  the  heroic  triumphs  of  the  citizen  sol- 
diery have  conferred  imperishable  glory  on  the  character  of 
our  country,  the  improvement  of  our  militia  system  should 
become  a  cardinal  object  of  legislation.  A  well  regulated 
militia,  in  the  language  of  our  constitution,  "is  the  proper, 
natural  and  sure  defence  of  a  State."  And  the  spirit  is  re- 
creant to  that  sacred  instrument,  and  to  the  requirements  of 
the  constitution  of  the  Union,  which  seeks  to  disband  our 
militia,  or  derogate  from  an  institution  identified  with  the 
honor  and  liberties  of  our  country.  In  a  republic,  a  well 
organized  and  disciplined  militia  infuses  a  necessary  military 
spirit  among  the  people,  gives  systematic  and  efficient  direc^ 
tion  to  their  physical  force,  and  mak^s  their  citizen  soldiers 
capable  of  resisting  t3rranny  and  oppression,  and  of  repelling 
invasion. 

In  all  legislation  there  is,  perhaps,  an  improper  tendency 
in  favor  of  capital  rather  than  labor ;  to  benefit  the  few 
rather  than  the  many ;  and  the  cause  of  this  tendency  must 
be  found  in  the  controling  influences  of  this  capital  in  our 
legislative  halls.  While  the  capitalist  successfully  asks  pro- 
tection by  special  legislation,  the  laborer,  who  gives  capital 
its  value,  is  contented  with  that  equal  protection  which  the 
constitution  guarantees,  and  asks  no  privileges  which  juat 
and  equal  laws  do  not  afford.  Corporations  should  never  be 
granted  for  private  speculation,  or  for  the  exclusive  benefit 
of  the  corporators.  Capitalists  associated  by  an  act  of  in- 
corporation, have  a  conmion  right  to  the  protection  of  the 
law,  but  they  have  no  better  right  than  the  agriculturalist, 
the  mechanic,  or  any  individual  transacting  business  with- 
out corporate  powerl.  The  legislature  of  this  State,  for 
more  than  twelve  years  preceding  the  last,  reserved  the  pow- 
er to  any  subsequent  legislature  to  alter,  amend  Or  repeal  any 
act  creating  a  corporation,  whenever  the  public  good  re- 
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qaired.  This  resenration  of  power,  it  is  believed,  has  proved 
satisfactory,  and  highly  beneficial  to  the  corporators  and  the 
.people.  In  your  laws  regulating  corporations,  therefore,  it 
is  recommended  to  establish  this  power,  maintaining  the 
principle  which  places  legislative  acts  creating  corporations, 
on  the  same  basis  with  other  legislative  acts — under  the  au- 
thority and  control  of  the  people.  The  genius  of  our  gov- 
ernment and  the  policy  of  our  laws  are  not  carried  out  by 
granting  exclusive  rights  and  privileges,  but  by  extending  the 
same  rights  and  i^qual  privileges  to  all.  Wherever  profitable 
investments  can  be  made,  there  will  be  an  abundance  of 
means.  Our  acts  of  incorporation,  as  formerly  granted  for 
railroads,  banking,  manufacturing,  and  other  purposes,  are 
found  to  contain  privileges  sufficient  to  encourage  the  in- 
dustry and  enterprise  of  the  corporators  and  the  investment 
of  their  unemployed  ca^Htal,  while  the  abuses  to  which  all 
experience  has  shown  them  liable,  were  efficiently  gtiarded 
i^nst  by  salutary  regulations  and  restraints,  efficiently 
protecting  individual  rights,  and  securing  the  public  confi- 
dence in  the  utility  and  safety  of  these  corporations.  Over 
corporations,  a  wise  policy  gives  the  State  only  a  supervi- 
sory care  and  authority,  leaving  their  objects  and  operations 
entirely  to  individual  enterprise  and  private  capital.  In  the 
magnificent  enterprise,  however,  of  connecting  the  lakes 
with  the  Atlantic  by  a  continuous  line  of  railroads,  extend- 
ing through  our  State,  opening  new  coomiunications  and 
avenues  of  improvement,  reducing  the  burdens  and  ex- 
penses of  transportation,  and  increasing  the  facilities  for 
public  travel — all  are  deeply  interested,  and  will  rejoice  in 
the  adoption  of  proper  measures  to  insure  its  success. 

The  condition  of  the  treasury  of  the  State,  and  of  its  banks 
and  State  Prison,  will  soon  appear  in  official  reports,  and  be 
submitted  for  your  inspection  and  deliberate  action. 

Having  thus  hastily  adverted  to  some  of  the  subjects  de- 
serving attention,  they  are  submitted  to  your  deliberation, 
with  a  recommendation  that  your  legislative  duties  be  dis- 
charged in  as  brief  a  period  as  is  compatible  with  the  public 
interest,  and  in  a  manner  which  shall  gsduce  the  expenses  to 
what  is  necessary  for  the  useful  purposes  of  the  State.  Ton 
will  not,  I  trust,  incur  the  hazard  of  hasty  legislation,  by 
permitting  changes,  in  the  law,  of  doubtful  utility^  or  innova- 
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tions  OQ  well  settled  and  usefal  systems,  dangerous  to  a  just 
and  hannonious  action  of  goyernment. 

A  deyoted  attachment  to  the  characteristic  rights  of  free* 
men,  should,  notwithstanding,  urge  at  all  times  the  adoption 
of  such  constitutional  measures  as  in  your  judgment  are  cal- 
culated to  promote  individual  happiness,  the  cause  of  free- 
dom, and  the  public  welfare.  It  cannot  be  expected  that 
the  important  duties  with  which  we  are  entrusted,  can  be 
discharged  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  all.  In  all  disinter- 
ested, honest  efforts,  however,  having  for  their  object  the 
maintenance  of  peace,  order  and  obedience  to  the  laws,  and  to 
establish  principles  and  practices  of  administration  favorable 
to  the  security  of  life  and  property,  liberty  and  human  rights, 
may  we  not  reasonably  expect  the  cordial  approval  of  the 
great  body  of  the  people  ?  In  such  efforts,  and  in  all  mea- 
sures within  the  pale*  of  our  constitutional  powers,  tending 
to  advance  the  interests  of  the  State,  I  desire  to  pledge  you 
my  cordial  concurrence. 

It  is  desirable  to  avoid  mingling  unnecessarily  with  your 
legislative  duties,  which  are  principally  limited  to  the  sphere 
of  your  own  State,  those  exciting  subjects  which  are 
more  properly  committed  to  the  care  of  our  national  govern- 
ment. Such,  however,  is  the  relation  which  the  States  in 
this  great  confederacy  hold  to  each  other  and  to  the  Union, 
that  we  are  intimately  connected  with  and  vitally  interested 
in  the  acts  of  the  national  administration.  These  are  now 
justly  regarded  by  American  statesmen  as  wise  and  patriotic, 
and  greatly  contributing  to  the  prosperity  and  great  interests 
of  our  country.  Its  great  financial  measure,  so  far  from  de^ 
stroying  the  currency  and  banking  institutions,  as  was  pre^ 
dieted,  has,  by  separating  these  institutions  from  the  trans- 
actions of  government,  restored  the  treasury  to  a  constitu* 
tional  administration,  and  established  a  sound  currency. 

The  government  has  no  constitutional  right  to  make  gen- 
eral deposits  in  banks,  or  to  receive  bank  paper  in  payment 
of  public  dues.  The  receivability  of  bank  bills  for  govern- 
ment dues,  imparts  to  the  bills  the  influence  and  credit  of 
the  government,  and  thus  adds  the  most  powerful  stimulus 
to  excessive  issues  of  bank  paper.  By  making  a  requisition 
on  the  banks  for  specie,  gradually  approaching  to  the  amount 
of  moneys  collected  and  distributed  by  the  government, 
they  will  be  admonished  of  the  necessity  of  confining  their 
15 
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isBoes  withiD  reasonable  limits,  and  a  specie  basis  is  foniiflh' 
ed,  on  which  the  banks  and  the  people  lest  secure  from 
tbose  ruinous  revulsions  which  follow  the  alternate  eaqpan- 
sions  and  contractions  of  paper  issues ;  for  such  are  the  uni- 
form laws  of  trade,  that  great  depression  must  follow  great 
excitement  or  excessive  speculation.  As  much  as  business 
is  increased  by  unnatural  excitement  beyond  a  heahhy  ac- 
tion, in  the  same  ratio  will  be  its  depression  when  the  over- 
action  ceases. 

The  soundness  and  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  the  adminis- 
tration are  no  less  conspicuous  in  its  refusal  to  tax  one  por- 
tion of  the  people  for  the  benefit  of  another,  and  to  impose 
a  tariff  for  the  purpose  of  protection  merely,  or  for  any  pof- 
pose  beyond  what  is  necessary  to  dischai^e  the  expenses  of 
an  economical  administration  of  the  government.  A  reve* 
nue  raised  for  these  expenses — ^levied  en  foreign  imports 
which  come  in  competition  with  the  growth  c^  our  own 
products  and  manufactures — is  found  to  afford  soeh  inciden- 
tal protection  as  is  amply  su£Bcient  for  all  the  great  interests 
of  our  country. 

Under  this  administration  our  rights  have  been  manfully 
asserted  and  maintained— our  resources  and  means  of  na- 
tional security  and  defence  augmented,  and  the  area  of  this 
great  republic  and  the  blessings  of  Christianity  and  free 
government,  greatly  extended. 

True,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  republic  of  Mexico 
should  have  refused  the  just  and  conciliatory  terms  proffered 
her  by  our  government,  for  an  amicable  adjustment  of  dift- 
culties,  and  that  misguided  counsels  should  have  instigated 
I^r  citizens  to  invade  our  soil,  slay  our  innocent  citizeoe, 
and  involve  our  country  in  war.  It  is,  however,  consolato- 
ry to  know  that  inability  to  resist  could  alone  have  justified 
onr  government  in  longer  forbearing  to  protect  our  rights 
against  Mexican  barbarity  and  outrage.  Any  further  snr- 
render  would  have  furnished  proof  that  there  was  no  limit 
in  degradation  and  disgrace  to  which  we  might  not  be  car- 
ried, and  that  we  were  unwoithy  to  enjoy  the  liberty  pui- 
chased  by  the  blood  of  oiu  fathens.  Our  country,  fortu* 
nately,  under  the  smiles  of  heaven,  has  her  destiny  in  her 
own  hands.  Though  strongly  attached  to  peace,  when  d<i« 
ty  requires  her  to  relinquish  it,  danger  has  n*  tenrors  lo  de* 
ter  her  from  the  performance  of  her  qaered  obligatftona. 
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'  These  obligations  have  been  clearly  delineated  in  the  ap- 
peal made  by  our  patriotic  President  to  the  people,  and  with 
heartfelt  and  patriotic  feeling  they  nobly  responded  to  the 
appeal.  Shielded  by  the  justice  of  their  cause,  they  gal- 
lantly rushed  to  the  battle-field,  and  by  deeds  of  invincible 
valor,  vanquished  greatly  superior  forces  of  the  enemy,  and 
vindicated  the  rights  and  honor  of  our  country. 

So  strong,  however,  is  the  disposition  of  some  to  detract 
from  the  justice  of  the  war  and  the  imperishable  fame  ac- 
quired by  its  brave  officers  and  soldiers,  that  they  would 
gladly  connect  its  objects  with  the  extension  of  slavery. 

The  great  moral,  political  and  social  evils  resulting  from 
the  institutions  of  slavery,  should  be  removed  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, without  violating  the  principles  of  the  constitution. 
At  the  same  time  it  is  our  imperious  duty  to  abide  faithfully 
by  the  compromises  of  that  sacred  instrument  and  to  cher- 
ish the  Union,  on  which  our  destiny,  hopes  and  prosperity 
rest,  with  fraternal  affection  as  the  only  rock  of  safety. — 
Slavery  is  indeed  opposed  to  our  free  institutions,  and  inju- 
rious to  the  highest  interests  of  the  nation,  and  our  duty  to 
our  republican  institutions  and  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  the 
country  requires  us  to  use  all  honorable  and  lawful  means 
to  prevent  its  further  extension.  The  members  of  our  last 
Congress,  from  the  free  States  of  our  confederacy,  have  well 
declared  by  their  votes  for  what  is  termed  the  Wilmot  pro- 
viso, their  fixed  and  imalterable  purpose  to  oppose  the  fur- 
ther extension  of  slavery  and  the  admission  of  any  more 
slave  territory  to  the  Union.  This  vote  has  given  form  and 
substance  to  the  united  desires  of  the  people  of  these  States 
— ^has  msde  a  deep  lodgment  in  their  hearts,  and  jd^y  re- 
ceived through  their  primary  assemblies,  their  cordial  res* 
ponse  and  approval.  The  proposition  contcdned  in  this  pro- 
viso, embodying  as  it  does  the  determined  will  and  true 
principles  of  the  American  people,  affords  a  pledge  that 
these  principles  will  be  faithfully  carried  out  in  our  national 
legislation,  which  must  give  joy  to  every  friend  of  the  Uii* 
ion  and  rational  freedom. 

The  war,  then,  in  which  we  are  engaged,  may  be  reviled 
for  the  purpose  of  rendering  it  odious,  by  those  disseminal* 
ing  doctrines  in  derogation  of  the  constitution,  and  tending 
to  dissolve  the  Union ;  but  there  is  nothing*connected  with 
its  prosecution  which  can  deprive  us  of  the  inestimable  sat- 
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isfaction  of  believiog,  that  it  is  not  a  war  of  ambition,  wagod 
in  violation  of  the  rights  of  others,  but  in  maintenance  of 
our  own  rights,  and  that  if  prosecuted  with  united  counsels,  it 
will  speedily  be  followed  with  an  honorable  peace. 

With  the  exception  of  hostilities  with  Mexico,  our  coun- 
try is  at  peace  with  the  world,  in  full  possession  of  all  the 
elements  of  individual  and  national  prosperity,  and  in  the 
quiet  enjoyment  of  civil  and  religious  liberty.  These  privi- 
leges are  now  peculiarly  ours,  and  can  be  maintained  only 
by  a  strict  adherence  to  justice  and  the  sacred  principles  of 
the  constitution. 

In  conclusion,  be  assured  that  in  the  discharge  of  the  du- 
ties assigned  us,  I  have  tUe  cheering  hope  that  we  shall  en- 
tertain a  due  sense  of  our  obligations  and  high  responsibili- 
ties to  that  Infinite  Power,  on  whose  agency  all  human  efforts 
depend  for  success.  JARED  W.  WILLIAMS.

Mr.  Butterfield,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare 
and  report  rules  for  the  government  of  the  House  the  ensu- ' 
ing  year,  by  leave,  reported  a  series  of  rules  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Fowler  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  striking  out  of 
rule  39  the  following  words  :  '^  Before  any  bill,  resolution  or 
vote  shall  be  sent  to  the  Senate,  the  speaker  shall  read  the 
vote,  resolution  or  title  of  the  bill." 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing  to  said  amend- 
ment. 

It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

So  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Fowler  moved  further  to  amend  the  report  of  the 
committee,  by  striking  out  from  the  28th  rule,  as  reported,  the 
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words  :  ''  No  member  shall  nominate  more  than  one  person 
for  the  same  committee,  provided  the  person  nominated  shall 
be  chosen,  nor  shall  any  person,  after  having  been  himself 
appointed,  nominate  one  for  the  same  committee. 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing  to  said  amend- 
ment, 

It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

So  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  report,  as  amended,  was  then  accepted,  and  the  rules 
adopted  as  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  House  the 
present  year,  and  are  as  follows : 

OP   THE  DUTT   OF   THE    SPEAKER. 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  precisely  the  hour 
to  which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned,  shall  immediately 
call  the  members  to  order,  and  at  the  commencement  of 
each  day's  session  shall  cause  the  journal  of  the  precedmg 
day  to  be  read. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order ;  may  speak  on 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from 
his  seat  for  that  purpose ;  and  shall  decide  questions  of  or- 
der, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two  members. 
Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit :  '^As 
many  as  are  of  opinion  that,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  say  aye;" 
and  after  the  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  '^  Those  of  a  con- 
trary opinion,  say  no."  If  the  Speaker  doubts,  or  a  division 
be  called  for,  the  House  shall  divide.  Those  in  the  affirm- 
ative of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats  and 
stand  till  they  be  counted,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  neg- 
ative shall  rise  and  stand  till  they  be  counted.  The  Speak- 
er shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision  of  the  House. 

3.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

4.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  un- 
less otherwise  directed  by  the  House. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing 
committees  all  memorials,  petitions,  accounts,  or  other  mat- 
ters shall  be  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  vote  in  no  case,  unless  the  House 
be  equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  mi- 
nority, will  make  the  division  equal ;  and  in  case  of  such 
equal  division,  the  question  shall  be  lost. 
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7.  All  acts,  addreneB  and  joint  reaolacioiis  shall  be  i^ned 
by  the  Speaker ;  and  all  writs,  warranlB  or  snbpoBDas  iasued 
by  order  of  the  House,  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal,  at- 
tested by  the  clerk. 

8.  In  case  of  any  distnrbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in 
the  galleries,  the  Speaker,  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of 
the  whole  House,  shall  have  the  power  to  (nrder  Ae  same  to 
be  cleared. 

9.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the  House, 
members  of  the  Council,  and  members  of  the  Senate,  the 
Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer,  and  clerks  ef  the  S^iate, 
shall  be  admitted  within  the  door  of  the  Representatires' 
chamber,  unless  by  invitaiiofi  of  the  Speaker,  or  of  some 
member  of  the  House  with  consent  of  the  Speaker,  except 
in  public  hearings,  parties,  their  counsel  and  witnesses. 

10.  The  Speaker  shall  have  power  to  substitute  any 
member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  fuch  mihstitur 
tion  not  to  ej^t^d  beyond  an  adjournment. 

or   BBCOBOTC   AND    DSBATS. 

11.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat 
and  respectfully  address  himself  to,  Mr.  Speaker. 

12.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  House,  the 
Speaker  shall,  or  any  other  member  may,  call  him  to  order ; 
in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  drder  shall  immedi- 
ately sit  down,  and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be  dis- 
tinctly stated  from  the  Chair ;  and  in  all  cases  where  a  memr 
ber  shall  be  called  to  order  for  uttering  disrespectful  words, 
upon  the  request  of  any  member  the  words  objected  to  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  member  so  calling  to  otder ; 
a£(er  which  the  member  so  called  to  order  may  explain,  and 
the  question  shall  be  open  to  debate,  as  in  other  cases,  and 
decided  by  the  Speaker,  whose  decision  shall  be  submitted 
to,  unless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  House  by  a  member,  in 
which  case  the  only  question  shall  be,  '^  Is  the  Speaker^ 
decision  correct  ?" — ^which  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order, 
he  may  proceed ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  may  require  it, 
he  shtdl  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

13.  In  all  cases,  the  oe^mber  first  rising  shall  speak  first 
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Wliea  twoimmben  riae  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker  shall 
oame  the  peraoa  to  speak. 

14  No  mewher  shall  speak  more  thaa  twice  to  the  same 
qqestioo,  without  leave  of  the  Housoi  nor  more  than  oBuee 
until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  diall  have  spoken ; 
and  if  a  question  be  lost  by  adjournment  of  the  House,  and 
revived  on  the  succeeding  day,  no  member  who  shall  hxn 
spoken  thereon  twice  on  the  preceding  day,  shall  be  per- 
mitted again  to  speak  on  it,  without  leave. 

15.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  ad- 
dj^essMlg  the  Bouse,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the 
House ;  nor  in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking, 
shall  entertain  private  discourse ;  nor,  whilst  a  member  is 
^leaking,  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  chair ;  nor  shall 
any  member  leave  his  seat  while  the  yeas  and  nays  ace 
calling/ 

16.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event 
of  which  he  is  directly  interested;  or  in  any  case  where  be 
was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put 

17.  Every  member  who  shidl  be  in  the  House  when  a 
qpiestion  is  put,  shall  give  his  Tote,  unless  the  House,  for 
special  reasons,  shall  excuse  him. 

18.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be 
seconded  and  stated  from  the  chair ;  and  when  a  motion 
shall  be  made  and  seconded^  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
if  desired  by  the  speaker  or  aay  member,  delivered  in  at  the 
table,  and  read  by  the  speaker,  before  the  same  shall  be  de- 
bated. 

19.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  House,  unless  it 
he  piesented  by  a  member  thereof  and  upon  motion  made 
for  that  purpose,  nor  until  the  substance  of  said  petition  be 
concisely  minuted  and  the  name  of  the  member,  and 
town  he  represents,  recorded  upon  the  back  thereof ;  and  i( 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker,  whenever  any  motion  re- 
lative to  a  petition  is  to  be  stated  to  the  Hoi^,  to  state,  in 
the  first  place,  the  substance  of  the  petition,  as  minuted  on 
the  back  thereof. 

20.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  it  shall  be  in 
possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time 
before  an  amendment. 

21.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  hut,  1st  to  adjourn  ;  2df  to  lie  on  the  table  ;  3d, 
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to  postpone  ittdefinitely ;  4th,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain ; 
6th,  to  commit ;  and  6th,  to  amend ;  which  severed  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arrang- 
ed. Motions  to  adjourn,  and  lie  on  the  table,  shall  be  de- 
cided without  debate. 

22.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same 
shall  not  be  acted  upon  during  the  session. 

23.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question, 
when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

24.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall 
preclude  all  amendment  to  the  main  question ;  and  all  mo- 
tions and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
House. 

26.  No  new  motion  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of 
amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  under  debate. 

26.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  motion  for 
reconsideration  be  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the 
niajority,  nor  unless  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  on  the 
same  day  on  which  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  ten  and  twelve  o'clock. 

27.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  ob- 
jected to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote 
of  the  House. 

28.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on 
any  committee,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is 
then  a  member  of  two  other  committees,  who  have  not  re- 
ported. 

29.  Each  member  shall  seasonably  and  punctually  attend 
his  duty  in  the  House,  and  no  one  shall  absent  himself  from 
the  service  of  the  House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick 
and  unable  to  attend. 

30.  When  the  House  adjourns,  each  member  shall  rise 
and  keep  his  place  until  the  Speaker  leaves  the  chair. 

31.  The  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  sergeant-at-arms,  when- 
ever it  may  be  necessary  to  execute  the  commands  of  the 
House  and  process  issued  by  its  authority. 

or    STANDING   COKBCITTEES. 

32.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appoint- 
ed early  in  the  June  session  ;

A  committee  on  Agriculture  and  Manufactures ;  a  com* 
mittee  on  Finance  ;  a  committee  on  Military  Affairs  ;  a  com- 
mittee on  Education ;  a  committee  on  Incorporations ;  a 
committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes ;  a  committee  on  Rail- 
roads ;  a  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges  and  Canals — to  con- 
sist of  ten  members  each ;  a  committee  on  Unfinished  Busi- 
nesS|  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

A  committee  on  Bills  on  their  Second  Reading ;  a  com- 
mittee on  Printers'  Accounts ;  a  committee  on  MUitjury  Ac- 
counts ;  and  a  committee  on  Claims — ^to  consist  of  seven 
members  each ;  a  committee  on  the  Alteration  of  Names,  to 
consist  of  five  members. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Elections  to  ex- 
amine and  report  upon  the  certificate  or  other  credentials  of 
the  election  of  the  members  returned  to  serve  in  this  Housei 
and  to  take  into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  other 
matters  in  relation  to  elections  and  returns,  as  shall  or  may 
be  presented,  or  come  in  question,  and  shall  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary  to 
take  into  their  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  ju- 
diciary sy^em  of  this  State ;  to  examine  and  report  what 
laws  have  expired  or  are  near  expiring,  and  require  to  be  re- 
vived or  further  continued,  and  report  their  opinion  on  all 
constitutional  questions  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Banks  to  consid- 
er all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  banks,  and  all 
subjects  relating  to  such  institutions,  that  may  be  referred 
to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  State  Prison 
to  take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  State 
Prison,  to  examine  all  reports  and  accounts  that  may  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  Warden,  and  make  such  report,  either  by  bill 
or  otherwise,  as  they  think  the  interest  of  the  State  re- 
quires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Public  Lands  to 
consider  all  proposals  and  applications  for  the  sale  of  public 
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lands,  and  every  matter  in  relation  to  them,  that  may  he  re- 
ferred to  the  conmiittee  hy  the  House,  and  to  report  thfereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Agriculture  and 
Manufactures  to  take  into  their  consideration  all  matters 
concerning  the  agricultural  and  manufacturing  interests  of 
the  State,  and  the  incorporation  of  agricultural  societies  and 
factories,  that  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to 
report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Finance  to  ex- 
amine and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  Treasury, 
to  report  what  sum  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise  as  a  State 
tax,  and  on  every  subject  touching  the  financial  interests  of 
the  State,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Military  committee  to  consider 
all  applications  for  altering  or  amending  laws  regulating  the 
militia  of  this  State,  and  for  the  removal  of  militia  officers, 
and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges 
and  Canals  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation 
of  turnpikes,  bridges  or  canals,  and  for  the  alteration 
of  tolls,  and  all  matters  relative  thereto,  that  may  be  re- 
ferred to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It,  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Railroads  to  con- 
sider all  petitions  for  the  incarporation  of  railroads;  for  alter- 
ations ;  and  all  matters  relative  thereto,  that  may  be  refSerred 
to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Education  to 
consider  all  subjects  relative  to  the  regulation  of  school  dis- 
tricts and  schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education^  that 
may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Towns  and  Plsr- 
ishes  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporaticm  of 
towns  or  parishes,  for  the  alteration  of  town  or  parish  lines, 
that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report 
thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Incorporations  to 
consider  and  report  on  all  applications  for  acts  of  incorpora- 
tion^ and  all  other  matters  which  may  come  in  question  re- 
lative to  bodies  corporate,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by 
the  House,  excepting  those  relating  to  towns,  parishes,  turn- 
pikes, railroads,  canals,  banks,  agricultural  societies  and  fa<^- 
tories. 
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It  idiall  be  the  dnt^  of  the  committee  od  Unfinished  Busi- 
ness to  examine  and  report  from  the  journals  of  the  last  ses^  « 
sion,  all  such  matters  as  were  then  pending  and  undeter- 
mined. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Bills  on  their  Se- 
ccHid  Reading  to  take  into  consideration  all  bills  on  the  se- 
cond reading,  that  may  be  committed  for  amendment,  or 
otherwise,  and  to  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may 
think  expedient. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Printers'  Ac- 
counts to  examine  and  adjust  all  accounts  against  the  State 
for  printing,  and  every  subject  relating  to  such  accounts, 
that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report 
thereon. 

It  dball  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Military  Ac- 
counts to  examine,  adjust  and  report  on  all  accounts  relative 
to  the  militia,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Claims  to  audit, 
adjust  and  report  on  all  accounts  and  claims  that  may  be 
presented  for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  printing,  mili- 
tary accounts,  and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 

33.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

34.  The  standing  committees  shall  attend  at  their  respec- 
tive committee  rooms  two  hours  beftnre  the  meeting  of  the 
House  in  the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  House 
shall  order,  and  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of 
the  House,  unless  when  the  Speaker  shall  consider  it  to  be 
necessary. 

36.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  appointed 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  shall  be  chairman ;  and  in  case 
of  his  absence,  or  being  excused  by  the  House,  the  next 
named  member,  and  so  on  as  often  as  the  case  shall  happen, 
unless  the  committee,  by  a  majority  of  the  number,  elect  a 
chairman.  And  when  any  committee  shall  report  otherwise 
than  by  bill,  they  shall,  if  the  subject  admit  of  it,  subjoin  to 
their  report  a  resolution,  making  such  disposition  of  the  mat-* 
ter  committed  to  them  as  to  the  committee  shall  seem  expe* 
dient. 

OK  BILLS. 

36.  Every  bill  shaH  be  introduced  by  Motion  fin:  leate,  or 
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by  an  order  of  the  House,  on  the  report  of  a  committee  ;  and 
,no  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  any  member,  (except  on  the 
report  of  a  committee,}  unless  he  shall 'have  given  at  least 
one  day's  notice  of  his  intention,  and  of  the  object  of  the 
bill  to  be  introduced. 

37.  Every  bill  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  the 
House  previous  to  its  passage ;  the  first  reading  shall  be  for 
information,  and  thereupon,  when  the  bill  shall  have  been  in- 
troduced by  a  committee,  if  not  rejected  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of,  a  time  shall  be  assigned  for  a  second  reading ;  and 
upon  the  second  reading,  if  not  rejected,  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of  by  the  House,  a  time  shall  be  assigned  for  a  third 
reading.  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  introduced  by  a  mem- 
ber upon  leave,  and  read  a  first  time,  if  it  be  not  rejected  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  House,  the  question  shall  be, 
Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  second  time  ?  and,  if  ordered  to  a  se- 
cond reading,  it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  second  time  by 
its  title,  and  be  by  the  Speaker  referred  to  the  appropriate 
standing  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 
No  bill,  after  it  has  been  read  a  second  time,  shall  have  a 
third  reading  until  after  an  adjournment.  The  time  assign- 
ed for  the  second  and  third  reading  of  bills  and  resolutions 
shall  be  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  3  o'clock  in  the  af- 
ternoon, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

38.  No  amendment  shall  be  made,  but  upon  the  second 
reading  of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution,  and  all  resolutions  shall 
be  in  writing,  with  the  name  of  the  memb^  and  the  town 
he  represents,  on  the  back  thereof. 

39.  All  bills  and  all  votes  and  resolutions  that  are  neces- 
sary to  be  carried  to  the  Senate  for  their  concurrence,  may 
be  sent  by  the  assistant  clerk. 

OF  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE  HOUSE. 

40.  The  House  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  House  at  any  time,  on  the  motion  of  a  member  made 
for  that  purpose ;  and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole 
House,  the  Speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman  to 
preside  in  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

41.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  committee 
of  the  whole  House,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  first  read 
throughout  by  the  clerk|  and  then  again  read  and  debated  by 
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clauses,  leaying  the  preamble  of  the  bill  to  be  last  consider- 
ed :  the  body  of  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  be  defaced 
or  interlined,  but  all  amendments,  noting  the  page  and  line, 
shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  clerk  on  a  separate  paper,  as  the 
same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to 
the  House.  After  report,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again 
be  subject  to  be  debated  and  amended  by  clauses^  before  a 
question  to  pass  it  to  a  third  reading  be  taken. 

42.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be  ob- 
served in  a  committee  of  the  whole  House,  so  far  as  they 
may  be  applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  times  of 
speaking. 

43.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  re- 
scinded without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion 
therefor ;  nor  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

OBDER  OF  BUSIMEBB  OF  THE  DAT. 

44  As  soon  as  the  journal  is  read,  the  Speaker  shall  call 
for  petitions  from  the  members  of  the  House.  The  peti- 
tions having  been  presented  and  disposed  of,  reports,  first 
from  the  standing,  and  then  from  the  select  committees, 
shall  be  called  for  and  disposed  of.  And  the  above  business 
AbH  be  done  in  no  other  part  of  the  day,  except  by  permis- 
sion of  the  House. 

45.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was  en- 
gaged at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  shall  have  the  pre- 
ference over  all  other  business,  except  the  general  order  of 
the  day ;  and  no  motion  on  any  other  business,  except  the 
general  order  of  the  day,  shall  be  received,  without  special 
leave  of  the  House,  until  the  former  is  disposed  of. 

Mr.  Beard  introduced  the  following  resolution  : 
Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  on  the  part  of 
the  House,  with  such  as  the  Senate  may  join,  to  procure  the 
printing  of  460  copies  of  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the  rules 
of  the  House,  the  joint  rules  of  the  Senate  and  House,  the 
constitution  of  the  State,  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  the  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  legislature 
and  the  ofiicers  thereof,  their  jdaces  of  residence,  their 
boarding  places,  and  the  number  of  the  seats  they  occupy, 
with  a  list  of  the  standing  committees  of  each  branch,  and 
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the  number  of  the  committee  room  assigned  to  each  com- 
mittee. 

Qn  motion  of  Mr.  Spalding  of  Nashua — 

Resolvedf  That  said  resolution  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Low  of  Dover  introduced  the  following  jHreamble  and 
resolution : 

Whereas,  a  due  economy  in  the  administration  of  the 
government  is  at  all  times  a  sacred  duty,  and  an  adjourn- 
ment of  this  General  Court,  as  eariy  as  the  public  service 
will  permit,  has  been  strongly  urged  in  the  address  of  the 
Honorable  Speaker,  and  further  recommended  in  the  mes- 
sage of  His  Excellency  the  Oovemor — 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  with  such  as 
the  Senate  may  joiu,  to  see  if,  after  a  due  organization  of 
the  government  and  adequate  provision  for  its  support,  the 
pubUc  interest  will  require  that  the  session  of  the  two 
Houses  be  extended  beyond  Thursday,  the  iSth  insl.  and, 
if  so,  to  report  the  earliest  day  on  which  they  may  adjourn.

Ordered^  That  the  clerk  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate  therein. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by 
their  clerk : 

"  Mr.  Speaker — ^The  Senate  concur  with  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  pre- 
pare.and  report  joint  rules  for  the  government  of  the  two 
branchiBs  of  the  legislature  the  present  sessicm,  and  have  on 
their  part  joined  Mr.  Gage."

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  on  the  part  of 
the  House,  with  such  as  the  Senate  may  join,  to  wait  on

Mr.  Sturtevant,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare 
and  report  joint  rules  for  the  govamment  of  both  branches 
of  the  legislature  the  present  year,  by  leave,  reported  the 
following 
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JOINT  RULES  OP  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OP 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

1.  When  a  convention  of  the  two  houses  is  to  be  formed, 
whether  by  requirement  of  the  constitution,  or  by  a  vote  or 
resolve  of  the  two  houses,  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate,  giving  notice  when 
the  House  will  meet  the  Senate  in  convention.  As  soon 
thereafter  as  the  convenience  of  the  Senate  will  permit,  they 
will  attend  in  the  House.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  convention,  and  shall  state  the  reason 
for  forming  the  convention.  When  the  House  and  Senate 
are  thus  formed  in  convention,  the  rules  adopted  as  the  rules 
of  the  House  shall  be  considered  the  rules  of  the  conven- 
tion, so  far  as  they  may  be  deemed  applicable,  and  the  con- 
vention shall  accordingly  be  governed  thereby. 
«  2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  persons  as  a 
sense  of  propriety,  in  each  house,  may  determine  to  be  prop- 
er. 

3.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  house  to  the 
other,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  house  to 
which  it  may  be  sent,  by  the  doorkeeper. 

4.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
houses,  they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  clerk  of 
each  house  respectively. 

5.  There  ^hall  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  engross- 
ing bills,  consisting  of  two  members  of  each  house.  All 
bills  that  pass  both  houses  shall  be  delivered  to  said  commit- 
tee, be  by  them  engrossed,  carefully  examined,  and  reported 
to  the  respective  houses ;  and  shall  be  signed,  first,  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  then  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  committee,  to  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers of  the  House  and  one  of  the  Senate,  on  each  of  the 
following  subjects,  to  wit :  On  all  matters  relative  to  the 
State  Library,  and  on  all  matters  relative  to  the  State  House 
and  State  House  Yard. 

7.  When  a  bill  or  resolve  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
house,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

8.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  founded. 
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9.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  bills  which 
have  passed  their  several  stages  in  the  house  in  which  they 
originated,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  fixed 
on  for  adjournment. 

10.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagree- 
ment, a  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  considered  lost. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Spalding  of  Nashua — 

Resolved^  That  the  report  be  accepted,  and  said  rules  be 
adopted  on  the  part  of  the  House,  as  the  joint  rules  of  the 
two  branches  of  the.  legislature  the  present  year. 

Ordered^  That  the  clerk  inform  the  Senate  thereof. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Spalding  of  Nashua — 

The  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  resolution 
authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  committee  on  the  part  of 
the  House,  with  such  as  the  Senate  may  join,  to  procure* 
four  hundred  and  fifty  printed  copies  of  the  rules  of  the 
House  and  Senate,  and  the  names  and  places  of  residence 
of  the  members  of  the  legislature. 

Mr.  Hatch  moved  that  the  resolution  be  laid  upon  the 
table. 

And  the  question  being  put, 

It  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  passage  of  the  resolution. 

It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

So  the  resolution  passed. 

Ordered^  That  the  clerk  inform  the  Senate  thereof,  and 
request  their  concurrence  therein. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hersey — 

The  House  adjourned.

also  whether  said  money  is  loaned  out  on  interest,  or  is  now 
in  t];Le  treasury  of  the  State,"  the  following  information  is 
respectfully  submitted. 

Soon  after  the  undersigned  assumed  the  duties  of  State 
Treasurer,  he  was  informed  by  the  late  Treasurer,  Mr.  At- 
wood,  that  a  balance  of  surplus  revenue  money  was  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Zenas  Clement,  former  Treasurer,  which  had 
never  passed  into  his  (Mr.  At  wood's)  hands.  Mr.  Atwood 
did  not  appear  to  know  the  exact  amount  remaining  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Clement,  but  informed  the  undersigned  that  a 
memorandum  book,  then  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Clement, 
would  exhibit  the  full  particulars  of  the  matter.  This  mem-  , 
orandum  book  was  left  with  the  present  treasurer  about  the 
close  of  the  last  session  of  the  legislature.  Mr.  Clement  at 
the  same  time  intimated  to  the  imdersigned  that  he  intend- 
ed to  settle  up  the  whole  matter  in  August. 

In  the  month  of  February  last,  Mr.  Clement  deposited  in 
the  Mechanicks  Bank  two  thousand  and  five  hundred  dol^ 
lars,  to  the  credit  of  the  State,  for  which  the  State  Treas- 
urer  gave  his  receipt.  This  amount  is  now  in  said  bank^ 
without  interest,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  treasurer.  It  is 
believed  there  is  a  balance  of  the  money  still  iti  the  hands 
of  Mr.  Clement.  But  how  large  a  sum,  the  undersigned  is 
not  able  to  state — not  understanding  precisely  the  method 
by  which  his  account  has  been  kept,  nor  the  conditions  up- 
on which  this  money  has  been  retained  in  his  hands. 

The  book  accompanying  this  report  is  the  memorandum 
book  alluded  to  above,  and  contains  all  the  information  and 
record  in  this  oflBice,  to  the  knowledge  of  the  treasurer,  re- 
lative to  the  reception  and  distribution  of  the  surplus  reve- 
nue money  deposited  with  this  State  by  the  general  govern'-' 
ment.

ing  waged  between  slavery  and  freedom,  her  voice  shall  be 
heard  on  the  side  of  the  oppressed,  and  pledged  her-eordial 
sympathy,  and  within  the  limits  of  her  Constitotienal  action^ 
her  co-operation  with  the  friends  of  civil  liberty  throughout 
the  land,  in  every  just  and  well  directed  effort  for  the  su^ 
pression  and  extermination  of  that  terrible  scourge  of  our 
race,  human  slavery  : — 

And  WhereaSj  The*  abhorrent  and  unmitigated  evils  of 
slavery,  and  the  constant  and  formidable  encroachments  and 
machinations  of  the  slave  power,  demand  of  New  Hamp- 
shire an  unfaltering  maintenance  of  that  announcement  and 
declaration,  and  a  practical  fulfilment  of  that  pledge,  there- 
fore, 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  convened,  That  our  Senators  in  Congress 
be  instructed,  and  our  Representatives  requested^  to  introduce 
into  their  respective  bodies,  advocate,  and  unyieldingly  sup- 
port measures  providing  for  the  extincEion  of  slavery  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  for  its  perpetual  exclusion  from  Ore- 
gon and  all  other  territory  beloDging,  or  that  may  hereafter 
belong  to  the  United  States,  whether  acquired  by  treaty  or 
conquest,  and  for  the  suppression  of  the  internal  slave  trade, 
as  now  existing  between  the  different  Stales  of  the  confed- 
eracy;  and  to  oppose  the  admission  of  any  additional  State, 
tolerating  slavery,  into  the  American  Union. 

And  be  it  further  resolved^  That  His  Excellenoy  the  Gov- 
ernor be  requested  to  transmit  copies  of  these  resolutioM  to 
our  Senators  and  R#)piesentatives  in  Congvesa,  finr  .presenta- 
tion in  their  respective  Houses,  and  to  the  Governors  of  tiM 
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several  States,  with  a  request  that  they  will  lajr  them  befeie 
their  respective  legislatures. 

Mr.  Ayer  meved  that  said  preamble  and  resolutions  be  re- 
ferrec^  to  the  select  committee  who  have  under  consideration 
the  resolutioDs  of  thanks  to  Generals  Taylor  and  Scott,  and

tional  constitution — a  constitution  and  uokm  which  must  be 
preserved,  and  which  can  be  preserved  only  by  a  strict  ad- 
herence to  the  solemn  compromises  which  lie  at  its  founda- 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  the  policy  to  be  pursued  in  reference  to 
slavery  as  now  existing,  is  left  by  the  constitution  with  the

Resolved,  That  attempts  at  unauthorized  interference^  un- 
friendly attacks  and  angry  external  agitation,  by  exciting 
the  prejudices  of  the  slaveholding  communities,  while  they 
may  endanger  the  safety  of  the  Union,  tend  rather  to  fasten 
than  to  loose  the  bonds  of  the  enslaved.

and  defenceless  people,  while  in  the  execution  of  their  un- 
welcome and  revolting  commission. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  our  sympathy  to  the  friends 
and  relatives  of  the  brave  men  who  since  the  commencement 
of  the  war  have  fallen  victims  to  the  baleful  spirit  of  con- 
quest and  lust  of  territorial  aggrandizement. 

Resolved,  That  notwithstanding  the  repeated  outrages  of 
Mexico  upon  the  persons  and  property  of  our  citizens  since 
the  treaty  of  1831,  we  believe  with  our  ablest  statesmen  of 
both  political  parties,  that  the  prevalence  of  better  councils, 
and  a  wise,  moderate  and  conciliatory  policy  might  hav^ 
saved  us  from  this  calamitous  and  bootless  war,  by  which 
the  defences  of  the  nation  have  been  weakened  through  the 
loss  of  her  brave  and  patriotic  sons ;  her  families  clothed 
with  mourning ;  her  treasury  encumbered  with  debt,  and  her 
people  to  be  oppressed  with  taxes." 

The  question  being  put  upon  agreeing  to  said  amende 
ment.

sanction  to  the  purposes  and  objects  of  such  a  war.'*

respective  conunands,  for  their  distinguished  and  gallant  con- 
duct during  the  several  engagements  with  the  enemy,  by 
whose  act  war  now  exists —

"  To  the  Honorable,  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
legislature  of  New  Hampshire,  now  in  session  : 

Tour  memorialist  would  respectfully  represent  that  your 
honorable  body  were  pleased  to  hear  his  explanation  of  his 
project  for  constructing  a  railroad  from  Lake^ichigan  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean.  At  the  close  of  said  explanation  your  me* 
morialist  distinctly  stated  his  desire, '  that  if  your  honorable 
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body  approved  of  his  project,  yon  would  sustain  him  in  it, 
by  resolutions  to  that  effect,  but  if  on  the  contrary,  that  your 
honorably  body  would  decidedly  say  so;'  your  memorialist 
feeling  that  he  had  a  claim  to  your  support  in  the  one  case, 
and  an  equal  claim  to  know  your  disapprobation  if  it  exist- 
ed.    And  the  Honorable  the   Senate   did   by  a  unanimous 
vote  pass  resolutions  in  favor  of,  and  recommending  the  pro- 
ject to  the  favorable  action   of  Congress,   instructing  your 
Senators  and  requesting  your  Representatives  in  Congress  to 
use  all  constitutional  means  to  carry  out  said  object.     Said 
resolutions  were  sent  down  to  your  honorable  body  for  con- 
currence, and  appeared  to  have  met  a  favorable  reception, 
when  the  course   adopted  by  a  member  of  your  honorable 
body  tended  to  give  the  subject  a  party  political  bearing  for 
this  State,  and  it  being  purely  a  national  question,  divested 
of  all  and  any  party  bearing  or  object,  and  has  been  acted 
upon  by  the  legislatures  of  many  lai^e  States,  almost  with- 
out an  opposing  voice,  and  in  some  manner  by  public  naeet- 
ihgs  in  almost  all  the  principal  cities  of  the  western   States, 
and  also  in  States  on  the  Atlantic,  by  both  political  parties 
together,  as  a  great  national  measure  on  which  all  could 
unite  ;  and  as  it  is  important  to  the  interests  of  the  whole 
United  States,  that  this  should  not  be  made  a  party  measure, 
therefore  your  memorialist  feels  himself  constrained  in  duty 
to  his  country  to  request  that  your  honorable  body  will  be 
pleased  to  dismiss  the  subject  altogether,  and  cause  no  fur- 
ther action  thereon,  and  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray. 
ASA  WHITNEY,  of  New  York. 
Concord,  June  18,  1847."

At  four  o'clock  the  House  proceeded  to  the  consideiralion 
of  the  special  order,  upon  the  report  of  the  select  commits 
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tee  to  whpn  were  referred  sundry  reeohitions  in  relation  to 
slavery,  and  a  preamble  and  resolutions  relating  to  the  sab- 
ject  of  slavery  and  the  ^'  Wilmot  Proviso/'  the  question  be- 
ing upon  agreeing  to  the  resolutions  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Ayer  moved  to  amend  the  fourth  resolution,  so  that 
it  shall  read  as  follows : 

Resolved^  That  in  all  territory  which  shall  hereafter  be 
added  to  or  acquired  by  the  United  States,  where  slavery 
does  not  exist  at  the  time  of  such  addition  or  acquirement, 
neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  for  the 
punishment  of  crime  whereof  the  party  has  been  duly  con- 
victed, ought  ever  to  exist,  but  the  same  should  ever  remain 
free  ;  and  we  are  opposed  to  the  extension  of  slavery  over 
any  such  territory ;  and  that  we  also  approve  the  vote  0f 
our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  in  favor  of 
the  Wilmot  Proviso. 

Mr.  Wilson  of  Keene  moved  to  amend  the  amendment, 
by  striking  out  all  of  the  resolutions  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee, after  the  resolving  clause,  and  inserting  as  a  miV 
stitute  the  original  preamble  and  resolutions  which  were  re- 
ferred to  the  committee. 

The  Speaker  decided  that  a  motion  having  been  made  to 
perfect,  while  the  question  was  pending  upon  that  motion,  a 
motion  to  strike  out  was  not  in  order,  therefore  the  motion 
to  strike  out  and  substitute  was  not  considered. 

After  debate,  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing  to  the 
amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Ayer, 

It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Fowler  moved  furth^  to  amend  the  resolutions,  by 
adding  after  the  fourth,  the  following  resolution : 

Itesohed,  That,  in  conferring  upon  Congress  the  right  of 
*^  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever"  over  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  the  constitution  expressly  secures  to  the 
national  government  the  power  of  abolishing  slavery  within 
its  limits ;  and  that  a  due  regard  to  our  national  character 
and  to  the  just  rights  of  the  enslaved,  requires  the  immedi- 
ate, but  discreet  and  judicious  exercise  of  that  power. 

The  question  being  put^  upon  agreeing  to  said  amen^ 
ment,

ished without  great  danger  to  the  community,  but  that  no- 
thing can  justify  the  unnecessary  extension  of  this  great  evil 
to  newly  formed  States.

It  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Fowler  moired  to  amend  the  first  resolution  by  strik- 
ing out  all  after  the  resolving  clause,  and  inserting  instead 
thereof  a  new  resolution. 

The  Speaker  decided  that  the  motion  was  not  in  order,  the 
House  having  already  refused,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Preston, 
to  strike  out  said  first  resolution. 
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Mr.  Fowler  mored  to  amend  the  resolatioiis  by  striking 
out  the  whole  and  inserting  instead  thereof  the  following : 

Whereas,  New  Hampshire  has  solemnly  and  deliberately 
announced  and  reiterated  her  abiding  and  unchanging  ad* 
herence  to  the  great  principle  of  the  declaration  of  our  revo- 
lutionary fathers,  reasserted  in  the  bill  of  rights  of  our  own 
constitution,  that  "all  men  are  created  equal,''  declared  her 
firm  determination^  that,  in  the  great  contest  now  being 
waged  between  slavery  and  freedom,  her  voice  shall  be 
heard  on  the  side  of  the  oppressed,  and  pledged  her  cordial 
sympathy,  and,  within  the  limits  of  her  constitutional  ac- 
tion, her  co-operation  with  the  friends  of  civil  liberty  though- 
out  the  land,  in  every  just  and  well  directed  effort  for  the 
suppression  and  extermination  of  that  terrible  scourge  of  our 
race,  human  slavery— 

And  whereas  the  abhorrent  and  unmitigated  evils  of  slave- 
ry, and  the  constant  and  formidable  encroachments  and  ma- 
chinations of  the  slave  power,  demand  of  New  Hampshire 
an  unfaltering  maintenance  of  that  announcement  and  de- 
claration, and  a  practical  fulfilment  of  that  pledge,  theie- 
fore — 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  convened.  That  our  Senators  in  Congress  be 
instructed,  and  our  Representatives  requested,  to  introduce 
into  their  respective  bodies,  advocate,  and  unyieldingly  sup- 
port measures,  providing  for  the  extinction  of  slavery  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  for  its  perpetual  exclusion  from  Ore- 
gon, and  all  other  territory  belonging,  or  that  may  hereafter 
belong  to  the  United  States,  whether  acquired  by  treaty  or 
conquest,  and  for  the  suppression  of  the  internal  slave-trade 
as  now  existing  between  the  different  States  of  the  confed- 
eracy ;  and  to  oppose  the  admission  of  any  additional  State, 
tolerating  slavery,  into  the  American  Union. 

And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  our  Senators  in  Congress 
be  instructed,  and  our  Representatives  requested,  to  oppose 
the  acquisition  by  the  United  States  of  any  territory  irom 
the  Republic  of  Mexico,  by  virtue  of  any  treaty  that  may 
be  negotiated  between  them,  or  otherwise,  unless  the  treaty, 
or  other  enactment,  mdcing  or  securing  such  acquisition, 
shall  contain  an  express  and  fundamental  provision,  that  nei- 
ther slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude  shall  ever  exist  in  any 
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part  of  said  temtary,  except  for  crime,  whereof  the  pwrty 
shall  be  first  duly  convicted. 

And  be  it  further  resolved^  That  His  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor be  requested  to  transmit  copies  of  these  resolutions  to 
each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  for 
presentation  in  their  respective  Houses,  and  to  the  Governors 
of  the  several  States,  with  a  request  that  they  will  lay  the 
same  before  their  respective  legislatures.

So  the  affirmative  of  the  question  prevailed,  and  the  reso- 
lutions passed,  and  are  as  follows : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  convened,  That  we  regard  the  institution  of 
slavery  as  a  moral,  social  and  political  evil,  and  as  such  we 
deeply  regret  its  existence,  and  are  willing  to  concur  in  all 
leasonable  and  coiutitutional  measures  that  may  tend  to- 
wards its  remova1--^ut  we  are  onalt^rably  opposed  to  all 
movements  having  for  their  object  or  probable  effect,  die 
dissolution  of  our  national  union,  or  the  violaCioft  of  our  na- 
tional constitution*-^  constitution  and  union  which  must  be 
preserved,  and  which  can  be  preserved  only  by  a  strict  ad»- 
herence  to  the  solemn  compromises  which  lie  at  its  founda*- 
tion. 

Resohed,  That  the  policy  to  be  pursued  in  reference  to 
slavery  as  now  existmg,  is  left  by  the  consftitution  with  the 
States  within  which  it  exists,  and  that  it  is  only  as  citisens 
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of  such  States  that  individuals  or  bodies  of  men  dau  effi- 
ciently or  legitimately,  control  that  policy,  and  that  it  is  do 
part  of  the  duty  of  our  State  government,  to  legislate  upon 
the  subject  of  slavery  within  such  States. 

Resolved,  That  attempts  at  unauthorized  interference,  un- 
friendly attacks  and  angry  ei^ternal  agitation,  by  exciting 
the  prejudices  of  the  slaveholding  communities,  while  they 
may  endanger  the  safety  of  the  Union,  tend  rather  to  fasten 
than  to  loose  the  bonds  of  the  enslaved. 

Resolved,  That  in  all  territory  which  shall  hereafter  be 
added  to  or  acquired  by  the  United  States,  where  slavery 
does  not  exist  at  the  time  of  such  addition  or  acquirement, 
neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  for  the 
punishment  of  crime  whereof  the  party  has  been  duly  con- 
victed, ought  ever  to  exist,  but  the  same  should  ever  remain 
free  ;  and  we  are  opposed  to  the  extension  of  slavery  over 
any  such  territory ;  and  that  we  also  approve  the  vote  of 
our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  in  favor  of 
the  Wilmot  Proviso. 

Resolved,  That  our  Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed 
and  our  Representatives  requested,  by  all  expedient  and  con- 
stitutional means  and  measures^  to  sustain  the  principles 
herein  above  set  forth.

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  bill,  en- 
titled ''An  act  in  addition  to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Sollivan 
Railroad  Company,"  with  instructions  to  report  a  bill  embrac- 
ing the  provisions  of  said  bill  in  a  general  law,  applicable  to 
dl  corporations  of  a  similar  nature,  having  had  the  same  un- 
der consideration,  report,  that  in  the  opinion  of  said  commit- 
tee,a  general  law,  applicable  to  all  railroad  corporations,  allow- 
it^  them  to  extend  their  respective  iroads  by  branches,  anci 
to  increase  their  capital  stock  for  that  purpose,  would  be  lia- 
ble to  great  abuses,  would  be  dangerous  to  the  public,  and 
,  oftentimes  be  done  against  the  wishes,  and  detrimental  to 
the  interests  of  the  stockholders.  Such  a  general  law  your 
committee  think  would  be  inexpedient,  and  being  impressed 
with  that  opinion,  have  not  drawn  a  bill  according  to  the  in- 
structions expressed  in  their  commission.  There  may  be 
cases  where  k  would  be  expedient,  safe  and  proper  for  the 
legislature  to  grant  permission  to  railroad  corporations  to  con- 
struct branches  to  their  roads,  for  the  accommodation  of  vil- 
lages near  the  line  of  the  main  road.  But  in  such  casea  your 
committee  believe  the  only  safe  course  to  be,  to  proceed  by 
special  act  of  the  legislature,  after  such  proposed  extension 
riiall  have  been  duly  considered  by  the  stockholders,  and 
very  generally  assented  to  on  their  part,  the  necessary  inr 
crease  of  stock  for  such  extension  ascertained,  and  these 
ftcts  laid  before  the  legislature.  In  view  of  such  fact3|  the 
legislature  can  well  decide  whether  the  public  security  and 
the  rights  of  all  the  stockholders  will  permit  the  extension; 
and  if  so,  will  not  withhold  the  necessary  legislative  author- 
ity from  the  corporation.  The  committee  entertaitiing  these 
views,  have  not  thought  themselves  the  proper  persons  to 
franie  a  bill  with  the  provisions  suggested  in  the  instructions. 
The  bill  relating  to  the  Sullivan  railroad  company  having 
been  refeired  with  the  instructions,  seems  not  to  have  been 
teferred  with  a  view  to  the  particular  consideration  of  the

The  ^reports  of  the  Bank  Commissioners  do  not,  in  all 
cases,  disclose  the  information  necessary  to  show  whether 
the  laws  in  reference  to  banking  have  been  violated.  For 
instance,  the  liabilities  of  the  directors  of  the  HanchesCer, 
Ashuelot,  Belknap  County  and  Kochester  banlcs,  and  of  one 
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of  the  directors  of  the  Manufacturer's  bank  at  New  Ipswich, 
to  their  respective  institutions,  are  particularly  stated,  but  it 
no  where  appears  by  the  reports,  what  amount  of  stock  is 
owned  by  said  directors. 

The  committee,  from  all' the  facts  before  them,  are  of 
opinion,  that  while  there  is  a  considerable  difference  in  the 
relative  strength  of  the  several  bankiug  institutions  in  this 
State,  a  difference  which  will  appear  from  an  examination  of 
the  abstracts  hereto  appended,  there  is  no  reasonable  ground, 
to  doubt  that  they,  all  of  them,  possess  the  ability  to  redeem 
their  circulation,  and  meet  all  claims  against  them,  of  the 
public  at  large. 

There  are  several  cases  of  infractions  of  the  laws,  dis- 
closed by  the  reports  of  the  commissioners,  which  require 
notice.  One  of  the  directors  of  the  Manufacturer's  bank  at 
New  Ipswich,  is  indebted  to  it  for  $2100,  owning  $2600  in 
stock ;  another  director  owes  $2000  upon  $100  in  stock,  and 
a  third  owes  $314  upon  $200  in  stock. 

To  the  Granite  bank,  the  cashier,  who  cannot  be  indebted 
to  it  at  all,  without  a  violation  of  law,  is  indebted  in  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars.  By  the  report  of  the  Bank  Com- 
missioner in  1846,  it  appears  that  he  was  also  indebted  to  it 
at  that  time.  At  the  time  of  the  examination,  the  circula- 
tion of  the  Belknap  County  bank  appears  to  have  been  $161, 
and  that  of  the  Mechanics  and  Traders'  bank  $2,733  above 
the  legal  amount.  The  president  of  the  latter  bank,  how- 
ever, states  that  in  his  belief  the  redemptions  in  Boston  were 
at  the  time  sufficient  to  cover  the  excess  in  its  circulation. 
The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  though  some  of  these 
matters  are  slight  in  themselves,  considered  as  violations  of 
the  law,  they  merit  censure,  and  that  no  wilful  evasion  of 
any  of  those  statute  provisions,  designed  for  the  public  secu- 
rity, should,  if  persisted  in,  escape  with  impunity. 

The  directors  of  the  Lancaster  bank,  are  all  of  them  in- 
debted to  a  greater  amoiint  than  that  allowed  by  law.  They 
own  $17,150  in  stock,  and  are  indebted  to  an  amount  great- 
er than  their  stock,  by  the  sum  of  $1,127  61.  Even  this 
state  of  things,  it  may,  however,  be  proper  to  suggest,  is  an 
improvement  on  that  which  existed  in  1844,  when  upon  ex- 
amination it  appeared  that  upon  $16,300  in  stock,  the  direct- 
ors were  liable,  as  principals  and  sureties,  to  the  amount  of 
4^37,915  18.     The  result  shows  that  some  effort  has  been 
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made  to  approximate  towards  an  'observance  of  the  law  in 
this  respect,  though  its  violation  is  such  as  still  to  deserve 
severe  censure,  and  to  require,  if  continued,  summary  meas- 
ures on  the  part  of  the  proper  authorities,  having  jurisdiction 
in  the  premises.  The  liabilities  of  the  bank  have  been  in- 
creased during  the  past  year.  In  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mittee, sound  poh'cy  dictates  their  reduction.

AN  ACT  in  amendment  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  es- 
tablish the  dty  of  Manchester,'^  passed  July  10,  1846. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Housed 
Representatives  in  General  Ceurt  convened,  That  the  ad- 
mioistration  of  all  the  fiscal,  prudential  and  municip^affiup 
of  said  city  and  the  government  thereof,  shall  be  vested  in 
one  principal  oflScer,  to  be  styled  the  mayor,  who  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  inbabitaots  of  said  city  at  kcrge,  voting  in 
their  respective  wards ;  one  council  of  six,  to  be  denoaiaated 
the  board  of  aldermen ;  one  council  of  eighteen,  to  be  de- 
nominated the  b^ard  of  common  council,  which  two  bowds 
shall,  in  their  joiint  capacity,  be  denominated  the  city  ceon- 
cil.  A  majority  of  each  board  shall  constitute  a  qoorum  fot 
the  transaction  of  business.  No  member  of  either  board  shsU 
receive  any  compensation  for  his  services. 

Sec  2.  The  city  of  Manchester  is,  and  shall  continue  to 
be,  divided  into  si;2C  wards,  which  shall  be  constituted  as  fol- 
lows, viz : 

Ward  No.  1  shall  include  all  that  part  of  the  city  situate 
between  the,  Merrimack  river  on  the  west,  and  Wm  stw€t 
on  the  east,  and  the  centre  line  of  Market  street  produced  to 
the  river  on  the  south,  and  the  centre  line  of  the  road  lead- 
ing from  the  Amoskeag  Palls  bridge  to  Elm  street  on  tbe 
north. 

Ward  No.  2  sliall  include  all  that  part  of  the  city  situate 
between  the  Merrimack  river  on  the  west,  and  Elm  street 
on  the  east,  and  between  the  south  line  of  ward  No.  1  on  tbe 
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notthf  and  a  line  from  the  point  where  Elm  street  intersects 
the  old  river  road,  due  west  to  the  Merrimack  river  on  the 
sonth. 

Ward  No.  3  shall  include  all  that  part  of  the  city  now  in- 
cluded within  the  limits  of  school  distriot  No.  1,  and  so 
much  of  school  district  No.  2  as  is  situated  north  of  the  cen- 
tre line  of  Lowell  street  produced  to  the  Wilson  road,  and 
east  of  the  centre  line  of  Elm  street  and  the  said  Wilson 
road. 

Ward  No.  4  shall  include  all  that  part  of  the  city  situate 
between  the  centre  line  of  Lowell  street  produced  to  the 
Wilson  road  on  the  north,  and  the  centre  line  of  Hanover 
street  produced  to  the  Wilson  road  on  the  south,  and  be- 
tween the  centre  line  of  Elm  street  on  the  west,  aiid  the 
Wilson  road  on  the  east. 

Ward  No.  6  shall  include  all  that  part  of  the  city  situate 
between  the  south  line  of  ward  No.  4  on  the  north,  and  the 
^ntre  line  of  Central  street  produced  to  the  Wilson  road  on 
the  south,  and  between  the  centre  line  of  Elm  street  on  the 
west,  and  the  Wilson  road  on  the  east. 

Ward  No.  6  shall  include  all  that  part  of  the  city  not  inr 
«l«ded  in  any  of  the  above  wards. 

SsCp  Z.  Each  of  the  city  wards  shall  be  a  town  for  the 
purpose  of  the  election  of  governor,  councillors,  senaitors, 
representatives  to  the  general  court,  all  county  officers,  fep- 
ci^ntatives  in  Congress,  and  electors  of  president  and  vice 
{resident  of  the  United  States.  No  person  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  dwelling  or  having  his  ho^ise  in  any  of  said  wards 
or  towns,  for  the  purpose  of  voting  therein,  unless  he  shall 
have  resided  within  said  ward  or  town  three  months  next 
{Nreceding  the  day  of  any  meeting  in  which  he  claims  the 
right  to  vote. 

Sec.  4.  Three  selectmen,  a  moderator,  and  town  clerk| 
«hsdl  be  elected  in  each  of  said  towns,  who  shall  have  the 
powers,  perform  the  duties,  and  be  subject  to  the  liabilities 
of  those  officers  in  other  towns,  so  fi^r  as  relates  to  the 
warning  of  meetings,  regulating,  correcting  and  posting  up 
check  lists,  deciding  upon  the  qualifications  of  voters,  con- 
necting of  elections,  declaring  the  votes,  and  recording  the 
same,  the  return  of  votes  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  making 
certificate's  of  elections,  and  all  other  matters  relating  to 
ctectioos,  u  fully  as  if  the  sapie  were  herein  specifically 
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enumerated ;  and  shall  also  perform  and  discha^  all  the  do*' 
ties  of  warders,  inspectors  and  ward  clerk.    ^ 

Sec.  5.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  for  the 
choice  of  city  and  ward  officers,  shall  be  holden  on  the  se- 
cond Tuesday  of  March,  and  all  city,  ward  and  town  offi- 
cers who  are  chosen  by  the  people,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot, 
and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one  year  from  the 
third  Tuesday  in  March,  and  until  others  are  chosen  and 
qualified  to  act  in  their  stead.  The  clerk  shall  record  die 
TOtes  and  proceedings  of  all  town  or  ward  meetings,  shall 
enter  on  the  records  the  name  of  all  persons  voted  for,  the 
number  of  votes  given  for  each,  in  words  at  length.  The 
clerk  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office,  all  the  records, 
record  books,  journals,  documents,  and  other  things  held  by 
him  in  his  capacity  of  clerk. 

Sec.  6.  Each  ward  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  chooee 
one  alderman  and  three  members  of  the  common  council, 
but  if  the  choice  of  aldermen,  common  councihnen,  and 
town  or  ward  officers,  cannot  be  conveniently  made  or  com- 
pleted on  that  day,  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from  day 
to  day  to  complete  the  choice.  The  clerk  shall,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  such  choice,  deliver  to  each  of  the 
persons  chosen  aldermen  or  common  councilmen  a  certificate 
of  their  election,  signed  by  himself,  the  moderator,  and  a 
majority  of  the  selectmen. 

Sec.  7.  The  qualified  voters  in  each  ward  shall,  at  the 
annual  meeting,  give  in  to  the  moderator  their  votes  for 
a  mayor,  which  shall  be  received,  sorted,  counted  and  de- 
clared, and  a  record  thereof  made  in  the  same  manner  as 
rotes  for  senators,  a  copy  of  the  record  of  which  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  city  clerk  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
every  and  each  meeting.  The  city  clerk  shall,  immediately 
after  receiving  said  copies,  enter  the  same  on  the  city  rec^ 
ords,  and  then  lay  the  said  copies  before  the  mayor  and  al- 
dermei),  who  shall  thereupon  examine  the  same,  and  causs 
the  person  who  shall  have  been  chosen  mayor  by  a  majority 
of  votes  in  alt  the  wards,  to  be  notified  in  writing  of  h^ 
electron.  If  a  mayor  shall  not  have  been  so  elected,  or  shdl 
refuse  to  accept  the  office,  the  mayor  and  aldermen  diall 
make  a  record  of  the  fact,  and  forthwith  issue  their  precept 
to  the  selectmen,  requiring  them  to  call  meetings  in  their  re- 
spective wards  for  another  etection,  and  dmll  fix  the  time 
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when  taid  meeting  shall  be  ealledy  and  the  same  proceedii^ 
aball  be  had  from  time  to  time,  notil  a  mayor  shall  be  chos- 
en. Whenever  the  office  of  mayor  shall  beccmie  yacaat  by 
death,  resignation  or  otheifwise,  the  boards  of  aldermen  and 
common  council  shall  respectively,  by  vote,  declare  the  same 
and  the  canae  Aereofi  and  the  two  boards  shall  thereupon 
meet  in  convention  and  elect  a  mayor  to  fill  such  vacancy, 
so  long  as  said  cause  shall  coatinue,  or  until  a  new  electioiu 
The  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  issue  their  warrant  for  a  gen^ 
eral  meeting  of  the  inhabitants;  whenever  requested  so  to 
do,  in  writing,  by  one  hundred  legal  voters.  The  board  oC 
aldermen  shall  be  final  judge  of  the  election  and  qualifiei^ 
tions  of  its  members,  ahd  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  oceur^ 
may  order  a  new  election. 

Sec.  8.  After  this  act  shall  go  into  efbct,  and  within  ten 
days  thereafter,  the  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  prepare,  revise, 
correct  and  post  up,  in  the  same  manner  as  selectmen  of 
towns  are  required  to  do,  an  alphabetical  list  of  voters  in 
each  of  said  wards  or  towns,  and  shall  issue  a  warrant  for 
the  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  in  their  respective  towns  or 
wards ;  such  warrant  shall  be  served  ten  days  at  least  before 
the  time  of  meeting,  and  shall  designate  the  place  for  said 
meetings.  At  said  meeting  a  moderator,  clerk  and  three  se- 
lectmen shall  be  chosen,  who  shall  be  qualified,  and  respect- 
ively take  the  oath  of  office  required  by  law,  and  shall  then 
enter  upon  and  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  been 
elected  prior  to  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  of  the  present 
year.  Any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  respective  wards  may- 
call  the  first  meeting  to  order  and  preside  until  a  moderator 
shall  have  been  chosen. 

Sec.  9.  Sections  two^  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  twelve, 
twenty-four,  thirty-one  and  thirty-two  of  the  act  to  establish 
the  city  of  Manchester,  and  so  much  of  section  twenty-three 
of  said  act  as  relates  to  the  choice  of  a  collector  of  taxes, 
and  so  much  of  se<^ian  eleven  of  said  act  as  relates  to  pre^ 
paring,  revising,  correcting  and  posting  up  check  lists,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first'  day  <tf 
December  next:  Providedy however ^  that  the  mayor,  boavd 
of  aldermen  and  board  of  common  council,  and  all  officers 
appointed  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  shall  hold  their  re- 
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q)eetiTe  officet  fer  Ab  saaia  lime,  jmlgcbt  to  all  die  liabifi* 
tm  and  perform  ail  the  duties  of  their  respective  offieas,  ex^ 
cept  so  far  as  rdates  to  the  check  lists  and'  the  eleetioBs,  in* 
ths  same  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  passed.

Mr.  Kittredge  of  New  Market,  by  leave,  presented  the 
Account  and  vouchers  of  the  Adjutant  General. 
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Ordered^  That  they  be  refened  to  the  commitlee  on  Mil- 
itary Accounts. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  the  estimate  of  the 
Treasurer  for  the  expenses  of  the  militia  under  the  act  of 
1846,  for  that  year,  which  had  been  laid  upon  his  table  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eittredge  of  New  Market —

Mr.  Rix  of  Lancaster  accordingly  introduced  a  bill,  enti- 
tled ^' An  act  to  incorporate  a  provident  institution  for  savings 
in  the  town  of  Exeter,  to  be  called  the  Exeter  Savings  Bank;" 

Which  was  read  a  first  and  second  time. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Banks. 

Mr.  Worth,  from  the  majority  of  the  select  committee,  to 
whom  were  referred  sundry  petitions,  praying  for  the  pas- 
sage of  a  law  regulating  the  hours  of  labor  in  manufactur- 
ing establishments,  by  leave,  made  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  select  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  several  pe- 
titions, praying  that  the  hours  of  labor  might  be  regulated 
by  law,  having  had  that  subject  under  consideration,  aak 
leave  to  present  the  following  leport : 

Your  cmnmittee  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  there 
has  been  cause  of  complaint,  and  that  evils  still  exist  which 
demand  a  remedy;  and  that  especially  as  manufacturing  bu- 
siness shall  increase,  and  a  larger  portion  of  our  young  peo- 
^  shall  be  employed  therein,  so  these  evils  will  be  extend- 
ing, unless  means  are  employed  to  remove  them.  It  is  be- 
li^red  that  in  many  of  oar  manufacturing  establishments, 
the  operatives  are  required  to  labor  too  many  houre  per  day-*- 
they  have  not  sufficient  time  to  obtain  their  meals---and  last, 
though  not  least,  their  lodging  rooms  are  not  sufficiently  ven- 
tilated. The  conseqaence  is,  health  is  often  impaired,  and 
life  is  not  un£requently  shortened. 

Your  committee  believe  that  a  proper  redaction  in  tiie 
hoars  of  labiur  would  be  found  advantageous  to  all  patties. 
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Employers  would  realise  a  greater  profit,  even  in  leas  timei 
from  laborers  more  vigorous  and  better  able  to  work,  from 
having  had  suitable  time  to  rest;  while  the  operatives  would 
be  allowed  that  time  for  intellectual  and  moral  culture,  which 
duty,  to  themselves  and  others,  most  imperatively  demands. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  your  committee  were  led  to  inquire, 
what  shall  be  done  ?  What  is  the  remedy,  and  how  shall  it 
be  applied  ?  To  these  questions,  they  have  found  it  difficult 
to  give  definite  answers.  The  public  mind  is  agitated  upon 
the  subject,  and  while  it  evidently  requires  something  should 
be  done,  it  has  not  matured  and  settled  down  upon  any  defi- 
nite course  of  action.  Nor  are  your  petitioners  agreed  among 
themselves  as  to  what  they  would  have  the  legislature  do; 
some  ask  for  more,  others  less,  Your  committee  are  aware, 
too,  that  there  is  a  class  among  operatives  opposed  to  any  le* 
gislative  enactments  on  the  subject.  . 

Moreover,  your  committee  were  hi^py  to  learn  that  ia 
several  instances,  a  disposition  has  been  manifested  on  the 
part  of  employers  to  remedy  the  evils  com|dained  of.  They 
were  informed  that  one  or  more  corporations  in  an  adjoining 
State,  will,  of  their  own  accord,  reduce  the  time  of  labor  in 
their  establishments  on  the  first  of  July,  to  eleven  hours. 
Also,  several  corporations  in  «this  State  have  extended  the 
time  for  obtaining  meals  the  present  season.  And  your  com- 
mittee were  assured  there  is  a  prevailing  disposition  on  the 
part  of  employers,  to  give  this  subject  a  m<»e  farorabb 
consideration. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  and  the  difficulties  in  coming  to 
any  definite  rule  of  legislative  action  at  this  time  which 
would  be  likely  to  effect  the  object  desired ;  and  the  evidenos 
there  is  to  believe  that  the  reform  prayed  for  by  your  peti- 
tioners, is  progressing,  and  will  cwitinue  to  progress,  yov 
committee  have  thought  it  not  best  to  recomm^id  any  dei- 
nite  legislative  action  at  the  present  session.  They  wish  it 
to  be  distinctly  understood,  that  in  coming  to  this  concfai-  * 
sion,  their  only  design  has  been  to  take  that  course  wUek 
wouid  be  most  likely  to  accomplish  the  object  prajred  for. 
They  believe  it  preferable  thiu  reforms  of  this  character 
should  be  carried  forward  as  far  as  practicable  by  the  fbiee 
of  public  opinion,  and  voluntary  action,  rather  than  by  pe- 
nal enactments.  The  former  would  be  likely  to  be  more 
coihplete  and  satisfactory,  while  the  latter  might  prejudice 
and  prevent  harmonious  action. 
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Anotker  object  which  your  conimittee  have  in  recommend- 
ing a  further  delay  of  legislatiye  action,  is,  that  the  attention 
of  corporators  may  still  be  given  to  the  subject,  and  that 
they  may  have  longer  time  to  act — ^with  the  hope  that  all 
reasonable  expectations  will  be  answered.  If  such  should 
not  be  the  result,  and  the  grievances  complained  of  are  not 
removed,  the  subject  will  be  open  for  the  consideration  of  a 
future  legislature. 

I  have  therefore  been  instructed  to  report  the  following 
resolution :

Resokfedf  That  in  accordance  with  the  views  expressed  in 
the  foregoing  report,  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject 
be  postponed  to  the  next  session  of  the  legislature. 

Mr.  Hatch,  by  leave,  pt^sented  from  the  minority  of  the 
same  committee,  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  select  committee,  to 
whom  were  referred  the  petitions  of  Francis  Munroe  and 
many  other  persons^  praying  for  a  reform  in  the  hours  of  la- 
bor, respectfully  report,  that  we  dissent  from  the  report  of 
the  majority  of  the  committee,  and  we  ask  leave  of  the 
House  briefly  to  state  the  reasons  of  our  dissent. 

The  subject  is  not  entirely  new  to  the  legislature,  for 
aome  of  the  petitions  referred  to  this  conmiittee,  were  pre- 
sented to  the  House  a  year,  and  a  part  of  them  two  years 
ago.  The  number  of  the  petitioners  is  very  large,  being  not 
less  than  3931  upon  the  petition&r  presented  the  present  year. 
A  great  portion  of  the  petitioners  appear  to  us  to  be  labor- 
ers, subject  to  the  evils  of  which  they  complain,  and  they 
are  aided  by  the  signatures  of  many  whose  interest  in  the 
subject  arises  from  more  general  considerations.  The  num- 
ber and  the  respectability  of  the  petitioners,  and  the  repeti- 
'  tion  of  their  petitionS|  leave  no  reason  to  doubt  their  earn- 
estness. 

They  complain  that  the  hours  of  labor,  particularly  in 
manufactories,  are  protracted  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
physical  energies  of  the  laborers  are  rapidly  exhausted,  and 
that  they  are  deprived  of  the  time  necessary  for  proper  mor- 
al and  intellectual  improvement.  They  also  complain  thiU 
the  time  allowed  in  the  great  manufactories  for  the  meals  of 
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the  operatives  is  so  short  as  to  compromise  both  health  and 
comfort. 

The  undersigned,  after  such  examination  as  we  have  been 
able  to  give  the  subject,  are  satisfied  that  the  complaints  of 
the  petitioners  are  not  without  foundation.  In  most  of  the 
manufactories  of  cotton  and  so  forth,  in  this  State,  the  op-, 
eratives  are  required  to  commence  labor  at  five  o'clock  ia 
the  morning,  and  continue,  with  an  allowance  of  an  hour  and 
a  half,  or  even  less,  for  meals,  until  seven  o'clock  in  the  eve- 
ning. This  employment  is  continued  daily ,and  without  intet- 
mission  or  relaxation,  except  on  Sundays,  and  the  allowance 
of  a  couple  of  hours  on  the  artemoon  of  each  Saturday.  ThB 
mills  in  which  the  operatives  are  confined  dre  neeeanurily 
warm  and  imperfectly  ventilated.  The  operatives  labor  in  id 
atmosphere  rendered  impure  by  tUe  breathings  of  many  pe^ 
sons  and  by  the  dust  and  exhalations  cheated  by  tbe  madiW 
ry.  Their  duties  do  not  generally  require  great  exertions  of 
physical  strength,  but  are  rendered  fatiguing  by  the  constant 
attention  required  by  the  rapid  and  increasing  motion  of  the 
machines,  attended  by  a  constant  noise  and  jar  which  aw 
distracting  to  persons  unaccustomed  to  the  mills. 

It  seems  certain  to  the  undersigned,  that  labor  of  this  na- 
ture cannot  be  continued  any  great  length  of  time  without 
serious  injury  lo  the  health  of  the  operatives.  Their  meda 
are  taken  in  so  great  haste  that  necessary  food  must  often 
aid  to  debilitate  rather  than  strengthen.  If  the  slow,  bnt 
fearful  diseases,  which  this  mode  of  life  tends  to  bring  on, 
are  escaped,  a  loss  of  strength  and  activity  must  ensue  from 
it,  which  may  result  in  the  perpetual  evil  of  a  sickly  and 
enervated  population  in  all  the  large  manufacturing  towns. 
The  employment  of  children  at  a  tender  age,  which  has 
caused  great  complaint  in  Great  Britain,  threatens  to  become 
general  here,  and  without  restraint  must  be  attended  with 
much  greater  and  more  alarming  evils. 

The  danger  to  physical  health,  from  excessive  labor  in 
nianufactories,  is  not,  however,  the  only,  nor  the  principal, 
evil  complained  of.  Most  of  the  operatives  are  young  peraons, 
and  require  time  for  intellectual  aqd  moral  improvement,  to 
say  nothing  of  recreation  and  amusement,  which  tbe  piw- 
ent  system  of  labor  does  hot  afford  to  them.  The  wise  pol- 
icy of  the  State,  which  has  always  ^tmed  at  a  general  dffib- 
sion  of  knowledge,  so  far  as  it  applies  td  these  laige  dasaes, 
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is  in  danger  of  being  defeated.-  Constant  daily  labor,  for 
the  full  number  of  hours  which  health  and  strength  will 
permit,  leaves  very  little  ability,  and  often  little  inclination, 
for  that  intellectual  culture,  without  which  the  man^  or  what 
is  still  more,  the  woman,  becomes  a  mere  slave  to  labor,  and 
approaches  the  condition  of  the  machine  she  attends. 

The  undersigned  are  happy  to  say  that  the  evils  which 
may  justly  be  apprehended  from  excessive  labor  in  manufac- 
tories, are  as  yet  felt  among  us  but  in  a  very  limited  degree. 
Bztensive  manufactories  are  yet  new  in  this  State,  and  the 
population  which  has  attached  itself  permanently  and  de- 
pendently  upon  them  is  very  small.  But  it  is  the  part  of 
prudent  legislators  to  foresee  evils  of  this  nature^  and  to  pre- 
vent, so  far  as  is  possible,  disorders  which,  when  firmly  es- 
tablished, may  not  admit  of  cure. 

The  undersigned  are  aware  that  great  difficulties  attend 
Che  proposal  of  any  legislative  action  in  remedy  of  these 
evils.  Sound  political  econonjiyy  as  well  as  republican  pria«* 
ciples^  require  that  trade  and  labor,  and  all  that  relates  to  the 
contracts  of  individuals,  should  be  left  as  free  as  possible^ 
and  that  attempts  on  the  part  of  the  government  to  regulate 
them,  are  often  productive  of  greater  evils  than  the  difficul- 
ties it  intends  to  cure.  So  far  as  individuals,  by  voluntary 
contract,  agree  to  excessive  labor,  by  which  health,  comfort 
and  intellectual  and  moral  improvement  are  sacrificed,  doubts 
may  arise  how  fkr  the  evil  admits  of  legislative  remedy,  and 
how  far  the  cure  must  be  sought  in  persuasions  addressed  to 
individual  reason  and  conscience. 

But  it  seemed  to  us  that  there  is  often  a  very  great  ine* 
quality  in  the  contracts  for  labor.  The  one  party  is  a  rich 
and  powerful  corporation,  which  contracts  by  agents  of  no 
mean  ability,  but  governed  by  no  considerations  of  individ* 
ual  conscience  or  responsibility.  The  other  party  is  a  sin- 
gle individual,  often  poor,  a  minor,  or  a  female.  Without 
intending  to  impute  improper  motives  to  employers,  it  is  easy 
to  see  that  contracts  for  labor  between  such  parties,  are  cer^ 
tainly  not  likely  to  be  unfavorable  to  the  interests  of  the 
more  powerful. 

Such  being  the  case,  it  seems  to  us  that  the  petitioners 
may  claim  the  careful  and  deliberate  consideration  of  the 
legislature.  Much,  indeed  the  greater  part,  of  our  enact- 
ments, relate  to  the  possession  and  quiet  enjoyment  of  prop- 
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erty ;  and  all  wrongs  and  injuries  which  threaten  it,  receive 
here  careful  attention,  and  are  promptly  redressed.  But  the 
only,  or  most  valuable,  property  of  many  of  the  petitioners 
consists  in  their  ability  to  labor :  and  for  this  they  are  the 
more  entitled  to  ask  the  attention  and  protection  of  the  leg- 
islature, from  the  fact  that  they  have  heretofore  rarely  nskei 
or  received  favor  from  our  hands.  A  large  number  of  the 
petitioners  are  females,  who  are  not  represented  here  ;  bot 
to  whose  petitions  the  representatives  of  the  people  should 
always  be  ready  to  listen  with  the  kindest  and  most  respect- 
ful consideration. 

The  undersigned  are  of  opinion  that  a  favorable  answer 
should  be  made  to  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  promptly, 
and  without  a  delay,  which  to  them  must  seem  to  be 
a  denial  of  justice.  We  do  not  recommend  the  taking  of 
any  extreme  position  ;  and  perhaps  the  action  we  should  re- 
conmiend,  might  fall  short  of  the  desirea  of  the  petitioners. 
We  desired  to  recommend  to  the  House  the  adoption  of  an 
act  fixing  some  convenient  time,  such  as  ten  hours,  as  the 
length  of  a  day's  work,  erxcept  in  cases  where  a  different 
time  is  expressly  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  and  prohibiting 
the  employment  of  minors  under  a  certain  age,  in  any  man- 
ufactory, for  more  than  ten  hours  the  day,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  parents  or  guardians.  By  the  first  provision,  vre 
think  some  protection  would  be  secured  to  persons  who  m 
usually  unskilled  and  careless  in  making  their  contracts,  who, 
by  it, would  have  a  fixed  term  of  labor,  from  which  they  could 
not  be  required  to  depart  without  their  own  consent ;  and 
by  the  other,  responsible  parties  would  be  made  answerable 
for  the  welfare  of  that  class  of  laborers  whose  tender  age 
has  always  been  deemed  to  require  peculiar  protection  from 
the  laws.

His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council' 
then  met  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Con- 
vention in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  and  suite  then  came 
into  the  Representatives  Hall,  escorted  by  Hon.  Cyrus  Bar- 
ton, United  States  Marshal  for  the  District  of  New  Hsmp^ 
shire,  Colonels  Chase  and  Fletcher,  two  of  the  Aids  of  His 
Excellency  Governor  Williams,  and  the  committee  of  ar- 
rangements of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  was 
introduced  to  the  chairman  of  the  Convention  by  Hon.  Jb. 
Lane  of  the  Senate,  the  chairman  o(  the  committee  of  ar^ 
rangements. 

Mr.  Norris,  the  chairmanf  of  the  convention,  then  addra^h 
ed  the  President  as  follows : 

Mr.  President — ^We  are  glad  to  see  you,  and  especially  to 
meet  and  receive  you  here  in  the  hall  of  our  State  ci^pitol, 
amidst  the  representatives  of  our  people.  These  crowded 
galleries  and  hall,  the  thronged  streets  and  avenues  of  this 
usually  quiet  town,  bespeak  the  ardent  feelings  of  the  peo^ 
pie  to  see  you,  and  to  exchange  salutaticms,  as  American  cit- 
izens, with  the  chief  executive  magistrate  of  our  great  and 
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flourishing  Union.  This  proclaims  your  welcome  more  fb^ 
cibly  than  any  words  that  I  can  utter. 

Though  in  New  England,  and  especially  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, we  have  a  climate  of  frosts  and  snows  foe  a  large  part 
of  the  year — a  country  of  rugged,  though  at  this  season,  of 
beautiful  and  charming  aspect,  yet  we  have  a  population  not 
only  patriotic,  energetic,  bold,  ready  at  all  times  to  defend 
the  country  and  its  institutions,  but  of  warm  hearts  and  hos- 
pitable feelings. 

We  are  glad  to  see  you  here  as  the  honored  representative 
of  the  whole  people,  and  of  every  section  of  our  broad  re- 
public, that  you  may  witness  our  prosperity  in  agriculture, 
in  conunerce  and  manufactures,  our  progress  in  the  arts,  and 
above  all,  the  industrial  habits  and  general  intelligence  of  our 
citizens,  so  essential  to  the  prosperity  and  permanency  of  cor 
free  institutions,  and  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  people 
of  our  common  country. 

Sir,  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  and  of  the 
legislature  here  assembled,  I  bid  you  a  welcome,  a  most 
hearty  welcome  among  them.  In  their  behalf,  I  extend  to 
you,  not  as  the  president  of  a  party,  but  as  the  president  of 
the  whole  people,  their  kindest  hospitalities,  so  long  as  yoa 
can  remain  with  them. 

To  which  the  President  of  the  United  States  replied,  as 
follows : 

I  am  deeply  sensible,  sir,  of  the  high  honor  done  me  by 
the  distinguished  reception  you  give  me  to  the  capital  of 
New  Hampshire.  To  the  Legislature,  the  Executive  of  the 
State,  and  to  yourself,  sir,  as  the  organ  through  whom  I  am 
welcomed  to  your  capital,  I  return  to  you  all  that  I  have  to 
give,  my  grateful  acknowledgments.  My  first  visit  to  New 
Hampshire  is  full  of  interest,  sir.  She  is  one  of  the  honor- 
ed old  Thirteen.  Her  ancestors,  sir,  participated  in  that  bold 
and  astounding  declaration  to  an  astonished  world,  that  man 
was  capable  of  self  government.  They  erected  a  system 
under  which  the  freest,  happiest,  and  greatest  people  of  the 
earth  now  live. 

Sir,  after  the  lapse  of  more  than  half  a  century,  one  who 
was  not  then  in  being,  in  the  providence  of  God,  and  by  the 
favor  of  his  country,  is  called  to  preside  over  the  destinies  of 
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our  great  apd  grawiog  people.  In  my  humble,  'person,  sir, 
this  great  trust  has  been  confided ;  and  i^  my  progress  to 
this  region  of  the  country,  in  witnessing  its  robust  popula- 
tion, its  intelligent  people,  industrious  habits,  and  their  vast 
interests,  I  feel,  sir,  more  than  ever,  the  high  responsibility 
of  my  station,  and  the  deep  anxiety  I  have  ever  felt  for  th^ 
prosperity  of  my  country.  I  rejoice,  sir,  to  find  it  as  pros* 
porous  as  it  is.  Sir,  the  intelligence  and  virtue  of  this  peo^ 
pie  is  confided  in  as  the  last  hope  of  msui  for  a  regulated  self-* 
4  government  upon  earth.  If  our  system  shall  fail,  we  may 
in  vain  expect  another  system  to  be  established  for  a  free 
government.  With  what  tenacity,  therefore,  should  we  bow 
^o  the  altars  of  our  country,  and  remember  the  gallant  deeds 
.of  our  fathers  in  the  cabinet  and  in  the  field.  New  Hamp- 
shire can  boast  of  her  patriots  in  the  field,  her  gallant  sol- 
diers and  more  gallant  leaders ;  their  monuments  are  among 
you.  Passing  near  one  of  them  this  morning,  I  was  remind- 
ed, sir,  that  New  Hampshire  is' to-day  what  she  was  then,  be- 
cause I  know,  sir,  that  her  sons  are  now  in  the  tented  field, 
^-maintaining  the  sacred  principles  that  their  fathers  transmit- 
ted to  them.     Sir,  they  are  worthy  gons  of  worthy  sires. 

In  the  humble  agency  which  I  have  had  in  the  manage* 
"ment  of  public  affairs,  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  that  I  have 
been  thrown  upon  eventful  times.  Great  questions,  foreign 
>and  domestic,  have  arisen  in  my  day.  I  have  attempted  to 
perform  my  duty,  always  relying  for  support  upon  the  pro- 
vidence of  Him  who  holds  in  His  hand  the  destinies  of  na- 
tions. I  trust,  sir,  that  I  shall  retire  from  this  place  to  yield 
up  the  station  confided  to  nie,  to  my  successor,  leaving  my 
country  in  the  happy  and  prosperous  condition  to  which  you 
have  alluded. 

My  heart  is  full  of  gmtitude  to  the  authorities  of  New 
Hampshire,  to  her  legislature,  governor,  and  to  her  citizensi 
for  your  favor  from  the  moment  that  I  crossed  your  borders, 
:to-day,  sir.  I  only  regret,  sir,  that  my  official  duties  call  me 
hack  at  an  early  day,  and  that  in  making  this  excursion,  'I 
must  make  it  very  brief.  It  would  give  me  hearty  pleasure 
to  take  by  the  hand  all  classes  of  your  citizens,  the  represene 
.^ives  and  their  constituents,  without  distinction  ^  party. 
I  am  happy  to  say  that  in  my  visit  to  the  north  I  have  knowu 
no  party,  but  have  met  with  kindness  and  favor  from  all. 

I  thank  you,  sir,  most  cordially ;  I  thank  you,  gentlemen

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of  the  legislature,  of  this  patriotic  State^  the  Executive  and 
Council,  and  my  fellow  citizens,  for  what  I  must  regard  as  a 
most  honorable  and  distinguished  reception. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  was  then  introduced 
by  the  chairman  of  the  convention  to  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  to  the  members  of,  the  Honorable  Council,  the 
Honorable  Senate,  and  the  House  of  Representatives,  re- 
spectively.

perpetuating  human  slavery — an  evil  alike  prohibited  by  the 
immutable  laws  of  nature  and  of  God ;  and  whereas  the  tol- 
eration and  increase  of  this  great  and  admitted  evil,  in  a  por- 
tion of  our  common  country,  has  long  furnished  just  cause

violation  of  the  letter  as  well  as  of  the  genius  and  spirit  of 
our  democratic  institutions ;  and  whereas,  in  the  opinioii  of 
this  legislature,  Congress,  by  the  constitution,  posae&see  the 
]^ower,  and,  by  considerations  of  justice  and  humanity  aa^ 
a  regard  to  the  general  wel&re  of  the  nation,  is  bound,  to 
prevent  the  further  extension  of  slavery ;  therefore— 

Jtegohed  hy  the  Senate  and  H^use  of  RepresetUaiives  in 
General  Court  convened.  That  all  future  treaties,  or  othtt 
ettactments,  providing  for,  makii^  or  securing  aoquisilioDS 
of  territory  to  the  United  States,  which  may  be  adopted  or 
ratified  by  Congress,  or  either  branch  thereof,  should  contttQ 
an  express  and  fundamental  provision,  that  neither  slaforj 
nor  involuntary  servitude  shall  ever  exist  in  any  part  of  the 
territory  thereby  acquired,  except  for  crime,' whereof  the 
party  shall  be  first  duly  convicted.

enior  be  requested  to  transmit  copies  of  these  resolutions  ti 
the  Governors  of  the  several  States,  with  a  request  that  the^ 
will  lay  the  same  before  their  respective  legislatures.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OP  VISITORS  OP  THE 
N.  H.  ASYLUM  FOR  THE  INSANE. 


T\)  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire : 

The  Board  of  Visitors  hare  visited  the  Asylum,  and  so 
far  as  their  other  duties  would  permit,  have  examined  into 
the  condition  of  the  patients  and  the  regulations  and  gener- 
al management  of  the  institution. 

They  are  satisfied  tl^t  the  patients  are  treated  with  the 
kindness  their  condition  requires ;  and  the  success  that  has 
attended  their  metdical  trefitment,  affords  gratifying  evidence 
that  whatever,  in  their  behalf,  may  be  reasonably  expected 
of  science  and  skill,  will  be  accomplished. 

The  history  of  the  Asylum,  from  the  roception  of  its  first 
patient  to  this  time,  proves  that  so  long  as  its  aid  shall  be  as 
much^ught  as  it  has  heretofore  been,  and  the  prudence  and 
economy  which  have  hitherto  marked  the  management  of 
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its  concerns,  shall  be  continued,  the  institntion  will  snpfiort 
itself,  without  taxing  the  treasury  of  the  State.  Nothing 
more,  in  this  particular,  can  be  expected,  or  is,  in  hct^  desir- 
able. But  to  meet  the  wants  of  this  community,  and  afford 
the  benefits  of  a  hospital  and  asylum  to  even  one  half  of 
those  who  need  them,  additional  accommodations — which 
must  be  proTided,  if  provided  at  all,  by  the  State— are  in- 
dispensable ;  and  it  is  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the 
legislature  whether  economy,  humanity  and  justice  do  not 
unite  in  requiring  that  such  accommodations  be  furnished. 

The  insane  at  the  Asylum  are  better  supported,  and  at  a 
mnch  less  expense,  thairthey  could  be  properly  supported  in 
private  fSunilies,  on  town  farms,  or  in  county  jails ;  and  their 
comfort,  to  Bay  nothing  of  the  prospect  of  cure  to  thote 
whose  cases  are  not  hopelessly  incurable,  as  well  as  thecom- 
fort  of  those  who  care  for  or  are  cbnnected  with  them,  is  se- 
cured by  placing  them  under  a  coarse  of  medieal  treatment, 
and  under  the  care  of  those  whose  duty  and  pride  and  plea- 
sure it  is  to  treat  them  with  a  patient  forbearance  and  sootb- 
ing  kindness,  which  are  not  always  extended  to  them  by 
their  kindred  and  friends,  and  seldom  indeed  by  the  oold 
hand  of  constrained  charity. 

The  Board  of  Tisitors,  from  the  information  they  ban 
received,  and  the  investigation  they  have  been  able  to  make, 
fure  satisfied  that  the  duties  of  the  superintendent  and  other 
oflScers  and  servants  of  the  institution  are  fSBUthfully  perfoim* 
ed ;  and  that  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Trustees 
present  a  fair  account  of  the  receipts,  expenditures,  and  { 
dition  of  the  Asylum.

SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Trestees  of  the  N.  H.  Asylum  for  the  Insabe,  in 
sabmktmg  their  Report  for  the  year  lB46-^7,  are  happy  l» 
congratulate  tbe  fHendb  of  the  itistitotion  upon  its  present 
highly  Nourishing  condition.  At  no  time  since  its  opening, 
has  it  enjoyed  a  higher  degree  of  prosperHj  than  during  fife 
year  past,  its  halls  have  been  filled  with  an  unprecedent- 
edly  laige  number  of  patients,  and  a  good  degree  of  success 
has  attended  the  efforts  made  for  their  recoTery. 

It  is  now  between  four  and  five  years  since  the  Asylum 
tras  ^st  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients,  and  thus  far, 
we  feel  confident  to  say,  it  hbs  accomplidied  all  that  its 
most  sanguine  friends  antkapaled.  From  previous  reports 
made  to  the  legislatilre,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Irhole  num- 
ber of  patients  under  treiatmelit  during  the

Showing  a  gradual  increase  during  each  succeeding  year 
id^er  die  preceding  one.  It  also  appears  that  the  whole  naifih 
ber  who  have  been  at  the  Asylum  since  its  opening  is  464 

That  the  number  cured  is 161 

or,  in  other  words,  that  about  one  third  of  the  whole  num* 
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ber  ever  admitted,  have  returned  to  their  families  and  their 
friends  completely  restored,  ^his  number  would  have  been 
considerably  larger,  had  not  many,  from  want  of  fundSi  beea 
prematurely  removed  from  the  institution,  of  whose  recove- 
ry the  strongest  hopes  were  entertained.  It  may  be  proper 
also  to  add,  that  there  are  now  at  the  Asylum  one  hundred 
patients,  a  good  proportion  of  whom  are  improving  almost 
daily,  and  whose  complete  restoration  to  mental  soundness  is 
supposed  to  be  not  very  remote. 

These  facts  clearly  evince  the  increasing  prosperity  of  the 
Asylum,  and  verify  the  predictions  of  its  early  friends,  who 
were  earnest  in  the  belief  that  if  once  establie^ed  and  in  op- 
eration, it  would  be  the  means  of  accomplishing  great  good 
in  restoring  to  sanity  and  to  hapfHuess  many  who  had  long 
been  living  lives  of  wretchedness,  -without  being  caied  lor, 
and  suffering  all  the  horrors  the  illusions  of  a  disordered  in- 
tellect occasioned. 

The  receipts  of  the  Asylum  during  the  past  year,  from  the 
board  of  patients,  has  been  fully  equal  to  its  current  expen- 
•ditures,  notwithstanding  the  increased  price  of  provisions.

The  excess  of  wood,  provisions,  and  other  articles  of  con- 
sumption now  on  hand  over  last  year,  will,  however,  nearly 
or  quite  balance  this  deficit,  more  apparent  than  real,  so  tha^ 
in  fact  the  nominal  funds  of  the  Asylum  do  not  vary  much 
at  the  termination  of  the  present  from  last  year,  while  con- 
siderable additions  have  been  made  to  its  permanent  improve-' 
ments.  „  ,^,    ,.,  ^^, 

Daily  exercise  has  been  found  beneficial,  in  most  mstahces^ 
to  the  insane,  and  highly  conducive  to  their  recovery.  The 
physical  health,  which  by  a  life  of  inactivity  and  long  con*' 
finement  in  the  halls  of  a  hospital,  would  of  Eecessity  he* 
come  delicate,  is,  by  exercise,  kept  vigorous,  and  the  mind 
being  diverted  and  entertained,  is  freed  from  the  vagaries  to 
which  it  would  otherwise  be  subject.  Considerable  efort 
has  been  made  to  afford  to  all  patients  at  the  Asylum,  to 
whom  it  was  thought  beneficial,  such  exercise  as  the  partic- 
ular case  of  each  seemed  to  demand.  Some,  among  the 
male  patients,  have  spent  portions  of  the^day  upon  the  farm 
and  in  the  workshop  ,*  others,  to  whom  it  was  apprehended 
these  employments  might  be  prejudicial,  have  taken  exercise 
in  walking.  Many  of  the  female  patients  occupy  portions  of 
their  time  in  pursuits  of  a  domestic  nature,  and  occasionally 
in  riding.  The  great  object  has  been  to  furnish  to  the  pa- 
tient such  exercise  as  shall  divert  and  entertain  his  mind,  .at 
the  same  time  that  it  stjrengthens  and  invigorates  his  body. 

The  Trustees  very  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt 
from  the  Hon.  Samuel  Bell  of  Chester^  of  a  liberal  donation 
for  the  purchase  of  a  library  for  the  Asylum.  Some  two 
hundred  and  fifty  volumes  of  standard  popular  works  have 
been  procured  with  it,  and  a  want  which  has  for  a  long  time 
been  felt,  is  now  no  longer  experienced.  The  minds  of  a 
large  number  of  patients  are  generally  in  such  a  state  as  to 
derive  great  benefit  from  suitaJble  reading.     Their. thoughts 
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kte  diverted  fiMlh*  thcfiti&dtves'dild  (Heir  Ini^fortunesy  and  in 
Hie  entertaiDmeBt  of  an  agreeable  book,  they  forget  the  ne- 
e^s^ry  discif^litf^  Md  cbbfitaem^nt  of  the  hospital.  Gould 
the  liberal  dbh6r  of  this  library  witness  but  for  a  few  din^ 
only,  the  ha^piiiiess  it  affords  the  unfortunate  persons  tot 
whose  use  it  is  intended,  he  would  experience  emotions  of 
pleasure  of  ho  ordidAify.kind — an  inward  satisfaction  mon 
grateful  to  a  benevolent  heart  than  the  most  sincere  thanls 
of  the  friends  bf  the  in'slttutiota.  Which,  in  their  behalf,  it  is 
at  this  time  dtir  privilege  thus  publicly  to  tender  him. 

Sfany  thanks  kre  also  due  to  Dr.  L.  V.  Bell,  of  the  Me- 
li^ah  Asylum,  fbr  a  splendid  Topographical  and  GeologifUl 
taiap  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  * 

The  attention  of  the  public  has  of  late  been  aomewhit 
awakened  to  the  danger  of  the  poTicy  pursued  by  n^any'bf 
the  towns  of  this  State,  in  supporting  th^ir  insane  paupers 
Upon  the  poor  flti'ms.  We  were  not  aware  that  this  practiot 
t^vaildd  so  generally,  as  upon  inquiry  We  fiiid  that  it  does. 
Prdm  authentic  sources,  we  Are  informed  that  in  eight  of 
the  twenty-four  toW^ns  in  Merrimack  county,  haring  an  ag^ 
gte^ate  ^pulation  of  some  tweke  thousand,  there  are  eigb^ 
tten  in^be  paupers,  part  of  whom  aire  sfipported  apon  the 
tbWn  farms,  and  part  set  up  and  bid  off  at  auction,  from  year 
to  year,  to  be  "kept  and  maintained  by  the  lowest  bidder* 
^is  practice,  viewed  in  any  light  it'ttiliy  present  itself,  is 
neither  just,  humane,  or  economical.  There  isbntafkiitt 
^osp^t  that  the  tictim  of  insanity,  Wtod(iring  neglect^ 
)ibout  the  fields  and  6v^r  the  highways,  br  as  is  nbt  unfie- 
^ttentty  the  cadie,  ibdktvefated  in  s6me  rettiote  room  or  shed, 
that  his  ravings  mav  not  be  heard,  dan  ^Ver  be  restored  t6 
to^ison  and  to  happiriess.  ^'e  'ti^ament  he  dkily  ezpett- 
erfCes,  iiidtci^  of  toothing,  irritkt^  ^nd  excites  bis  disord» 
W  mihd,  imd  his  insanity  becoiU^s  by  degrees  more  invel- 
eMe,  and  ere  long  hbpeless.  Neither,  if  the  ii^terest  of  the 
toini  is  Consulted,  can  this  practice  be  recomniedded.  Ex- 
|>erTence  hils  proVed  fully  the  danger  6f  havibg  insane  pe^ 
kdris  kept  iipoti  the  ftrms  designed  as  the  homes  of  the  towti^ 
|Kk>r,  almost  imposisible,  as  it  is,  that  a  {^r^6per  degree  of 
%atchfhlhess  shbulil  be  exercis^  over  them.  WitUn  tlie 
|iest  year,  If  wo  fnstatices  have  occurred,  Which  seem  to  show 
clearly  the  trUth  bf  this  remark.  A  few  itibntlis  dnce,  tM 
ham  on  the  poor-farm  at  AmheMt  wto  ifet  on  b«  by  a  wd- 
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man  who  was  supported  by  the  town,  and  wholly  destroyedi 
together  with  a  large  number  of  cattle,  atid  many  of  the  ag«« 
ricultural  tools  upon  the  farm.  The  loss  was  estimated  at, 
$2,600.  There  is  now  at  the  Asylum,  a  man  who  recently 
attempted  to  bum  the  house  of  the  Wilton  poor^farm,  by  a 
train  of  gun  powder  laid  in  the  garret,  but  which  fortu^ 
nately  was  seasonably  discovered.  If  the  support  of  insane 
paupers  is  considerod  as  a  burden,  in  any  degree,  upon 
towns,  and  one  from  which  they  would  gladly  be  relicTed/ 
tl^e  course  adopted  is  but  little  calculated  to  effect  the  ena 
desired,  for  rare  indeed  are  the  cases  of  recovery  under  such^ 
treatment.  Pecuniary  interest  and  th^  voice  of  humanity 
anite  iu  urging  the  duty  of  extending  to  persons  afflicteo^ 
with  that  most  serious  of  all  calamities,  a  dethronement  o/ 
their  reasoning  powers,  such  means  as  are  waII  calculated  to 
afford  hopes  of  recovery. 

The  Trustees  have  been  induced  to  allude  thus  to  this 
subject,  frprn  a  belief  that  it  was  in  discharge  of  a  duty, 
they,  as  men  true  to  the  honorable  station  assigned  them^ 
owe  not  only  to  the  unfortunate  insane,  but  to  the  public, — 
If  the  data  afforded!  by  the  eight  towns  before  alluded  to, 
will  Ijold  true  in  regard  to  th^  renaaining  towns  of  the  StatOi 
there  are  at  this  time  several  hundred  insane  paupers  sup* 
ported  upon  poor-farms,  or  disposed  of  from  time  to  time  at 
auction.  The  great,  number  of  lives  thus  endangered  and 
the  large  amount  of  property  continually  exposed,  a  little 
reflection  will  suggest  to  every  intelligent  mind. 

The  number  of  patients. noW,  at  the  Asylum,  as  will  be 
teen  by  reference  to  the  Report  of  tl^e  Superintendent,  is 
one  hundred.  TJie  malea  occupy  the  north  wing  and  the 
females  the  smith  wing  of  the  i:u>spital  building.  The  pa* 
tients  iu  each  wjug  afe  classified  according  to  the  degress 
and  phMses  of  their  insanity  ;  the  different  classes  occupying 
different  halls.  Each  hall  has  accommodations  for  sixteen 
patients,  and  the  whole  building  is  filled  by  ninety<-6ix.  The 
different  classes,  however,  rarely  if  ever  contain  equal  num- 
bers ;  some  having  more  and  others  less  than  sixteen.  Con- 
sequently when  the  hospital  is*  full,  as  at  present  it  is,  some 
of  the  halls  must  necessarily  be  occupied  by  a  large;  num* 
ber  than  they  were  designed  to  accommodate,  while  at  tbe 
same  time,  others  will  be  but  partially  filled.  This  incon- 
venience has  been  more  sensibly  experienced  the  past  year 
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than  ever  beforoi  and  if,  during  the  coming  year,  there 
should  be  the  same  increase  of  applications  for  admission  as 
there  have  been  heretofore,  the  Asylum  will  be  incapable  of 
receiving  all  who  may  apply. 

As  before  intimated,  the  condition  of  the  Asylum  at  this 
t^me  is  as  prosperous  as  at  any  period  since  its  establish- 
ment. For  information  more  in  detail,  the  friends  of  the  in- 
stitution are  referred  to  the  report  of  our  excellent  Superin- 
tendent, Dr.  M'Ffurland.  It  is  a  duty  we  owe  him  to  say, 
that  no  small  share  of  the  present  prosperity  of  the  hospital, 
is  the  result  of  his  eminent  skill  as  a  physician  of  the  insane 
and  of  his  unwearied  watchfulness  over  every  interest  per- 
taining to  the  Asylum. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  our  former  able  and  devoted  Su- 
perintendent, Dr.  Chandler,  it  was  a  matter  of  very  deep 
anxiety  to  the  Trustees,  to  procure  stich  a  successor  as 
would  be  fully  equal  to  the  arduous  and  delicate  duties  of  the 
station  left  vacant.  His  gentlemanly  deportment  and  earnest 
benevolence  as  a  man,  'have  won  as  well  the  affections  of 
the  unfortunate  persons  of  his  charge  as  the  esteem  of  every 
member  of  this  board  ;  while  the  success  that  has  followed 
his  efforts  as  superintendent,  entitles  him  to  the  full  confi* 
dence  of  the  public  generally.

The  year  that  has  elapsed  since  the  date  of 
the  last  annual  report,  has  been  niarked  by  no  unusual  occur^ 
rence.  No  preysuling  sickness  has  risited  us ;  no  serious  ac- 
cidenty  to  which  the  insane  and  those  in  attendance  upon 
them  are  so  peculiarly  liable,  has  occurred ;  no  instance  of 
snieide  has  been  suffered  to  mar  our  records ;  and  upon  clos-* 
ing  the  summary  of  results,  I  am  happy  to  obserre  that,  in  no 
pEecediog  year,  has  the  success  of  the  institution,  in  accom- 
piirfiing  the  objects  of  its  formation,  been  more  signally 
manifest.

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Of  the  nine  deaths  the  past  year,  three  were  from  nervoas 
exhaustion,  or  the  marasmus  of  the  iusane— the  natural  ter- 
minatioa  of  acute  mania — a  disease  marked  by  the  gradual 
peldiog  of  the  bodily  powers  to  the  force  of  mental  excite* 
ment.  None  of  these  had  been  insane  less  than  seven  years; 
one  had  been  insane  thirteen,  and  another  twenty-eight 
years.  The  fourth  case  was  a  man  seventy  years  of  age, 
who  died  of  consumption  of  many  years  standing.  He  had 
been  insane  iwenty-two  years,  part  of  which  time  he  had 
spent  in  an  Asylum  in  a  neighboring  State.  For  several 
years  previous  to  his  admission  here,  his  life  had  been  one 
of  exposure  and  suffering,  laying  the  foundation  of  the  dis- 
ease which  proved  fatal. 

The  fifth  case  was  a  youfig  and  interesting  lady,  whom 
long  contmued  ill  health  had  made  insane.  She  was 
brought  to  the  Asylum  on  a  bed,  and  after  several  weeks  of 
suffering,  borne  with  heroic  fortitude,  terminated  a  painful 
existence.  The  sixth  case  was  that  of  a  patient  entirely 
demented  and  helpless,  from  paralysis,  who  died  thirty-six 
hours  after  a  shock  of  unusual  severity.  He  had  been  in- 
sane five  years.  In  no  one  of  the  above  named. cases,  did  a 
ray  of  hope  of  recovery  exist. 

The  seventh  case  was  a  female  who  came  to  the  Asylum 
with  violent  mania.  Naturally  feeble  at>d  delicate^  the  pow- 
ers of  the  system  were  inadequate  to  sustain  an  excitement 
of  mind  for  any  lengthened  period.  Unfortunately,  before 
reaching  the  Asylum,  her  friends  were  induced  to  consult  a 
physician  unacquainted  with  her  while  in  health,  who  pre- 
scribed a  copious  bleeding.  From  the  effects  of  this  mea- 
sure, she  sank  rapidly,  and  died  in  about  four  days  after  her 
admission. 

The  eighth  case  was  a  man  sixty-eight  years  of  age,  who 
died  of  a  disease  of  the  heart  of  long  standing. 

The  ninth  case  was  that  of  a  lady  somewhat  advanced  in 
years,  and  more  than  twenty  years  insane,  who  retired  at 
night  as  usual,  and  was  found  by  her  nurse  in  the  moroing, 
dead  in  her  bed.  From  symptoms  previously  extsting,  no 
doubt  was  entertained  that  apoplexy  was  the  eauae  of  death. 

If  the  admission  of  cases  could  be  limited  to  tboae  not 
complicated  with  physical  disease,  suppoaiog  such  caws  to 
exist,  the  ratio  of  mortality  could  be  brought  nettror  a  nu- 
merically similar  class,  in  other  places  of  aaaocoliony  but 
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the  eo-^xistenee  of  epilepsy  or  paralysis,  diseases  inevitably 
fatal,  should  be  no  barrier  to  the  admission  of  the  sufferer 
imo  an  asyhim  designed  to  extend  its  advantages  wherever 
most  needed,  althoagh  they  may  increase  its  average  mor- 
tahty. 

The  number  of  recoveries  compares  favorably  with  other 
similar  institutions.  Several  circumstances,  however,  place 
this  institution  in  comparison  with '  many  others,  in  an  u»- 
fkrorable  position.  Few  patients  are  admitted  to  this  Asy- 
Imn  by  courts,  whose  power  and  pecuniary  resources  allow 
a  lengthened  trial  of  curative  measures,  and  where  a  dis- 
charge is  made  only  upon  the  certificate  of  the  physician. 

Most  patients  at  this  institution  are  received  from  a  class 
whose  pecuniary  ability  is  limited,  and  who  must,  therefore, 
be  content  with  an  insufficient  trial,  unless  the  prospect  of 
recovery  is  nearly  certain. 

The  possession  of  funds  enables  a  large  number  of  hospi- 
tals for  the  insane  to  continue  at  their  own  expense  the  re^ 
sidence  of  indigent  patients  till  a  fair  trial  is  made.  As  » 
strictly  self-supporting  public  institution  for  the  cure  and  re*- 
lief  of  the  insane,  we  believe  this  stands  alone — all  others 
in  this  country,  receiving  some  aid  from  vested  funds,  or  an* 
nual  State  appropriations. 

For  reasons  above  mentioned,  we  are  compelled  to  wit- 
ness the  removal  of  patients  prematurely,  who  afforded 
strong  grounds  of  hope  of  recovery,  if  suffered  to  remain 
longer  under  treatment. 

<<  It  is  a  pertinent  and  truly  instructive  fact,  that  at  the 
Retreat,  near  York,  England,  an  institution  where  provision 
is  made  for  retaining  every  patient  snfficiently  long  to  make  a 
satisfactory  trial  of  his  curability,  more  than  thirty-five  of 
every  hundred  that  were  cured,  did  not  recover  till  after  they 
had  been  in  the  Asylum  more  than  one  year.  This  is  a  strik- 
ing comment  upon  the  practice  so  prevalent  in  this  country, 
of  removing  a  patient  from  the  institution  in  which  they  are 
placed,  if  a  cure  is  not  effected  in  a  few  weeks  or  months." 
— Eakle.     Bloomingdale  Hospital  Report 

Onr  internal  arrangements  are  the  same  as  reported  at  your 
last  asnual  meeting.  The  year  has  been  one,  which  to  the 
inmates,  has  passed  pleasantly ;  little  time  having  been  spent 
in  Uslk^  inactivity,  as  all  employed  have  endeavored  to 
bring  around  ttwir  several  departments  of  duty,  ever  varying 
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sources  of  employment  and  recreation.  For  this  inftportanC 
end  our  means  the  past  year  have  been  somewhat  increased^ 
Private  munificence  has  supplied  us  with  a  library  of  aboat 
250  volumes  of  select  workk  This  is  thrown  opes  to  the 
use  of  all  to  whom  reading  would  afford  interesting  employ- 
ment, and  many  who  would  otherwise  spend  their  time  in 
pursuing  the  phantoms  of  a  disordered  imagination,  forget 
their  delusions  in  the  delightful  creatk>ns  of  Scott,  Sher* 
wood,  Edgeworth  or  Hannah  More,  or  become  absorbed  in 
the  many  excellent  works  on  Science,  Biography,  and  His* 
tory,  so  cheaply  and  abundantly  fornished  by  Harper's  Fam- 
ily Library. 

Musical  concerts  have  been  held  regularly  through  the 
autumn,  winter  and  spring,  and  an  occasional  dancing  party^ 
made  up  among  the  convalescent  patients,  has  added  hUarity 
to  the  long  evenings  of  winter.  Since  the  commencement 
of  warm  weather,  one  of  the  attendants,  skilled  in  military 
tactics,  has  organized  a  company,  who  once  or  twice  a  week 
marshal  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  the  Asylum,  and  to  the 
music  of  drum  and  fife,  perform  evolutions  much  to  their 
own  amusement  and  improvement.  The  quiet  games  of 
chess,  chequers,  and  backgammon,  and  more  than  idl,  books 
and  newspaper  reading,  fill  up  many  vacant  hours. 

For  the  females,  needle  work  and  domestic  labor,  the 
management  and  rearing  of  singing  birds,  and  the  cultivation 
of  flowers,  afford  never  failing  sources  of  enjoyment.  It 
may  be  remarked,  however,  in  passing,  that  great  diversity 
exists  in  the  habits  which  different  patients  bring  to  the  Asy- 
lum, affecting  greatly  the  kind  and  amount  of  employmeat 
or  diversion  necessary  for  their  enjoyment.  To  some,  con- 
finement is  no  privation,  and  no  means  seem  called  for  to  re* 
lieve  its  tedium.  Differently  constituted  minds,  however^ 
require  constant  and  ever  varying  occupation.  If  left  to  the 
silent  influence  of  their  undirected  thoughts,  they  invariably 
become  more  insane;  their  delusions  acquire  a  more  fiuoed 
character,  or  the  mind  sinks  into  a  condition  of  melancholy, 
rarely  relieved. 

It  is  conceded  that  success  in  the  treatment  of  Uie  insane, 
in  a  great  measure  depends  upon  the  systemalie  application 
of  such  means  as  divert  attention  from  existing  delnaioos, 
and  we  think  it  may  also  be  added,  that  in  order  that  thi» 
system  be  perfected,  the  means  used  shonld  never  be  suffer- 
ed to  become  tedious  from  frequent  repetition. 
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As  was  remarked  in  the  last  Annaal  Report,  labor  upon 
the  farm  assumes  the  first  ranhr  as  acarative  meads.  Every 
amusement,  and  nearly  every  other  employment,  has  it^ 
limits  in  satiety,  but  agriculture  and  gardening  are  means  of 
employment  which  never  weary  the  sense.  Few  persons 
can  pass  over  a  well  conducted  farm,  without  a  feeling  of 
pleasant  satisfaction,  afforded  by  nobther  object,  and  we  note 
the  fact,  that  few  of  our  patients  return  from  field  labor, 
without  at  least  temporary  improvement.  However  morose 
a  patient  may  be  when  he  commences  his  allotted  employ* 
ment,  the  completion  of  some  laudable  undertaking,  dissi- 
pates his  melancholy  or  discontent,  and  he  returns  from  his 
labor,  with  a  countenance  lighted  up  with  a  highly  bene*- 
ficial  sentiment  of  self-approbation.

In  a  majoity  of  cases  admitted  the  past  year,  hereditary 
predisposition  to  insanity  existed.  Where  a  strong  family 
tendency  to  this  rdalady  exists,  the  assignment  of  a  cause 
for  the  special  attack  seems  unnecessary,  as  in  most  instances 
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the  alleged  cause  is  too  tririal  to  be  adimtted.  We  deem  it 
sufficient,  therefore,  in  suet  an  instance,  to  place  heieditary 
predisposition  among  the  causes  of  insanity. 

Did  we  know  the  pathological  condition  of  the  brain  in 
every  such  instance,  we  might  make  an  analysis  of  the  stats 
which  is  termed  in  language  somewhat,  too  generid,  heredita* 
ry  predisposition.  But  when  several  members  of  a&milf 
of  insane  ancestry  become  insane  in  succession,  witboot 
known  cause,  it  would  appear  unnecessary  to  go  far  iaseareh 
of  one.  That  the  knowledge  of  the  subject,  in  the  possess- 
ion of  physicians  and  psycholc^ists,  is  not  sufficient  to  solve 
the  mystery  attending  its  investigation  is  cwtaia ;  that  it 
ever  will  become  so,  is  not  probable. 

General  causes,  or  those  which  operate  upon  massses  of 
society,  such  as  periods  of  religious,  political  or  commeieial 
excitement,  erroneous  systems  of  education  or  habits  of  life, 
act  not  so  much  in  the  production  of  individual  cases  of  in- 
sanity, as  in  the  induction  of  that  predisposition  to  a  class 
of  nervous  affections,,  of  which  insanity  is  purely  a  sequence. 

A  supposed  case  may  best  illustrate  this  posiiioD.  Mr.  A. 
fi.,  early  in  life,  embarks  in  the  mercantile  profession.  With- 
out capital,  and  before  his  physical  system  is  perfected,  he 
is  subject  to  the  harrassing  alternation  of  suspense  and  ap- 
prehension, incident  to  periods  of  commercial  fluctuation. — 
With  fortune  at  the  mercy  of  the  elements^  and  success  or 
ruin  often  at  the  cast  of  the  die,  with  no  exercise  of  body  or 
relaxation  of  mind,  it  is  not  in  the  laws  of  our  being  that 
ill  consequences  will  not  follow.  He  may  pass  through  life, 
it  is  true,  without  mental  derangement,  but  the  close  obser- 
ver too  often  witnesses  the  approach  of  that  mental  obliqni- 
ty,  to  be  followed  in  a  succeeding  generation  by  unequivo- 
cal insanity  or  idiocy.  Such  is  the  genealogical  history  of 
many  an  unfortunate  inmate  of  thi^  institution. 

From  the  past  year's  experience^  and  especially  from  the 
records  of  preceding  years,  it  appears  that  an  undue  concen- 
tration of  the  powers  of  the  mind  upon  one  subject,  to  the 
exclusion  of  that  diversity  of  thought  so  essential  to  the 
health  of  the  mental  faculties,  has  becQ  prominent  ^amoog 
the  special  causes  of  insanity. 

Tf  the  brain  be  in  reality  a  congeries  of  distinct  <»gaB8, 
having  for  their  object  the  elaboration  of  thought,  no  more 
surprise  could  be  manifested  that  the  constant  effort  to  8ol?« 
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tiie  mysteries  of  one  subject,  and  thus  keep  in  long  continu- 
ed and  severe  action  one  class  of  mental  faculties,  should 
produce  insanity,  than  that  the  muscles  become  fatigued  by 
oyer  exercise. 

No  cause  has  contributed  to  send  to  this  institution,  espe* 
cially  in  former  yearsf  more  cases  than  the  effort  of  minds 
of  limited  capacity  to*  comprehend  subjects  which  more  vig- 
orous and  better  disciplined  minds  pass  as  incomprehensible. 
To  a  brain  of  good  development,  the  study  of  abstruse  sub- 
jects is  doubtless  an  exercise  not  only  harmless  in  its  effects, 
but  even  calculated  to  give  the  mind  additional  vigor,  while 
to  a  mind  little  indebted  for  natural  strength,  and  unculti- 
vated by  the  necessary  discipline,  such  exercises,  uninter- 
ruptedly pursued,  frequently  produce  insanity. 

The  Philosopher  in  Rasselas,  who,  from  long  continued 
study  of  astronomy,  fancied  that  the  sun  and  stars  revolved 
only  at  his  command,  aud  the  clouds  discharged  their  rain 
at  his  bidding,  is  a  correct  portraiture  of  this  form  of  mental 
derangement.  While  nothing  in  these  facts  should  have  the 
effect  to  lessen  the  zeal  of  any  in  the  pursuit  of  even  the 
higher  grades  of  study,  they  should  tend  to  produce  such  a 
diversity  in  the  range  of  thought,  that  no  undue  burden 
should  be  laid  upon  any  of  those  individual  faculties  of  the 
mind,  which  being  the  only  monitors  of  their  own  condi- 
tion, give  no  warning  of  any  of  the  dreadful  evils  which 
follow  their  over  exercise. 

More  ^specially  should  these  considerations  have  weight 
in  the  study  of  the  all-important  truths  of  Holy  Writ. 
As  this  class  of  studies  is  most  engrossing,  from  its  impor- 
tance, and  opens  so  wide  a  field  for  speculative  inquiry,  so 
the  delusions  which  arise  from  ill-directed  research,  engraft 
themselves  most  fo/cibly  upon  the  imagination.  To  a  young 
person  of  nervous  temperament,  the  mischief  which  arises 
from  an  ill  balanced  exercise  of  the  higher  aspirations  of  our 
nature,  is  too  frequently  accomplished,  before  its  approach  is 
perceived. 

If  insanity^  dyspepsia,  and  organic  disease  of  the  heart, 
all  of  which,  according  to  the  best  modern  medical  authori- 
ties, are  indirectly  traceable  to  causes  operating  upon  the 
mind,  are  upon  the  increase,  as  appears  from  general  statis- 
tics, a  ready  cause  exists  in  the  system  of  forced  cultivation 
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to  which  the  mind  is  too  generally  subjected,  especially  in 
this  country. 

It  appears  from  the  reports  of  the  English  and  Contioeo- 
tal  Lunatic  Asylums,  that  physical  causes,  such  as  intemper- 
ance, want,  direct  injury  or  self-abuse,  &>c.,  bear  much  the 
highest  proportion,  while  in  this  country,  moral  causes,  such 
as  an  undue  sway  of  the  passions,  over  exercise  of  the  in- 
tellectual organs,  &c.,  obtain  in  like  ratio.  This  is  the  con- 
clusion to  which  the  condition  of  society  in  the  seTenl 
countries  would  lead  us.  With  the  blessings  of  the  social 
state  enjoyed  by  our  population,  ibe  commotions  incident  to 
a  condition  of  society  where  there  exist  no  hereditary  dis- 
tinctions, produce  a  class  of  cases  differing  essentially  from 
those  of  individuals  who,  having  little  to  expect  beyond  the 
sphere  of  their  birth,  yield  themselves  to  an  extent  of  phys- 
ical abuse  unknown  among  our  population. 

Thirty-eight  have  left  the  Asylum  the  past  year,  to  ap- 
pearance, entirely  recovered. 

Of  the  forty  who  were  removed  without  recovery,  rather 
more  than  one  half  left  for  watit  of  means  to  give  curative 
measures  a  fair  trial.  Many  of  these  are  so  violent  in  their 
propensities,  that  restraints  must  be  used  to  protect  them- 
selves from  self-injury,  or  secure  the  lives  and  property  of 
their  friends  and  the  public.  Two,  recently  heard  from,  are 
confined  in  strong  rooms,  fitted  up  for  their  safe  keeping. 
Both  of  these  are  young  persons,  both  females,  and  one  was 
removed  from  the  Asylum  when  affording  high  hopes  of  en- 
tire recovery.  While  we  point  with  much  satisfaction  to 
the  success  of  the  institution  in  relieving  this  class  of  suf- 
ferers, the  melancholy  fact  presents  itself,  that  its  benefits,  in 
many  instances,  fail  to  reach  those  whose  moral  claim  upon 
its  advantages,  is  particularly  strong.  The  wealthy  feel  the 
burden  of  supporting  insane  friends  comparatively  little;  the 
absolutely  pennyless  often  obtain  admission  through  the  aid 
of  counties  and  towns,  they  assuming  the  payment  of  their 
expenses.  It  is  the  large  class  of  the  people,  in  slender  ci^ 
cumstances,  who  are  not  totally  without  means,  and  yet 
whose  ability  does  not  permit  the  payment  of  jhe  expenses 
of  board  and  medical  treatment,  to  whom  the  doors  of  the 
Asylum  are,  under  existing  circumstances,  closed.  Such  an 
exigency  as  the  support  of  an  insane  friend,  has  not  been 
provided  for  in  the  calculation  of  family  expenditures,  and 
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should  such  a  demand  occur,  it  finds  them  destitnle  of  the 
means  of  providing  for  the  greatest  of  human  calamities. 

From  recent  investigations,  the  assertion  may  safely  be 
made,  that  there  are  now  in  the  State,  persons  absolutely 
demanding  the  advantages  which  only  a  Hospital  for  the  in-* 
sane  can  alTord,  sufficienjtly  numerous  to  fill  a  building  equal- 
ly capacious  vrith  this,  omitting  the  still  larger  class  of  quiet 
and  incurable  patients,  who  may,  with  more  propriety,  re* 
ceive  the  necessary  attention  from  their  friends  at  home. 

The  experience  of  more  than  four  years  demonstrates  that 
the  Asylum  needs  no  assistance  in  the  payment  of  its  ordina- 
ry current  expenses,  unless  accidental  circumstances  should, 
for  a  considerable  period,  enhance  the  price  of  articles  of  liv- 
ing, or  an  outlay  for  necessary  permanent  improvements  be 
urgently  called  for.  Considered  merely  as  a  piece  of  State 
property,  its  value  is  annually  increasing.  Its  prospects  of 
high  usefulness  were  never  more  flattering. 

Viewing  daily  and  hourly  the  influence  of  the  means  in 
use  within  its  walls,  the  undersigned  can  only  regret  that  so 
many  are  excluded  from  all  participation  in  the  enjoyment 
of  what  was  intended  as  a  purely  philanthropic  institution; 
The  compensation  of  its  officers  being  entirely  independent 
of  the  number  of  patiwts  under  treatment,  or  the  pecuniary 
receipts,  the  institution  cannot  incur  the  imputation  of 
self  interest,  in  wishing  its  advantages  most  widely  diffused. 
An  addition  to  its  number  of  inmates,  only  adds  to  the  cares, 
labors  and  responsibilities  of  its  officers. 

Occupying  a  position  where  tbe  wants  of  a  suffering  class 
of  our  fellow  beings  are  especially  manifest,  the  undersigned 
only  performs  a  duty,  in  drawing  the  attention  of  those  hav-* 
ing  the  means  of  relief  at  their  disposal,  to  the  urgency  of 
the  subject. 

It  appears  from  the  treasury  report,  that  the  receipts  for 
the  support  of  patients,  have  been  sufficient  to  meet  the 
current  expenses  of  the  Asylum.  The  erection  of  an^  addi- 
tional building  for  a  corn-barn  and  place  of  storage,  the  set- 
ting of  a  new  water  tank,  and  an  additional  copper  boiler  of 
large  dimensions,  and  several  other  expenditures  for  perma- 
nent improvements,  create  a  small  deficit  in  the  amount  now 
due  on  the  Asylum  books.  Notwithstanding  an  increase 
of  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  to  the  ordinary  prices  of 
the  staple  articles  of  provisions,  it  is  fortunate  that  the  pres- 
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ent  oondhioti  of  the  fimnces  of  the  Asylum  create  oo  itt> 
perative  demand  for  an  addition  to  the  ratee  of  bowd. — 
Should,  howmtr^  the  preseat  high  prices  of  articles  of  eon- 
sumption  be  inaintaioed,  we  can  hardly  hope  to  meet  our 
eorreot  expeims,  with  the  present  low  prices  ef  board. 

While  it  is  a  truth  that  the  insane  cannot  receive  those 
attentions  thetr  condition  demands,  for  a  less  sum  than  li 
charged  here,  it  is  equally  true,  that  without  the  most  striel 
economy,  the  Asylmn  must  place  a  still  greater  distance  be- 
tween itself  and  those  who  demand  its  benefits. 

The  institution  has  been,  the  past  year,  filled  with  in- 
mates. A  few  apartments  have  been  vacant  in  the  apptr 
female  waid,  which  is  especkdly  devoted  to  the  very  qui^ 
and  the  sick.  The  male  apartments  have  been  unintem^C- 
edly  full,  and  we  are  now  forced  to  a  measure,  always  unpleas- 
ant, of  occasionally  placing  two  very  quiet  and  convalesoeat 
patients  into  one  i^partment. 

With  regard  to  additions  to  the  building,  the  undersigned 
san  only  refer  to  the  suggestions  of  the  last  annual  report  as 
being  equally  urgent  in  their  present  application^  at  the  same 
time  venturing  the  hope,  that  should  such  a  measure  be  re- 
solved on,  agreeably  to  the  report  of  the  committee  upon 
the  subject  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  crown- 
ing act  of  justice  may  also  be  done,  of  making  some  ]»o- 
vision  for  that  particularly  distressed  and  unfortunate  class 
---the  Indigent  Insane.

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Good  health,  propriety  of  condact,  and  perseveriDg  iodostrfr 
with  very  few  exceptions,  have  attended  and  characterized 
the  labors  of  the  convicts  since  the  period  of  my  last  anmnl 
communication.  There  have  been  no  escapes,  and  compao- 
tively  few  violations  of  discipline.  Upon  the  greater  po^ 
tion  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  so  far  as  present  cop- 
duct  and  appearances  are  concerned,  it  might  justly  be  said 
that  punishment  has  wrought,  or  is  producing,  its  designed 
end — ^the  improvement  and  reformation  of  the  punished. 

During  the  past  year,  as  heretofore,  I  have  endeavored  to 
maintain  and  continue  the  same  mild,  but  decided  system  of 
governing  the  prisoners,  to  which  I  referred  at  some  length 
in  my  last  report.  Another  year's  experience  has  only 
strengthened  and  confirmed  my  convictions,  not  merely  of 
its  practicability,  but  of  its  immense  superiority  as  a  reform- 
atory agent,  over  any  severe,  rigid  and  arbitrary  method  of 
controlling  even  the  worsf  of  men. 

In  sustaining  the  discpline  of  the  institution,  as  well  as 
in  its  general  management,  I  have  been  constantly  and  futb- 
fuUy  aided  by  the  officers  and  men  under  my  control  The 
diligent  labors  of  the  Chaplain,  whose  accompanying  report 
will  show  more  particularly  the  measures  pursued  for  the 
mental,  moral  and' religious  instruction  and  impro?ement  of 
the  convicts,  have  contributed  much  to  an  easy  and  success 
ful  administration  of  the  government  of  the  Prison. 

A  variety  of  circumstances  have  combined  to  render  the 

operations  of  the  Prison  less  profitable  in  the  aggr^^e  thi» 

year  than  last.      The   average   number  of  confkts  has 

been  almost^  one-sixth  less,  while  the  expend  of  supporting 

and  superintending  the  tess  number  has  increased  instead  of 

being  proportionally  diminished.    Two  successive  changes 

of  contractors  in  the  Cabinet  shop,  have  occasioned  a  cob- 

siderable  diminution  in  the  receipts  from  that  department  of 

the  Prison.     In  February  last,  the  contractor  in  the  Smith 

shop  relinquished  his  contract  and  left  the  institution,  caify- 

ing  with  him  nearly  all  the  machinery  and  tools  pecoliv 

and  indispensable  to  a  continuance  of  the  particular  biaoeh 

of  manufactures  in  which  he  had  been  chiefly  engaged  (^ 

the  last  two  or  three  years.  No  other  contractor  offering,  w 

b^tieriog  that  the  best  interests  of  the  State  wmM  thereby 

vltimateiy  be  prooMted,  with  the  approbatioB  of  tbs  dv^' 

tore,  I  employed  sach  of  the  prisonera  as^old  jdo  it,  in  fit- 
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ting  up  new  machinery  and  tools,  to  enable  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  convicts  heretofore  employed  in  that  shop,  to  pro- 
secute successfully  the  same  business  to  which  they  had  be- 

'  come  accustomed.  The  residue  were  removed  to  a  newly 
fitted  up  shoe  shop,  where  they  have  been  and  still  are  em- 
ployed under  my  own  superintendence  and  control.  'Enter- 
ing upon  a  business  entirely  new  to  them,  their  services  were 
at  first  comparatively  unprofitable. 

In  fitting  up  the  new  Shoe  shop,  and  the  machinery  and 
tools  for  the  Smith  shop,  considerable  expense  was  unavoid- 
able, and  to  provide  the  latter  shop  with  the  stock  and  ma- 
terials necessary  to  its  successful  management,  a  coilsidera- 
ble  outlay  of  capital  was  required.  The  fhnds  for  these 
purposes  have  been  obtained,  partly  by  loans,  partly  from 
credit  given  to  the  institution,  and  in  some  degree  by  ad- 
vances  made  by  myself. 

The  subjoined  tables  exhibit  at  a  glance  the  present  con- 
dition and  fiscal  operations  of  the  Prison  during  the  past 
year.     The  actual  loss  to  the  State  from  the  whole  manage- 

.  ment  of  the  institution,  has  been  $648  52,  a  sum  believed 

*  to  be  quite  as  small  as,  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the 
case,  could  reasonably  have  been  anticipated,  and  which, 
considering  those  circumstances,  compares  favorably  with 
the  result  last  year.  For,  taking  the  aggregate  services  of 
twelve  prisoners  for  the  year,  the  average  number  .of  con- 
victs this  year  being  less  than  in  the  preceding  by  that  num- 

^  ber,  at  thirty  cents  each  per  day,  $1126  80,  and  adding 
thereto  the  excess  of  expenditures  for  clothing  and  bedding, 
provisions,  salaries,  fuel,  &c.,  this  year  over  those  of  last 
year,  $150  61,  and  the  amount  is  $1283  41.  From  this 
amount  deduct  the  actual  loss  of  the  institution  the  present 
year,  $648  52,  and  the  balance  $634  89,  is  what  would 
have  been  the  gain  to  the  institution,  upon  that  estimate, 
with  the  same  number  of  prisoners,  and  the  same  expense 
of  feeding,  clothing  and  taking  care  of  them,  this  yeat  as 
last  year.  This  sum  exceeds  the  actual  gains  of  last  year, 
as  reported,  by  the  sum  of  $39  78 — a  sufficient  deduction 

.  to  be  made  for  the  probable  loss  of  services  of  twelve  pris- 
oners by  sickness  or  otherwise. 

I  have  been  largely  indebted  to  the  Directors,  particularly 
to  His  Excellency  Governor  Colby,  for  advice  ana  assistance 
in  managing  the  financial  and  other  affaii^  <>f^  tl(^^|rison. 
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The  Physician^  to  whose  accompanying  report  I  invite  at- 
tentioni  has  promptly  and  fully  discharged  Ins  duty. 

The  accounts  for  the  year  just  closed,  as  embodied  in  the 
subjoined  statements,  have  been  audited  and  settled  by  the 
OoTemor  and  Council,  and,  with  the  proper  vouchers,  de- 
posited in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  requited 
•  by  law.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Oovemar  and  Hon.  Council  : 

Nothing  of  special  import  in  the  medical  department  of 
the  prison  has  characterized  the  present  from  the  past  year. 
The  inmates  have  suffered,  in  common  with  their  more  for- 
tunate brethren  without,  from  the  ordinary  diseases  of  the 
season.  The  bowel  complaint,  consequent  upon  the  extreme 
heats  of  summer  ;  the  bilious  and  typhoid  fevers  of  autumn  ; 
the  catarrhal  and  pulmonic  diseases  of  the  winter  and  spring 
months,  have  been  equally  prevalent  in  the  prison  as  with 
the  same  amount  of  population  abroad  ;  with  this  difference, 
however,  that  the  same  diseases  are  found  to  be  less  compli- 
cated and  more  manageable  here  ;  and  fatal  symptoms  more 
easily  obviated  than  in  private  practice.  For  this,  no  other 
reason,  perhaps,  cau  be  assigned,  than  the  prompt  attention 
every  complaint  receives  at  its  commencement,  and  the  per- 
fect control  that  can  be  exercised  over  the  convict,  in  sick- 
ness as  well  as  in  health,  in  regard  to  all  his  habits.  Regu- 
larity in  labor,  period  of  rest,  simplicity  of  food,  cleanliness, 
&c.,  being  rigidly  enforced  in  all  cases,  and  no  tampering 
with  medicine  permitted  for  imaginary  or  real  complaints, 
before  the  proper  treatment  of  the  case  can  be  adopted.  No 
complaint,  however  trivial,  escapes  the  vigilant  eye  of  the 
warden,  or  is  disregarded  by  him,  and  similar  kindness  and 
sympathy  is  manifested  to  the  sick  by  all  the  subordinate 
officers,  while  every  attempt  to  evade  labor  by  feigned  dis- 
ease is  generally  promptly  detected,  and  receives  its  appro- 
priate treatment. 

The  very  excellent  dietetic  regulations  of  the  prison,  by 
which  every  convict  is  duly  supplied  with  wholesome,  plain 
food,  in  such  quantity  and  quality  as  abundantly  to  minister 
to  every  want  of  the  system,  also  contributes  very  essential- 
ly to  the  uniform  health  that  generally  prevails  in  the  insti- 
tution, and  tends  greatly  to  lessen  the  labors  and  responsi- 
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bilities  of  the  medical  attendant.  Such  I  consider  the  per- 
fection in  this  department  of  the  prison,  that  the  domestie 
arrangement  in  many  families  would  be  greatly  improved, 
and  the  long  score  of ''  visits  and  mediein^^  much  curtailed 
by  adopting  the  present  weekly  bill  of  fare  in  respect  to  mi- 
pHcity  of  prep<iration,  due  proportion  and  regular  suecesskn 
of  animal  and  vegetable  food,  as  now  furnished  the  inmates 
of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Prison, 

The  only  eWl  experienced,  for  which  it  seems  difficult  to 
devise  an  adequate  remedy,  is  the  deficient  ventilation  in 
the  cells  of  the  otherwise  greatly  improved  prison  building. 
To  be  coAvinced  of  this  fact,  one  needs  only  to  enter  a  ed 
just  left  by  its  occupant,  or  witness  the  relief  and  improfe- 
ment  that  inmiediately  fbllows  the  removal  of  a  febrile  pt- 
tient  from  the  close,  confined  air  of  his  cell  to  the  free  at- 
mosphere of  the  hall  or  the  hospital. 

The  undersigned  has  the  satisfaction  not  to  report  any  fa- 
tal case  of  sickness  during  the  year.  The  only  death  that 
has  occurred  under  his  charge,  was  the  case  of  the  old  man, 
Chandler  Peavy,  under  sentence  for  life,  who,  after  lingeruf 
for  about  six  months  unde^  a  gradually  it)creasing  decay  of 
constitution,  died  11th  March,  at  the  advanced  age  of 
eighty-two.

CHAPLAIFS  REPORT. 


The  Chaplain  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Prison  hep 
leave  to  rqport : — 

In  imparting  moml  and  religious  instruction  to  the  con- 
victs, a  religious  service  has  been  held  in  the  ebapel  on  eaeb 
Sabbath  during  seven  months  of  the  year,  and  two  services 
oh  each  of  the  other  Sabbaths.  A  solemn  and  respectfel  de- 
portment, and  a  marked  attention  to  the  services,  have  gif^ 
proof  that  these  seasons  of  worship  were  not  unappieciated 
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or  unimproyed.  It  is  gratifying  to  the  christian  heart  to  know 
that  a  class  of  our  fellow  men,  who  of  all  others  most  need 
the  correction,  reproof  and  instruction  of  our  holy  religioQi 
and  who,  after  all  their  wanderings  from  God,  may  be  saved, 
are  not  unconscious  of  their  wantSi  noi;  oltogether  dmsless 
in  respect  to  their  religious  duties  or  their  religious  interests. 

We  humbly  trust  that  while  all  hare  been  impressed  with 
the  vast  importance  of  their  spiritual  concerns,  some  hare 
3rielded  to  these  impressions,  and  are  liring  lives  of  piety  and 
devotion.  ,^ 

Considerable  attention  has  been  paid  to  sacred  music  ^kj 
some  twenty  of  the  convicts.  Tour  chaplain  has  met  with 
them  nearly  every  week  during  the  year,  and  under  the  in- 
struction  of  one  of  their  number,  good  proficiency  has  been 
made. 

Besides  a  copy  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  each  eonvict  has 
had  weekly  a  valuable  newspaper,  and  access  to  the  prison 
library.  Some  three  hundred  volumes  of  books,  mostly 
somewhat  used,  but  generally  valuable,  bav^  been  solicited 
by  your  chaplain,  from  benevolent  individuals  in  diiSerent 
^arts  of  the  State.  They  make  a  valuable  addition  to  our 
prison  library,  and  without  eaqwose  to  the  State. 

Many  of  the  convicts  are  lovers  of  books,  and  all  with  one,, 
or  two  ezcepdotts,  can  read.    Some  attention  has  been  paid 
to  instructing  ia  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  ^,^,  and  could 
nK»e  time  be  devoted  to  this  purpose,  it  would  be  well  spent. 

In  comhiunicating  private  iqstriKstion  as  well  as  in  pqbUO| 
I  have  invariably  be^  tjre^ed  with  attention  and  .respecter- 
Two  prominent  points  have  been  kept  before  theoain  f|ll 
cases,  viz :  the  indispensableneas  of  religion  in  tbciory,  exp^ 
rience  and  praotice,  axid  >  the  great  truth,  that  alf^  howcnrer 
wcelehed  or  degraded)  ajpe  sincerely  invited  to  secure  all  its 
saving  and  eternal  benents. 

In  all  my  efforts  I  have  been  aided  and  encouraged  by  oar 
elcellent  warden  and  the  worthy  mea  employed  by  ^um  ui; 
the  govemnNdit  and  watch  of  the  prison. . .  They  have  well 
merited  what  they  are  receiving,,  the  thaaxks  of  the  prisoners 
and  the  approbation  of  oommunity.

They  meet  once  a  week,  and  annually,  by  a 
committee,  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  aflairs  of  the  bank. 

The  several  cashiers  of  the  above  named  banks  have,  as 
I  have  reason  to  believe,  furnished  every  facility  in  their 
power,  pending  my  examination  of  their  affairs,  and  made 
prompt  answers  to  all  questions  addressed  to  them  reladre 
to  the  affairs  of  the  institutions  under  their  control. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  ADJUTANT 
GENERAL. 


Adjutant  General's  GpriGE,  i 
Concord^  June  21,  1^47. 
To  His  Excellency  Jared  W.  Williaks— 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  a  general  ab- 
stract of  the  returns  of  the  militia  of  this  State,  for  the  year 
1847,  by  which  it  appears  that  the  military  strength  of  Ne^ 
Hampshire  consists  of

Field  and  staff  officers, 468 

Cavalry, 645 

Artillery, 1,716 

Infantry, 82,231 

Riflemen, 1,954 

Total, 27,066 

which  18  2514  less  than  the  number  returned  last  year. 
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The  coudensed  return  which  I  have  the  honor  of  sub- 
mitting to  your  Excellency,  furnish  the  present  amount  of 
ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  arms  and  military  equipments,  and 
instruments  of  music  in  the  care  of  the  several  regiments, 
and  of  the  Commissary  General  at  Portsmouth,  and  the  Dep- 
uty Commissary  General  at  Lancaster,  according  to  the  last 
returns  received,  and  also  of  the  Adjutant  General  at  Con- 
cord. 

I  regret  to  inform  you  that,  of  the  more  than  five  hundred 
returning  officers,  a  much  greater  number  than  usual  have 
been  reported  to  this  department  for  neglect  in  this  important 
part  of  their  duty.  The  delinquents,  however,  have  been 
notified  by  me  that  prosecutions  will  be  commenced  against 
them,  unless  they  shall  render  a  satisfactory  excuse  to  your 
Excellency. 

The  commanders  of  companies  who  have  been  inattentive 
to  their  duty  in  this  respect,  perceiving  a  determination  to 
enforce  a  strict  accountability  and  regular  annual  returns  of 
the  strength,  arms,  accoutrements,  military  stores,  musical 
instrurtients,  and  public  property  of  every  description  fur- 
nished by  the  State,  or  purchased  with  money  received  from 
fines,  may  determine  hereafter  promtly  to  attend  to  their 
duty  in  this  particular,  or  to  resign  their  offices.  It  is  fear- 
ed, however,  that  the  correction  of  this  evil  is  not  within 
the  control  of  this  department,  or  to  prevent  a  still  larger 
diminution  in  future  of  our  military  strength,  than  is  appa- 
rent from  our  returns  this  year  in  comparison  with  last  year, 
unless  some  important  changes  are  made  in  our  militia  laws. 

The  law  of  the  last  session  is  looked  upon  by  many  of  the 
best  officers  and  soldiers,  who  have  heretofore  spared  neither 
time  or  money  to  improve  themselves  in  military  discipline 
and  science,  as  legislative  discouragement,  and  a  short  expe- 
rience indicates  that  the  present  law,  requiring  the  infantry 
to  train  only  once  a  year,  will  not  be  so  generally  and  cheer- 
ftilly  complied  with,  as  the  former  law  requiring  them  to 
train  three  times. 

It  may  appear  strange  to  those  who  are  not  connected  with 
the  mililia,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true,  that  every  alteration 
in  the  laws  which  is  made  for  reducing  what  are  called  the 
burdens  of  the  militia,  such  as  increasing  the  number  of  ex- 
empts, lessening  the  amount  of  fines,  reducing  the  number 
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of  parade  days,  is  considered  by  the  militia  itself  as  legisla- 
tive discouragement. 

Should  the  legislature  think  proper,  at  its  present  session, 
to  repeal  the  act  passed  June  10,  1846,  entitled  '^An  act  in 
addition  to  and  in  amendment  of  the  militia  laws  of  this 
State,"  and  engraft  upon  our  former  system  a  school  of  in- 
struction for  officers,  like  that  proposed  at  the  last  session, 
and  concerning  which,  at  the  call  of  the  legislature,  I  gave 
my  views  more  fully,  I  have  scarcely  any  doubt  that  in  a 
short  time,  with  such  improvements  in  the  law  as  would  nat- 
urally follow,  we  should  have  a  militia  better  organized, 
better  disciplined,  better  armed  and  equipepd,  better  prepar- 
ed for  immediate  service,  and  to  protect  the  integrity  of  our 
soil  from  all  foreign  invasion  and  domestic  insurrection,  than 
any  State  in  the  Union. 

Should,  however,  the  militia  laws  remain  as  they  now 
are,  our  enrolment  will  fail,  our  officering  will  fail,  our  or- 
ganization will  fail,  our  arming  will  fail,  our  trainings  w^ill 
fail,  and  in  fact  the  institution  wholly  cease  its  practical  op- 
eration. 

The  time  has  come  for  the  decision  of  the  great  question 
whether  a  militia  shall  be  sustained  in  this  State  or  not.  It 
must  be  decided  soon,  for  upon  its  present  basis  it  cannot 
long  continue.  Some  relief  must  be  provided.  The  mili- 
tia must  be  rendered  worthy  of  public  patronage  and  receive 
legislative  encouragement,  or  it  must  fall.  Let  it  fall,  or  be 
honorably  supported. 

Whether  the  present  is  the  time  to  disregard  the  principle 
engrafted  in  our  State  and  national  constitutions,  "that  a 
well  regulated  militia  is  necessry  for  a  free  State,"  and  to 
disregard  the  best  established  axioms  of  experience,  econo- 
my and  political  wisdom  upon  this  subject,  the  legislature 
will  judge. 

"A  well  regulated  militia,"  according  to  the  constitution, 
must  be  deiBned  to  be  an  organized,  officered,  armed  and 
disciplined  militia,  trained  to  act  as  a  military  body.  It  was 
upon  a  militia  of  this  character,  which  had  rendered  us  re- 
nowned as  colonies,  that  the  chief  reliance  of  our  forefathers 
wasplaced,as  a  military  mean.  By  it  their  liberties  were  ac- 
quired, and  upon  it  they  depended  solely  for  security,  and 
ever  declared  that  the  existence  of  our  republican  instito- 
tions  would  be  endangered  without  it. 
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There  are  those,  however,  at  the  present  day,  who  con- 
tend that  the  maintenance  of  any  military  force  is  not  only 
absolutely  useless,  but  fraught  with  consequences  pernicious 
and  immoral — ^who  contend  that  forbearance  should  be  the 
great  and  only  protecting  power  of  our  country.  So  long, 
however,  as  human  nature  continues  what  it  has  been  for 
more  than  six  thousand  years  past,  passion  will  at  times,  as 
it  ever  has  done  heretofore,  gain  the  ascendency  over  reason 
and  conscience,  and  bear  away  its  subjects  in  frenzied  ani- 
mosity to  shed  the  blood  of  innocence,  make  havoc  of  the 
human  family,  and  scourge,  torture  and  oppress  mankind. 
Yaulting  ambition,  love  of  power  and  revenge,  have  hereto- 
fore spurred  men  on,-  in  all  ages  and  nations,  to  all  that  is 
cruel  and  diabolical,  and  so  long  as  man  continues  to  be  op- 
erated upon  by  the  same  passions,  feelings  and  motives  as 
he  now  does,  it  would  be  folly,  suicidal  and  ruinous,  to 
abandon  the  use  of  arms.  The  time  may  come  when  the 
implements  of  war  may  be  converted  into  implements  of 
husbandry — when  a  sound  morality  and  universal  sense  of 
jnstice  will  govern  mankind  in  all  its  relations  of  life ;  but 
such  are  not  the  characteristics  of  the  present  age,  or  the 
morality  of  the  society  in  which  we  live. 

No  country  ever  did  sustain  itself,  enforce  its  laws,  and 
maintain  its  rights,  without  a  physical  force  of  some  sort. 
It  cannot  be  a  question  whether  we  shall  have  any  force  to 
suppress  insurrections  and  repel  foreign  invasion.  The  only 
question  can  be,  if  there  is  any,  as  to  the  kind  of  force,  and 
to  what  extent.  In  a  country  vast  in  extent  as  ours,  it  would 
be  in  vain  to  think  of  making  a  standing  arm/  our  only  de-. 
fence,  even  if  it  were  constitutional  and  republican.  It  will 
ife  long  before  the  people  are  ready  to  surrender  their  arms 
to  a  standing  army,  a  mercenary  soldiery,  and  accept  in  their 
place  the  gilded  chains  of  slavery.  Upon  our  militia,  there- 
fore^  must  devolve  the  high  and  important  trusts  of  protect- 
ing our  property,  our  lives,  our  children,  our  invaluable  in- 
stitutions, and  all  that  our  country  bears  upon  its  bosom  that 
we  hold  dear.  ''A  disciplined  militia  forms  an  essential  part 
of  our  republican  system,"  said  one  of  the  wisest  founders  of 
oar  government,  *4t  being  certain  that  liberty  cannot  be  safe 
with  powerful  standing  armies ;  nor  in  danger  without 
them ;  and  that  without  an  effective  militia,  the  danger  of 
sach  armies  cannot  be  precluded."     An  effective  militia, 
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composed  of  citizen  soldiets,  can  never  be  dangerous ;  it  is 
always  necessary,  and  may  become  indispensable  to  oar 
safety. 

Insurrections  and  serious  disturbances  of  domestic  tran- 
quility by  foreigners  and  others,  even  in  our  own  State  and 
the  State  of  Vermont,  could  not  have  been  prevented  and 
suppressed,  (to  say  nothing  of  our  large  cities,  where  foreigii* 
^rs  compose  more  than  half  the  population,)  as  last  year's ex- 

Eerience  proves,  without  at  least  a  show  of  arms,  and  a 
nowledge  that  we  had  a  citizen  soldiery  ready  to  use  them 
if  necessary ;  and  foreigners  are  increasing  with  oar  public 
works  in  this  State  and  elsewhere  in  our  country,  as  well  as 
crimes  and  outrages  of  every  dye  committed  by  American 
citizens. 

I  was  told  by  one  of  the  Representatives  at  the  present 
session,  that  had  it  not  been  that  arms  were  at  hand,  they 
would  have  had  a  disturbance  on  the  Northern  RailroiHl  the 
past  season,  which  would  probably  have  resulted  in  blood- 
shed and  murder,  and  been  difficult  to  quell. 

The  militia,  then,  not  only  acts  as  a  defensive  remedy,  bat 
as  a  preventive  also.  It  is  emphatically  a  rock  of  peace. 
The  very  name  of  it  is  a  host  of  strength.  It  is  said  whan 
the  Russian  forces  some  years  since  had  invaded  our  limits 
on  the  Pacific,  and  the  circumstances  were  represented  to 
the  Emperor,  the  great  Autocrat,  holding  up  his  title,  signifi- 
cantly spoke  of  the  power  of  his  army,  and  inquired  what 
was  the  number  of  ours.  It  would  have  been  better  for  us 
to  have  withdrawn  our  claim  than  to  have  named  six  thou- 
sand as  the  ultimate  ratio  of  its  enforcement ;  but  the  lucky 
thought  of  the  last  return  of  the  militia,  enabled  the  Amer^ 
ican  minister  to  give  the  evidence  of  right  which  twelve 
hundred  thousand  men  could  furnish,  and  saved  him  the  ne- 
cessity of  another  interview. 

The  British  government  through  its  minister  and  consols 
in  this  country,  have  quite  recently  made  inquiry  as  to  tlM 
number  of  militia,  their  arms,  training,  accoutrements,  disci- 
pline, and  whatever  relates  to  the  systems  of  different  States 
in  the  Union ;  whether  with  a  view  of  perfecting  a  militia 
system  for  themselves,  or  other  purposes,  time  may  deter* 
mine.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  object,  the  fact  cer- 
tainly  proves  nothing  against  the  importance  of  our  sustain- 
ing the  institution.     The  northeastern  bonndary  and  Oregon 
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difficulty  having  been  settled ;  supposing  tbete  are  at  thi« 
immediate  time  no  important  queetions  existing  between  us 
and  a  foreign  power  with  whom  we  have  more  than  once 
contended,  yet  who  can  say  that  questions  of  vital  impor* 
tance  may  not  at  any  moment  arise,  to  be  settled  by  amicable 
adjustment  or  sanguinary  conflict  ?  Who  can  say  that  the 
present  apparent  pacific  policy  of  Great  Britain  towards  us 
may  not  be  measurably  induced  by  a  knowledge  that  arms 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  people,  and  that  we  still  have  a  mi* 
litia  in  this  and  other  States,  the  power  and  valor  of  which 
she  has  seen  and  felt  ?  Does  not  the  voice  of  united  milt- 
ions  of  her  starving,  down  trodden  subjects,  proclaim  her 
oomtinued  acts  of  cruelty,  tyranny  and  oppression}  Are 
there  not  also  nations  remote  from  her  soil,  too  weak  to  pro* 
tect  themselves,  affording  the  midaficholy  proof  that  the 
policy  of  her  foreign  relations  has  ever  been  violent,  ovai^ 
bearing  and  monopolizing,  and  that  wherever  she  has  trod 
with  her  iron  foot,  she  has  withered  and  destroyed  all  around  ? 
All  past  history  is  replete  with  the  encroachment  of  nation 
upon  nation,  and  can  we  expect  that  for  our  sakes  the  es- 
tablished order  of  things  will  be  reversed,  especially  if  we 
neglect  the  means  of  protecting  imd  defending  otueelves  i 
Are  there  not  despots  in  Europe,  whose  eyes  would  glisteii 
with  fiendish  joy,  to  find  us  destitute  of  the  constitutioiMl 
power  to  enforce  the  execution  of  our  laws,  to  suppress  iit* 
sunectione,  and  repel  invasions  ?  Would  not  such  a  condi* 
tion  invite  aggression  and  attack  ?  With  a  bare  handful  of 
an  army  in  time  of  peace,  and  without  an  organized  militia, 
who  would  there  be  to  order  out  on  any  sudden  emergency 
to  man  our  fortifications  and  fill  up  our  garrisons ;  to  pre* 
vent  the  enemy  from  landing  where  he  pleased,  turning  the 
permanent  defences  of  the  country,  assailing  the  point  at 
which  he  aimed  with  impunity,  and  with  the  watch  cry  of 
^^  beauty  and  booty,"  ransackiog  our  houses,  ravaging  our 
fields,  and  burning  our  cities  and  villages  ?  Our  militia  have 
stayed  the  hand  of  the  destroyer  heretofore ;  and  may  there 
be  no  occasion  for  a  similar  service  ?  It  should  not  be  for- 
gotten that  the  militia  were  found  ever  ready,  during  our 
last  war  with  Great  Britain,  to  answer  any  call  which  was 
made  for  their  services.  They  came  to  the  field  with  order 
and  alacrity,  with  even  greater  despatch  than  is  often  to  be 
met  with  in  regular  troops,  and  appearing  so  well  impressed 
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with  the  principles  of  military  sabordination  as  to  inspire  a 
geueral  confidence  in  their  intelligence  and  ability.  To  the 
militia  were  we  solely  indebted  for  the  complete  protection 
which  was  afforded  to  oar  principal  cities  and  towns  along 
the  seacoast  in  the  alarming  period  of  1814,  when  the  regu- 
lar troops  were  marched  from  the  mar^ime  to  the  inland 
frontier.  Upon  our  militia  has  devolved  heretofore,  and 
now  devolves,  high  and  important  trusts,  and  they  have  ever 
proved  themselves  worthy  of  the  confidence  reposed.  It  is 
for  them  to  guard  the  temple  of  liberty,  and  secnre  to  all  a 
safe  and  ready  access  to  its  altars. 

When  the  civil  law  is  trampled  upon,  the  peace  of  society 
disturbed,  property  destroyed,  life  put  in  jeopardy,  and 
tumult  and  anarchy  rule  the  day,  it  is  then  the  military  in- 
terposes, violence  is  stayed,  mobs  are  dispersed,  and  order 
and  tranquility  restored. 

Shall  it  be  consigned  to  a  sickly  existence,  or  to  die  a  Un- 
gering  death,  for  the  want  of  legislative  enconri^ement  ? 
There  can  be  no  doubt  but  such  will  be  the  result,  if  our 
laws  are  permitted  to  remain  as  they  now  are. 

The  modern  devise  of  enrolment  barely,  withont  trainings 
or  reviews,  is  neither  in  accordance  with  our  national  or  State 
constitutions,  or  the  militia  laws  of  the  United  States.  They 
clearly  contemplate,  not  only  an  enrolment  of  onr  citi- 
zens, between  certain  ages,  by  officers,  (a  duty  which  might 
as  well  be  performed  by  the  selectmen  or  constables  as  any 
one,  if  nothing  more  were  required,)  but  also  their  division 
into  corps,  into  brigades,  regiments  and  compeuiies,  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  number  and  rank  of  their  officers,  and 
the  appointment  of  officers  themselves.  The  general  gov- 
ernment has  guarantied  a  republican  form  of  government  to 
the  States,  and  obligated  itself  to  protect  them  from  invasion, 
and  the  States  are  bound  in  good  faith  according  to  their  com- 
pact with  the  general  government,  to  at  least  aid  in  present- 
ing, not  barely  the  mere  material  of  an  army,  without  any 
of  its  properties,  but  a  militia  so  oi^anized  and  officered  that 
it  can  be  promptly  summoned  to  the  scene  of  danger,  suf- 
ficiently instructed  in  the  common  exercises  of  advancing 
and  retreating,  dispersing  and  rallying  again  at  the  word  of 
command,  to  act  as  a  military  body^,  and  to  combine  the  op- 
erations of  several  companies.  This  disciplining  and  pre- 
paration was  not  intended  to  be  neglected  until  war  was 
threatened  or  actually  bejmn. 
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The  principal  dengn  of  the  militia  ki  to  act  upon  sudden 
emei^encies — to  resist  the  first  shock  of  the  invader,  and 
give  time  for  the  arrival  of  a  superior  force,  to  which  it  then 
becomes  a  coadjutor.  But  unless  it  is  trained  it  cannot  an- 
swer these  objects.  Military  discipline  cmmot  be  introduc- 
ed at  once  among  a  whole  population.  It  must  become  a 
habit  of  the  people,  to  be  effectual. 

The  fashionable  idea  of  a  volunteer  militia  is  scarcely 
less  constitutional,  scarcely  less  in  violation  of  the  views  of 
our  forefathers,  than  the  plan  of  enrolment  barely.  It  was 
the  remark  of  one  of  the  founders  of  our  government—* 
"  Improve  the  militia  by  every  prudent  means,  but  never  de- 
stroy its  universality." 

A  select  or  volunteer  militia  would  soon  become  a  stand- 
ing army.  We  should  never  confide  to  a  few  volunteers, 
who  are  to  be  induced  to  serve  by  money — by  selfish,  not 
patriotic  motives — those  important  duties  and  functions - 
which  our  constitution  intended  should  devolve  on  all.  The 
reduction  of  the  number  of  our  militia  to  between  five  and 
ten  thousand,  and  the  large  amount  of  money  it  would  cost  to 
sustain  a  purely  volunteer  system,  might  not  be  the  subject 
of  so  much  alarm  ;  but  serious  apprehensions  might  well  be 
felt  in  having  our  arms  solely  used  by  and  military  exercises 
exclusively  confined  to  those  who  have  greater  ability  to 
procure  and  leisure  to  practice  them ;  in  having  a  system 
which  would  result  in  keeping  up  companies  barely  in  large 
towns,  if  any  where,  instead  of  having  the  arms  distributed 
among  all  the  various  classes  of  society,  within  the  same 
ages,  without  regard  to  location,  to  their  circumstances  and 
condition.*  The  theory  of  our  government  is,  that  arms 
should  be  in  the  possession  of  the  whole  people,  all  classes 
and  conditions,  and  they  trained  to  their  use,  or  in  other 
words,  that  the  citizens  themselves,  all  classes  every  where, 
should  become  the  armed  guardians^of  their  own  private  and 
public  rights. 

The  possession  of  muskets  by  all  the  able  bodied  men  of 
the  country,  between  certain  ages,  gives  a  perfect  conscious- 
ness of  their  own  freedom,  and  their  skill  in  using  them  the 
assurance  of  its  preservation.  Shall  we  then,  by  placing  • 
the  arms  in  the  hands  of  a  select  few,  who  are  to  be  liberal- 
ly paid  by  pecuniary  rewards  and  grants  of  exclusive  privi- 
leges, destroy  that  sense  of  equality  of  rights  and  duties 
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which  is  the  pride  of  fireemea ;  aod  if  we  do  so,  will  it  not 
be  one  of  the  first  steps  towards  monarchy  or  oligarchy? 
How  long  would  it  be  before  such  a  soldiery,  serving  for 
pay,  would  merge  the  duties  of  patriotism,  of  allegiance  to 
their  whole  country,  in  the  feelings  of  the  partizan  ?  Would 
not  the  sympathy  of  such  a  soldiery  for  the  citizen  diminish, 
and  its  mercenary  character  increase,  and  in  a  short  time  pay 
and  compensation  become  their  chief  object,  and  would  they 
not  favor  that  party  or  set  of  men  which  paid  the  best  ? 

Would  not  the  people,too,  become  familiar  with  the  appear- 
ance of  hired  troops,  having  none  else  ;  and  would  not  the 
transition  from  ope  kind  of  paid  force  to  another  still  moie 
dangerous,  be  easy  ?  What  difference,  in  fact,  in  a  short  time, 
would  there  be  between  such  a  miUtia  and  a  standing  army? 
The  only  difference  would  be,  that  one  would  be  a  State 
aod  the  other  a  U.  S.  army,  both  influenced  to  serve  from  the 
same  motive.  Besides,  a  volimteer  system  could  not  be  sos- 
tmed  in  this  Stale  without  the  payment  of  a  much  larger 
sum  than  the  peofde  would  consent  to  pay.  It  cannot  long 
be  sustained  in  Massachusetts,  where  the  compensation  is 
about  double  the  amount  I  have  ever  seen  proposed  by  the 
friends  of  the  plan  here,  and  where  the  population  is  more 
dense  than  with  us.  By  the  last  report  of  their  Adjutant 
Qeneml,  it  appears  that  the  whole  number  of  their  compa- 
nies is  but  eighty-nine  ;  that  a  great  proportion  of  those  are 
in  a  depressed  condition;  that  the  whole  number  under 
arms,  and  inspected  May,  1846,  was  less  than  four  thousand; 
that  there  has  been  a  diminution  of  about  one-seventh  of 
the  whole  number  of  companiee  within  the  past  year ;  that 
there  is,  in  fact,  no  brigade  in  that  State,  exciting  perhaps 
the  first,  thai  is  more  than  large  enough  for  a  mere  regi* 
ment,  and  no  division  that  contains  more  than  enough  for  a 
mere  brigade* 

Adjutant  General  Olivet  further  remarks  in  his  last  report, 
that  ''public  opinion,  the  expense  of  time  and  money  re- 
quired to  sustain  companies,  the  incompetency  of  too  many 
officers,  and  some  of  high  rank  to  the  position  which  they 
oooupy — ^the  inadequacy  of  the  State  bounty  to  meet  pe- 
cuniary outlay,  and  the  entire  absence  of  every  degree  of 
compulsion,  are  the  powerful  and  destructive  elements  of 
disease,  that  are  fast  wasting  away  the  vital  functions  of  the 
system,  and  urging  it  to  a  rapid  dissolution.    Its  life  is  fee- 
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bleness  and  decrepitude,  and  tends,  with  each  year,  to  near- 
er and  more  certain  de(?ay  ;  and  I  feel  persuaded  that,  unless 
legislative  wisdom  shall  speedily  prescribe  and  administer 
some  health-bringing  medicine  to  the  diseased  system,  death, 
at  no  very  distant  period,  will  render  unnecessary  all  further 
anxiety  and  action,  by  removing  the  patient." 

In  conclusion,  I  would  remark  that  although  the  militia  is 
one  of  the  most  difficult  subjects  to  legislate  upon — although 
perhaps  no  general  law  can  be  passed  in  relation^to  it,  which 
shall  bear  equally  upon  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  although 
a  great  variety  of  opinions  may  exist  as  to  any  changes  that 
may  be  proposed,  yet  I  have  no  doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  le- 
gislature will  succeed  in  placing  our  militia^  (since  their  at-

dered sure,  and  in  one  instance,  at  least,  where  ''the  elements 
of  war  will  be  directed  to  the  attainment  of  peace  on  earth 
and  good  will  to  men."

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  RepreseniaHves  ef 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  in  General  Court  convened: 

The  Directors  of  the  Eastern  Rail  Road,  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, respectfully  make  their  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  their 
acts  and  doings,  receipts  and  expenditures. 

This  road  is  leased  to  the  Eastern  Rail  Road  Company  of 
Massachusetts  (under  authority  of  this  State)  for  the  term  of 
ninety-nine  years,  from  February  18th,  1&40 ;  giving  the. 
Eastern  Rail  Road  the  entire  right  to  use  the  road  with 
locomotive  engines,  carriages,  &c.  By  this  arrangement, 
the  two  roads  forming  a  continuous  line.  The  receipts  and 
expenditures  applying  to  income  account  are  kept  by  the 
Eastern  Rail  Road  Company  of  Massachusetts. 
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By  the  terms  of  the  lease,  the  dividends  of  profits  earned 
are  to  be  equally  divided  upon  the  stock  of  the  two  roads,  in 
proportion  to  their  respective  capitals  paid  in. 

Since  our  last  annual  report,  we  have  received  ttom  the 
lessees  $38,600,  from  which  a  dividend  of  four  dollars  per 
share  was  made,  July  6th,  1846  ;  and  a  second  dividend  of 
four  dollars  per  share  was  made  and  payable,  January  4th, 
1847,  on  4,826  shares. 

l*he  cost  of  the  buildings,  land  and  road,  to  June  1st, 
1847,  as  appears  from  the  books  of  the  Company,  is  $486,- 
226  14 ;  of  which,  $521  64  has  been  expended  during  the 
past  year,  in  improvements  on  the  road. 

The  repairs  of  the  road  and  expenses  of  mnning  are  paid 
by  the  lessees  from  the  income  of  the  two  roads.

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SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CONCORD 
RAILROAD., 


To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  New  Hampshire  : 

The  directors  of  the  Ckmcord  Railroad  Corporation  re- 
spectfully subinit  the  sixth  annual  report  of  their  acts  and 
doings,  receipts  and  expenditures,  for  the  year  ending  April 
30,  1847. 

By  the  last  annual  report  it  appmred  that  the  capital  stock 
of  the  corporation  amounted  at  that  time  to  the  sum  of 
|800,000,  of  which  sum  $20,418  59  remained  m  the  haodf 
of  the  corporation  to  be  applied  to  the  future  wants  of  the 
road.  In  addition  to  this  amount  of  capital  stock,  the  board 
of  directors  of  last  year,  at  a  meeting  holden  by  them  oa 
the  30th  of  April,  1846,  authorized  the  creation  of  four 
thousand  new  shares  of  stock,  one  half  to  be  paid  on  the 
first  day  of  July,  1846,  and  the  remainder  on  the  first»day 
of  September,  1846,  to  construct  a  second  track,  from  the 
junction  of  the  Concord  and  Nashua  railroads  to  the  depot  in 
Manchester. 

In  pursuance  of  this  vote,  the  present  board  of  directors, 
on  the  26th  of  May  last,  instructed  the  president  and  super- 
intendent to  take  the  necessary  lAeasures  for  the  grading, 
masonry  and  bridging  for  the  second  track  to  Manchester, 
and  for  furnishing  the  materials  for  the  superstructure.  The 
stock  thus  created  was  taken  and  promptly  paid  in  by  the 
stockholders,  and  the  grading  of  the  road  was  commenced, 
and  a  portion  of  the  track  laid,  last  falU  It  has  since  been 
laid  through  to  Manchester,  with  the  exception  of  the 
bridge  over  the  Merrimack  river,  and  the  new  bridge  over 
the  Souhegan  river,  which  latter  is  rapidly  completing,  when 
the  whole  will  be  immediately  opened  for  daily  use. 

On  the  24th  of  December  last,  the  directors  voted  farther 
to  increase  the  capital  stock  by  the  creation  of  four  thousand 
new  shares,  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  second  track 
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from  Manchester  to  Concord.  An  assessment  of  one  quarter 
part  of  this  stock  has  been  made  payable  on  the  first  day  of 
Jane  next,  and  the  remainder  on  the  1st  of  July  next,  with 
interest  from  May  1st,  to  the  time  of  payment,  and  the  stock 
thus  created  will  be  entitled  to  the  accruing  dividend  for  N<k 
rember  next.  The  capital  stock  will  thus  consist  of  $1^200,- 
OOO.  The  new  track  betwixt  Manchester  and  Concord  is 
now  constructing,  and  will  be  opened  for  use  during  the 
present  season,  at  least  to  Hooksett. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  added  to  the  account 
of  construction  $6,622  78,  for  the  increased  value  of  the 
few  depot  buildings  over  the  old  buildings  erected  at  Man- 
chester, which  had  been  found  wholly  inadequate  for  the  in- 
creased business  of  that  station  ;  also  the  expense  of  four 
new  passenger  cars,  and  of  land  purchased  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  depots,  so  that,  on  the  30th  of  April  last,  the 
amount  expended  for  these  purposes,  for  the  construction  of 
the  second  track,  and  previous  expenditures  of  the  road  was 
$1,042,718  60,  which  was  the  whole  amount  of  expendit- 
ures for  construction  to  that  date.  ^

In  the  account  for  freight  expenses  for  the  year,  is  incln- 
ded  expenditures  for  17  new  long,  and  6  short  covered  freight 
cars,  and  5  long,  and  4  short  stake  cars,  and  10  new  gravel 
cars.  The  account  for  passenger  expenses  includes  2  long 
passenger  cars  in  addition  to  the  four  passenger  cars  charged 
to  construction,  and  the  account  for  engine  repairs  includes 
charges  for  one  new  eight  wheeled  locomotive  engine  aid 
tender.  These  additions  to  the  cars  and  engines,  together 
with  thorough  repairs  of  those  previously  upon  the  road,  wiH 
abundantly  make  good  any  deterioration  of  the  former  fur- 
niture of  the  road. 

In  the  general  expenses  of  the  road  is  also  included  the 
larger  portion  of  the  expense  of  the  new  depot  s^d  build- 
ings at  Manchester. 

The  annual  expenses  of  the  road  include  the  use  of  pas- 
senger and  freight  cars,  and  other  expenditures  from  Na^oa 
to  Boston,  a  distance  greater  than  that  over  the  Conccffd 
road.  For  the  ^rvice  thus  rendered,  compensation  is  paid 
by  the  lower  roads,  making  the  receipts  and  expenditures  to 
this  extent  greater  than  they  would  be  if  our  business  were 
limited  to  our  own  road. 

For  the  last  four  months,  by  a  temporary  arrangement 
with  the  Northern  road,  we  have  also  run  our  cars  and  en- 
gines to  Franklin,  for  which  we  have  charged  and  received 
$7,686  85,  which  sum  is  included  in  the  foregoing  account 
for  receipts  and  expenditures. 

The  road  has  now  been  constructed  and  in  operation  five 
years,  and  the  iron  rails,  sleepers,  sub-sills,  bridging,  fencing, 
and  depots,  have  considerably  deteriorated.  To  meet  this 
deterioration,  the  directors  have  annually  set  apart  a  portion 
of  the  receipts  to  cover  the  ultimate  expense  oi  thorough  re- 
pairs of  the  road.  The  amount  carried  to  the  credit  of  de- 
terioration, including  what  has  been  added  the  present  year, 
is  $36,521.

The  balance  has  been  aj^ropriated  in  part  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  second  track,  till  such  time  as  the  assessments  on 
the  new  stock  shall  be  paid  in.  The  remainder  is  in  cash. 
These  funds.will  be  subject  to  a  draft  during  the  present 
year  for  rebuilding  much  of  the  fencing  of  the  road,  and  oth- 
er extra  expenditures. 

The  statistics  of  the  road  show  a  regular  increased  busi- 
ness, both  of  passengers  and  freight.

143,251. 

Owing  to  the  increased  business  of  the  road,  large  expon* 
ditures  have  been  found  necessary,  not  only  for  the  laying  a 
second  track,  but  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings  at  the 
pdncipal  stations  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers  and 
die  increased  number  of  cars  and  engines  used  upon  the 
read.  For  this  reason  we  ue  now  erecting  a  new  car  house 
at  Concord,  to  be  constructed  from  the  present  passenger  de*- 
pot,  with  an  addition  to  it  of  eighty^five  feet  in  length,  to  be 
filushed  with  four  tracks  through  it,  to  contain  twelve  pas^ 
senger  cars.  The  appropriation  of  the  present  passenger  des- 
pot for  this  purpose,  was  deemed  the  most  economical  ar- 
rangement which  could  be  made,  as  a  new  passenger  depot, 
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of  larger  ditnensions,  with  a  doable  track  tbroogh  it,  was 
found  indispensible  to  prevent  serious  and  vexatious  delays^ 
and  inconvenience  to  the  dififerent  trains  arriving  at  Concord 
at  the  same  time  from  the  south  and  north,  and  ta  give  soch 
other  facilities  to  the  roads  connecting  with  us  as  they  might 
reasonably  demand. 

In  place  of  the  former  passenger  depot,  a  larger  building 
is  about  being  erected  of  brick,  two  stories  in  height, 
with  two  tracks  through  it.  The  upper  story  of  which  is 
to  be  appropriated  for  offices  for  the  different  roads  termina- 
ting at  uoncord,  so  far  as  they  may  find  it  convenient  for 
their  purposes,  and  for  a  ball  for  the  public  meetings  of  the 
roads. 

A  new  engine  house  is  also  erecting  at  Concord.  The 
former  engine  house  having  been  constructed  to  hold  bat 
about  half  the  engines  now  in  use  on  the  road  with  those 
now  ordered.  The  size  of  the  building  is  also  insufficient 
to.contain  the  large  engines  latel/  purchased,  and  which  are 
found  necessary  for  the  heavy  trains  run  upon  the^  road.  For 
similar  reasons  we  are  also  constructing  a  new  engine  boose 
at  Nashville. 

The  trains  have  run  regularly  over  the  road  through  the 
year,  under  the  charge  of  careful  runners  and  conductors, 
and  without  any  serious  accident  either  to  persona  or  prop- 
erty. 

The  amount  of  business  transacted  shows  that  the  pres- 
ent means  of  the  corporation  have  been  used  to  their  fulleat 
extent,  and  fully  justifies  the  measures  taken  by  the  direct- 
ors to  accommodate  the  increasing  business  on  the  line  of 
the  road,  and  the  great  amount  of  travel  and  transpoitation 
destined  soon  to  pass  from  the  west  and  north,  to  the  capital 
of  New  England,  much  of  which  must  necessarily  find  its 
way  by  the  route  through  the  centre  of  New  Hampshire. 

In  carrying  forward  the  current  business  of  the  road,  as 
diown  in  the  report  ,for  the  year,  and  in  providing  for  the 
immediate  and  prospective  necessities  of  this  line  of  route, 
the  directors  have  endeavored  faithfully  to  discharge  the  tmsl 
committed  to  them  by  the  stockholders,  with  due  regard  to 
their  rights,  and  the  highest  possible  accommodation  to  dK 
public.

The  directors,  on  the  18th  of  November  last,  being  of  the 
opinion  that  the  original  fixed  capital  of  $1,500,000  woald 
not  be  sufficient  to  complete  the  road,  proceeded  by  virtue  of 
the  authority  granted  to  them  in  the  charter,  to  create  nev 
stock  to  the  amount  of  $500,000. 

Agreeably  to  the  terms  of  the  charter,  this  was  offered  to 
the  old  stockholders,  in  the  proportion  of  the  stock  held  by 
them,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  it  was  taken  by  them.

On  the  28th  of  December  last,  we  opened  for  public  nse 
the  first  eighteen  miles  of  our  road,  from  Concord  to  Frank- 
lin.    Since  that  time,  this  distance  has  been  ran  by  the  Con- 
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cord  Railroad  Company,  under  an  arranagement,  by  which 
we  pay  them' the  expenses  of  running,  and  receive  the  in- 
come.

REPORT  OF  RAILROAD  COMMISSIONER. 


To  His  Excellency  the    Governor  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire : 

The  undersigned,  one  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for 
said  State,  having,  agreeably  to  the  proyisioos  of  the  act, 
entitled  ''An  act  to  render  railroad  corponttions  public  in  cer- 
tain cases,  and  constituting  a  board  of  railroad  coipmission- 
ers,"  made  examination  into  Uie  condition  of  the  following 
railroad  corporations,  and  into  the  management  of  their  af- 
fairs, to  wit :  The  Concord  Railroad,  the  Nashua  and  Low- 
ell Railroad  Corporation,  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
Corporation,  the  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshire,  the 
Northern  Railroad,  and  the  Chesire  Railroad  Company,  re- 
ports as  follows : 

THE  CONCORD  RAILROAD. 

The  examination  of  this  corporation  was  closed  on  the 
22d  day  of  February  last. 

The  act  of  incorporation  was  passed  June  27,  1835 ;  and 
the  whole  road  was  opened  for  travel  on  the  7th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1842. 

The  road  is  34  3-5  miles  in  length,  of  which  19(  miles 
is  straight  line.

Further  sunts  have  since  been  expended  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  second  track  and  for  other  objects,  the  exact 
amount  of  which  has  not  been  ascertained. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  is  now  $1,000,000, 
the  whole  of  which  has  been  paid  in,  in  cash.  Of  this, 
#200,000  was  created  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  se- 
cond track  from  Nashville  to  Manchester.  At  the  time  of 
examinatioa,  the  whole  of  this  had  been  graded,  the  rails 
had  been  laid  upon  nine  miles  of  it,  and  the  materials  were 
on  hand  for  completing  the  residue. 

Additional  stock,  to  the  amoiwit  of  $200,000,  has  been 
voted,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  second  track  from 
Manchester  to  Concord,  the  first  instalment  of  which  was 
to  become  pajrable  on  the  first  day  of  June  instant. 

A  full  investigation  of  all  the  adEEairs  of  the  corporation  is ' 
made  by  the  directors  twice  in  each  year,  to  wit:  on  the 
last  day  of  May  and  the  last  day  of  October.

This  corporation  provides  cars,  conductors,  &c.,  for  pass- 
engers and  freight  through  to  Boston,  and  pays  for  loading 
and  unloading  its  freight  at  the  stations  on  the  lower  roads, 
in  the  same  manner,  and  thus  incurs,  for  these  services,  the 
same  expense — except  for  the  run  of  its  engines,  which  go 
no  farther  than  Nashville — as  though  it  owned  the  whole 
road  to  Boston.  For  these  services  a  compensation  is  paid 
by  the  lower  roads  ;  so  that  by  the  arrangement  the  toomi* 
nal  amount  of  the  receipts,  as  well  as  expenditures,  of  the 
Concord  road  is  increased. 

The  amount  of  business  upon  the  road,  fw  the  enmot 
SIX  months  up  to  the  time  of  the  examination,  was  coosid* 
ered  by  the  Superintendent  as  at  least  equal  that  of  the  oor* 
responding  period  of  any  preceding  yeaf. 

The  property  of  the  corporation,  besides  its  road,  railroad 
iron  on  hand,  depot  lands  and  bmldingS)  and  road  furniture, 
consisted  of,

The  surplus  fund  has  been  made  up  of  balances,  which, 
from  time  to  tinoe.  have  been  carried  to  it.  and  set  apart  to 
meet  the  deterioration  of  fences  and  of  the  superstructure 
of  the  road  and  n>aterials  thereon.  During  the  six  months 
current  at  the  time  of  the  examination,  a  large  expenditure 
had  been  incurred  in  rebuilding  the  depot  and  other  build- 
ings at  Manchester,  a  part  of  which  is  a  charge  upon  this 
fund.  Other  expenditures,  for  rebuilding  fences  and  for  en- 
gine houses  at  Nashville  aud  Concord^  had  beett  ordeted  by 
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thd  directors,  and  it  was  said  would  be  a  charge  upon  that 
fund,  and  reduce  it  to  about  oue  half  of  tbe  above  amount. 

The  corporation  owes  do  permanent  debt.  Settlements 
are  made  monthly  with  the  men  employed,  and  all  bilb 
against  it  are  paid  as  they  become  due. 

The  dividends  paid  to  the  stockholders  up  to  November  1, 
1846,  are  equal  to  ten  per  cent  per  annum  upon  the  amount 
of  their  stock,  without  any  deduction  on  account  of  the 
taxes  paid  by  the  corporation  into  the  treasury  of  the  State, 
those  taxes  being  chaiiged  to  the  expense  acbount  of  the  cor- 
poration, instead  of  being  cbargeiol  proportiouably  to  the 
stockholders,  and  deducted  from  their  dividends  at  the  pay-  .' 
meat  thereof.  The  stockholders  have  thus  received  ten  per 
cent,  per  annum  upon  their  investments,  and,  since  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  were  in  force,  have  been  entirely  exempted 
from  taxation  on  account  of  their  .stock.  The  public  who 
use  the  road,  pay  them  ten  per  cent.,  and  also  pay  their 
taxes.  Was  this  the  design  of  the  law  ?  If  it  were,  is  it 
just  and  equal  ? 

The  salary  of  the  superintendent  is  $1SOO  a  year.  The 
sums  paid  thepoesident  and  treasurer  are  intended  to  be  reg- 
ulated by  the  amount  of  their  services  during  the  year. 
Last  year  the  president  received  $1000,  and. the  treasurer 
$750.     The  clerk  has  $50  per  anuum. 

The  directors,  except  the  President,  have  no  compensa- 
tion for  their  services,  except  the  privilege  of  passing  free 
over  the  road. 

The  number  of  miles  run  by  the  engines  over  the  road 
daring  the  year  ending  October  31,  1846,  was  136,220. 

The  whole  number  of  passengers  transported  any  distance, 
during  the  same  time,  was  193,001,  of  which  97,384  were 
up  passengers  and  95,617  down  pas$engers. 

The  amount  of  freight  upon  the  road  during  the  same 
time,  was  74,927  154-1000  tons,  of  which  the  up  freight 
was  48,418  990-1000  tons,  and  the  down  freight  26,508- 
156-1000  tons. 

NASHUA  AND  LOWELL   RAILROAD   CORPORA- 

TION. 

The  examination  of  this  corporation  was  closed  on  the 
26th  day  of  March  last. 
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The  history  of  the  corporation  is  briefly  as  follows.  That 
part  of  the  road  which  is  in  this  State,  was  granted  by  an 
act  of  our  legislature,  passed  June  23,  1835.  That  part  of 
it  which  is  in  Massachusetts  was  granted  by  an  act  of  the 
le^slature  of  that  State,  passed  April  16,  1886.  The  (wo 
corporations  we^e  afterwards  united  and  made  one  by  the 
concurrent  legislation  of  the  two  States.  For  farther  par* 
ticulars  in  relation  to  this  matter,  reference  is  made  to  the 
report  of  myself  and  Mr.  Huntoon,  which  was  commmnm^ 
cated  by  the  Governor  to  the  House  of  Representatives  at 
the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  and  is  now  on  file  among 
the  papers  of  the  session. 

The  whole  length  of  the  i^oeA  is  14  miles,  92  roda  and  15 
feet,  of  which  6  miles,  102  rods  and  2  feet  are  in  this  Statei 
and  8  miles,  303  rods  and  13  feet  in  MassachosettiB. 

The  road  was  opened  for  the  traui^rt^ion  of  pasaengeis, 
from  Lowell  to  a  temporary  depot  within  about  tfaA-ee^fomlhs 
of  a  mile  of  the  terminus  in  Nashua,  on  the  8th  day  of  (kr 
tober,  1838,  and  through  its  whole  length  on  the  25th  day 
of  December,  of  the  same  year ;  but  its  arrangements  for 
freight  and  passengers  were  not  fully  completed  at  that  time. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  is  $500,000|  and  hat 
all  been  paid  in.

The  engines  belonging  to  the  road  go  no  farther  than 
Lowell,  but  its  cars  go  through  to  Boston,  under  circumstan- 
ces, and  with  results  as  to  expenditures  and  receipts,  very 
much  like  those  which  have  been  stated  in  relation  to  the 
Concord  road. 

The  amount  of  business  for  the  current  six  months  up  to 
the  time  of  the  examination,  was  considered  about  equaJ  to 
the  corresponding  portion  of  the  last  preceding  six   months. 

The  property  of  the  corporation,  besides  its  road,  the  fur- 
niture thereof,  and  its  depot  lands  and  buildings,  consisted 
of  real  estate,  estimated  at  $3,650  ;  its  surplus  fund,  which, 
including  wood  and  oil  and  materials  for  repairing  cars  and 
engines,  was,  Nov.  1,  1846,  $11,693  22;  and  the  net  earn- 
ings of  the  road  after  that  time. 

The  corporation  owe^  no  permanent  debt,  but  pays  all 
claims  against  it  as  they  become  due. 

,  During  the  year  ending  Nov.  1,  1846,  the  number  of  miles 
run  by  engines  over  the  road  was  48,870. 

The  number  of  passengers  transported  any  distance^  was 
192,272.  The  whole  number  of  miles  they  all  rode  was 
2,678,713. 

The  number  of  tons  of  freight  upon  the  road  during  the 
same  time,  was  126,503.  The  number  carried  one  mile 
was  1,835,129. 

The  salary  of  the  superintendent  is  $1250  per  anunm. — 
The  treasurer  has  what  the  directors  vote  him  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  upon  considering  the  amount  of  services  perform- 
ed. For  the  years  1844,  1845  and  1846,  he  received  $250 
a  year. 

The  President  has  never  received  any  compensation,  be- 
yond the  other  directors,  for  his  services,  except  that  in  May, 
1845,  the  directors  voted  and  paid  him  $500. 

The  directors  have  received  no  compensation  for  their 
services,  except  the  privilege  of  passing  without  charge  over 
the  road. 
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The  dividends  which  have  been  paid  to  the  stockholders, 
amount  to  9  413-1000  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon  their  capi- 
tal stock,  without  any  deduction  on  account  of  the  taxes 
paid  by  the  corporation  into  the  treasury  of  the  State. 

BOSTON  AND  MAINE   RAILROAD  CORPORATION. 

The  examination  of  this  corporation  was  closed  on  the 
first  day  of  May  last. 

.  The  corporation,  as  it  now  exists,  was  created  by  the 
concurrent  legislation  of  the  States  of  New  Hampshire^ 
Massachusetts  and  Maine.  For  the  particulars  of  its  history, 
and  for  stmdry  matters  which  1  shall  here  refrain  from  dis- 
cussing, I  refer  to  the  report  of  an  examination  of  this  cor- 
poration, by  Mr.  Huntoon  and  myself,  which  was  commu- 
nicated to  the  House  of  Representatives  by  the  Governor, 
at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  and  is  now  on  file 
among  the  papers  of  the  session.  In  that  report  mention  is 
made  of  an  act  passed  by  our  legislature,  authorizing  the 
union  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Rail^road  Extension  Compa- 
ny. A  similar  act  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of  Massa- 
chusetts, March  19,  1845.  These  acts  were  accepted  by  the 
two  corporations  on  the  10th  day  of  September,  1845.  A 
similar  act  of  union  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of  Maine, 
on  the  16th  day  of  July,  1846,  long  after  the  two  corpora- 
tions had,  iu  fact,  assumed  to  unite  and  act  as' one  corpora- 
tion, and  was  accepted  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
Corporation^  on  the  9th  day  of  September,  1846.  Since  the 
making  of  that  report,  other  matters  have  occurred  which  I 
think  deserve,  and  to  which  I  ask,  particular  attention. 

Nothing,  as  it  seems  to  me,  can  be  more  certain  than  this 
— ^tbat  when  a  corporation  has  been  created,  and  its  objects 
and  powers  defined  and  limited,  by  the  concurrent  legisla- 
tion of  two  or  more  States,  those  objects  and  powers  cannot 
be  materially  changed  or  enlarged,  except  by  the  concur- 
rence of  the  legislaUires  of  all  the  States.  And  yet  this 
corporation,  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  legislature  of 
Massachusetts,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  this 
State,  and,  I  believe,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature 
of  Maine,  has  located  about  nine  miles  of  railroad,  construct- 
ed a  part  of  it,  and  now  runs  cars  thereon,  as  a  branch  from 
the  main  road ;  has  contracted  for  the  construction  of  the 
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residue,  and  hat  located  a  branch  railroad,  and  contracted 
for  building  an  expensive  bridge  thereon.  The  facts  are 
these: 

An  act  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of  Massachusetts,  on 
the  3d  day  of  March,  1846,  the  first  section  of  which  au- 
thorized  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  Corporation  to  lo- 
cate and  construct  a  railroad,  commencing  at  a  point  in  their 
present  road,  in  the  south  part  of  Andover,  and  extending 
to  another  point  mentioned  in  the  act ;  and  to  discontinne 
80  much  of  their  present  road  as  they  may  deem  expedient 
The  second  section  of  the  act  authorizes  the  corporatioi)  to 
locate  and  construct  a  branch  railroad,  commencing  at  t 
point  in  the  road  granted  by  the.  first  section,  and  continoing 
to  a  convenient  terminus  in  the  town  of  Methuen,  crossing 
the  Merrimack  river  by  a  bridge.  The  4th  section  a^tbo^ 
izes  the  corporation  to  increase  its  stock  by  the  sum  of  $600,- 
000. 

The  road  granted  by  the  first  section  of  the  act,  being 
about  nine  miles  in  length,  has  been  located,  a  part  oif  it  ex- 
tending from  North  Andover  to  the  city  of  Lawrence,  has 
been  constructed  and  is  in  use  as  a  braiich  from  the  noaio 
road.  The  building  of  the  residue  has  been  contracted  for, 
and  the  work  thereon  has  been  commenced,  and  is  nov  io 
progress.  The  branch  authorized  by  the  second  section  of 
the  act  has  been  located,  and  the  bailding  of  the  bridge  con- 
tracted for. 

These  things  have  been  done,  as  already  remarked,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  this  St«le«  JThat  ihey 
have  been  done  without  right,  admits  of  no  doubt.  Wheth- 
er they  have  been  done  through  inadvertency  or  misconcep- 
tion, may,  perhaps,  be  inferred  firom  that  part  of  the  rep«t 
above  mentioned,  which  treats  of  the  subscription  for  stock 
in  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  Ebctension  Company.  K 
will  there  be  seen  that  the  principle  here  involvai  vas 
brought  directly  to  the  consideration  of  the  directors,  vbo 
were  then  present  What  action  the  circumstances  of  the 
case  call  for  on  the  part  of  this  State,  it  is  no  part  of  my 
duty  to  decide.  I  state  the  facts,  and  leave  the  matter  vrith 
those  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  and  encate  the  laws. 

The  Medford  Branch  RaihMMd,  extending  from  this 
road  to  Medford,  a  distance  of  about  two  mileSi  has  been 
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ooDsfnieied  and  put  into  operation  under  the  following  cir- 
camstances : 

The  legislature  of  MassachusettSi  by  act  of  March  7, 
1846,  incorporated  <<  The  Medford  Branch  Railroad  Compa- 
tiy/'  and  authorized  tlra  company  to  transfer  all  its  rights, 
prfrileges  and  franchise  to  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
Extension  Company,  whenever  the  latter  company  should 
elect  to  receive  and  hold  the  same.  On  the  10th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, in  the  same  year,  the  stockholders  of  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad  Corporation,  at  the  same  meeting  at 
which  they  accepted  the  acts  of  Massachusetts  and  of  this 
State,  uniting  their  corporation  with  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad  Extension  Company,  assuming  under  these  acts  of 
union,  it  is  presumed,  the  right  of  this  company  to  receive 
and  hold  the  "  rights,  privileges  and  franchise  "  of  the  Med- 
ford Branch  Railroad  Company,  voted  '^  that  the  directors  be 
authorized  to  take  such  measures  in  regard  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Medford  Branch  Railroad,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient."  Under  this  vote  the  directors  have  since  con- 
structed the  Medford  Branch  road. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  is  $2,495,600,  of 
which  $116,300  is  pledged  as  security  for  the  debts  of  the 
corporation.  The  stock  subscribed  has  all  been  paid  in, 
agreeably  to  the  terms  of  subscription  ;  but  a  part  of  it 
at  such  a  discount  that  sum  actually  paid  in  is  less  by 
4^79,146  than  the  nominal  amount. 

The  whole  length  of  the  main  road,  as  now  travelled,  is  ' 
72  927-1000  miles,  of  which  about  32  miles  are  in  Massa- 
chusetts, about  38  in  New  Hampshire,  and  about  3  in  Maine. 
The  aggregate  length  of  the  branches  is  about  9  miles.

The 
Directors  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  except 
the  right  for  themselves  and  their  families  of  passing  over 
the  road,  free  of  charge. 

Dividends  to  the  stockholders  were  three  per  cent,  semi- 
annually, until  July  1,  1845.

The  eiamination  of  this  corporation  was  closed  on  the 
21st  day  of  May  last. 

The  original  Cheshire  Railroad  Company  was  incofrporat- 
ed  by  the  legislature  of  this  State,  by  act  of  December  27, 
1844L  The  Winchendon  Railroad  Corporation  was  incor- 
pprated  by  the  legislature  of  Massachusetts,  by  an  act  pass- 
ed March  13, 1845^  This  act  contained  a  provision  that  the 
corporation  might  unite  with  the  Cheshire  Railroad  Compa- 
ny, and  that  when  the  two  should  be  united,  the  stockhold- 
ers of  one  corporation  should  be  stockholders  of  the  other, 
^  and  the  two  companies  constitute  one  corporation,  under  thu 
'  name  of  the  Cheshire  Railroad  Company*  An  act  contain- 
ing similar  provisions  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of  tiu9 
State,  July  1,  1845.  The  latter  act,  and  the  above  provis- 
ions of  the  act  incorporating  the  Winchendon  Railroad  Cor- 
poration, were  accepted  by  the  latter  corporation  on  the 
t2th,  and  by  the  originfd  Cheshire  Railroad  Corporation  on 
Che  19th  day  of  May,  1846. 

The  road  of  the  corporation,  aa  it  now  axtala,  is  laid  out 
in  both  States,  commencing  in  Ashburnham,  about  ten  miles 
above  Fitchburg,  connecting  at  that  point  with  the  Vermont 
and  Massachusetts  Railroad,  and  passing  through  Winchen- 
don, Pitzwilliam,  Troy,  Keene  and  Walpole,  to  Bellows 
Falls,  where  it  meets  the  Rutland  and  Sullivan  roads. 

The  whole  length  of  the  road  is  53^  miles — 10^  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, and  43  in  New  Hampshire. 

The  road  has  not  yet  been  constructed,  but  the  work  has 
long  since  been  commenced  upon  the  most  difficult  parts  of 
it,  and  is  in  successful  progress. 

The  amount  of  capital  stock  was,  originally,  $1,000,000. 
An  addition  of  $600,000  has  been  voted  by  the  directors 
and  offered  to  the  stockholders,  as  required  by  the  charter. 
This  stock  not  having  been  taken  up  within  the  time  pre- 
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scribed,  the  directors,  on  the  fin^  day  of  January  lagt,  antbor* 
ized  a  committee  of  their  number  to  rec^ve,  in  mmm  of  not 
less  them  $500  each,  and  not  exceeding  in  the  a^^regate 
amount  the  sum  of  $50,000,  and  to  giro  the  bonds  of  the  cor- 
poration for  the  pajrment  of  the  same,  in  not  less  than  eigh- 
teen months,  with  interest  semi-annually,  the  condition  o£  tbe 
bonds  to  be  such  that  the  holders  may  have  the  option,  if 
made  in  a  specified  time,  of  taking  the  amount  due,  either 
in  money  or  in  stock,  at  par.  Under  this  authority,  money, 
at  the  time  of  the  examination,  had  been  received,  and 
bonds  given,  to  the  amount  of  $24,100.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN  OF  STATE  UBRARY. 


Secretary's  Office,  June  9,  1847. 

To  the  Hon.  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire: 

The  undersigned,  ex  officio^  Librarian  x>f  the  State  li- 
brary, respectfttUy  reports:  That,  agreeably  to  an  act,  ap- 
proved June  30,  1846,  he  has  caused  a  full  and  comidete 
catalogue  of  all  the  books,  pamphlets  and  maps,  belonging  to 
the  State  library,  to  be  mside  ;  and  has  procured  three  hun- 
dred  copies  (one  of  which  is  herewith  submitted)  to  be 
printed,  and  plaoed  in  the  library  room,  eabjeot  to  the  order 
of  the  Legislature.  By  examioatioQ  of  the  catalogue,  it  wiii 
be  seen  that  very  many  volumes  are  mtssing-^-eome  of  theiB, 
doubtless,  being  lost ;  while  others  have  been  borrowed,  and 
^re  now  safely  reposing  upon  the  slielves  of  the  honest  hot- 
towers.     Of  the  latter  class,  quite  a  -nuaibef  have  been  re- 
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turned  during  the  past  year ;  yet  many  sets  of  the  most 
yaluable  works  are  still  broken  and  incomplete.  Nor  is  this 
to  be  wondered  at,  when  it  is  renoembered  that,  heretofore, 
no  one  has  been  employed  to  take  charge  of  the  library, 
except  during  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature.  The  Judicial 
Reports,  it  will  be  seen,  have  sufiereid  most  from  this  cause. 
Some  of  these  are  known  to  be  now  in  the  hands  of  one  or 
more  of  the  Justices  of  the  Superior  Court.  In  other  cases, 
it  is  presumed  that  complete  sets  may  have  never  belonged 
to  the  library. 

In  making  out  the  catalogue,  it  was  deemed  necessary  to 
re-arrange,  label  and  number  anew  nearly  all  the  books  in 
the  library ;  the  former  arrangement  being  almost  whoUy 
without  order  or  system.  It  was  found  impossible,  however, 
to  arrange  the  library  as  methodically  as  is  desirable,  by 
reason  of  the  want  of  sufficient  room  ;  the  sparseness  of  the 
shelves  making  it  necessary  to  pile  away  many  of  the  books 
in  the  closets  under  the  shelves. 

For  a  more  full  and  particular  statement  of  the  condition 
of  the  library,  the  Legislature  are  respectfully  referred  to 
the  catalogue.  A  schedule  of  the  books  added  to  the  li- 
brary during  the  past  year  is  herewith  submitted ;  together 
with  a  small  list  of  books  which  have  been  found  and  re- 
turned to  the  library,  since  the  catalogue  went  to  press.
